RETRENCHMENT, 

That the school in its very last years 
has not had so large an attendance, 
or earned quite so high a repute, may 
be true, This has largely been owing 
to the necessity of cutting down the 
staff, and from the cloud cast over 
it by the rumor of its extinction. The 
late master is perfectly willing to 
admit that he has not performed his 
own work as efficiently as in times 
past. The work of fitting boys for 
the colleges is very much more exact- 
ing in 1907 than it was at the time 
of Dr. Dimmock’s death in 1878; and

@ younger master should be in con- 
trol. 

The reason for abruptly closing this 
eminently respectable and useful in- 
stitution is that the income of the 
Adams Temple and School Fund is in- 
adequate to its independent support, 
and can be more serviceable in aid- 
ing the general school system of 
Quincy. This inadequacy is no new 
discovery. It has been admitted and 
spoken of for many years, and both 
the plans now before the Council, the 
merger in the High school, and the 
closing of the building till the fund 
can accumulate to an adequate size, 
have been proposed to my personal 
knowledge. Yet since Mr. Tyler’s 
death, and my own return to the mas- 
tership, I have been directly assured 
that the supervisors were determined 
to maintain the academy as a separ- 
ate school, and have also been told 
to get all the teaching force I needed, 
with a view to that end. The change 
in policy, calling for immediate ex- 
tinction can hardly have come from 
unexpected revelation as to the state of 
the fund. 


FUND A MYSTERY. 


It should appear in this connection 
that a good deal of mystery has been 
maintained as to the investment and 
management of the fund. The super- 
visors I believe, have never published 
any accounts. They have not till the 
last few years communicated to the 
board of managers how much income 
there was to dispose of; and indeed 
they. have treated this board, who

The effect of the long distance tel- 
ephone in bringing together the va- 
rious sections of this country was 
aptly noted by’ President Eliot of 
Harvard in his recent speech before 
the Associated Harvard Clubs in De- 
troit. when he said: “There are| 
thousands of parents scattered all 
over the region within a thousand 
miles of Cambridge who can talk to 
their boy any day and at any hour, 
recognize his voice, and learn that he 
is doing well. The continent has 
shrunk to an incredible degree and 
is still shrinking.” 

Every Harvard boy can in fact 
be reached by telephone from more 
than 40,000 points east of the Rocky 
Mountains. In many instances he 
can be in communication with his 
parents without leaving his study 
table, for very few rooms in the new- 
er dormitories in Cambridge are 
without telephone connection. In the 
older buildings as in Gray’s, Walter 
Hastings, Thayer, Matthews, Weld, 
Holyoke, Holworthy, Hollis and 
Stoughton there are pay stations.

Mystery 
As to Fond

penditures and conduct of the school 
with scant courtesy. Undoubtedly 
the entire management of the fund is 
with the supervisors; but the fund 
was given to the citizens of Quincy; 
and they have a moral, if not a legal 
right, to be kept informed of its state. 

It may be allowed however that the 
income of the fund is not sufficient 
to conduct the academy on the lines of 
its past efficiency. The building is 
in need of immediate and extensive re- 
pairs; and the sum hitherto paid to 
the master and assistants, while de- 
cidedly below the average salaries for 
such work, is yet not sufficient to 
maintain a proper staff to prepare 
boys for college in a four years’ 
course. Hence it is held that the 
school must be discontinued at once, 
and the funds otherwise disposed of. 

The question then becomes, does 
the continued existence of the school 
depend upon the immediate accession 
of such a sum of money as would en- 
able it to be kept up on a proper 
basis? It is fair to say that if Mr. 
Carnegie or Mr. Rockefeller were dis- 
posed to present the supervisors with 
fifty thousand dollars, the school need 
not close. Nobody expects such a 
gift; but I mention such an idea to 
show that the continuance of the 
school is not beyond reasonable possi- 
bilities; could not the necessary in- 
crease of income be obtained else- 
where? And here we are met with a 
strange objection which seems to 
haunt the minds of many citizens. 
That additional funds, if obtained at 
all, must come from the descendants 
of the founder. Ever sjnce the school 
was opened, this idea has been re- 
peated over and over again, long after 
it was known that no funds were to 
be obtained from that source, as if 
the school was in some way the 
property of the founder’s kin, and 
could no more receive outside help 
than could the private house of one 
of the name receive an _ addition. 


| Even now, it is understood that many 


citizens think the representative of 
the founder has a right to close the 
school, without reference to outside 
opinion, as being in a manner his 
property. 


CLAIMS OF SCHOOL. 


The answer to this contention is 
very simple. An outside gift has been 
accepted by the supervisors. The 
surviving executor of the Robert 
Charles Billings estate transferred a 
large sum of money to the supervisors 
or the benefit of the pupils. This 
event happened about two years ago; 
and the gift was accepted by the sup- 
ervisors when they could hardly 
have been ignorant of the state of the 
fund. Certainly this gift was never 
intended for the benefit of the Quin- 
cy schools. 

Ii no funds have been forthcoming 
from the quarter from which persons 
choose to assume they ought to have 
come, are there no others on whom 
the school fairly has claims for sup- 
port? Claims possibly of a secondary 
rank, but still claims? Is it nothing 
to the citizens of Quincy, especially 
the graduates of the academy, that 
such an institution should disappear. 
Three thousand dollars a year would 
amply suffice to save the _ school. 
Have we not thirty citizens who could 
give one hundred dollars a year at 
least for tem years? or sixty who 
would give fifty? or one  hun- 
dred who could give thirty? It seems 
to me such suggestions are not 
absurd. 

But granting that they cannot be 
carried out—what is the objection to 
closing the school, or keeping it closed 
till the funds can accumulate? The 
building need not stand idle. With 
all its faults, it could be utilized and 
can rent for many purposes. The 
Woodward Institute, nay, the new 
High school itself will probably re- 
quire extra room from time to time; 
the immediate pressure in the Cod- 
dington and Cranch districts must be 
met; and there are other bodies 
which would find the academy build- 
ing eminently central and otherwise 
convenient for meetings. Moreover 
there is a decided superfiuity of land 
around the building itself, and this 
might be disposed of, while leaving 
the school house property in view 
from Hancock street. That there are 
precedents in the state for keeping 
our ancient academies closed for a 
time, till their funds accumulated, 
is I believe true.

However, 
the extreme difficulty of finding the 
range of a balloon sailing over an 
enemy’s guns reduces the danger to a 
great degree, for the dirigible balloon 
is practically immune from big gun 
tire and a rifle ball would be of no con- 
sequence to the object itself, though it 
might to the occupants of the car. 

“France, Germany and Great Brit- 
ain are now equipped with dirigible war 
balloons and are constantly experi 
menting and building new ones. Italy 
has set her face to the task. Other 
European governments have held back, 
perhaps because of the great cost in- 
volved. The building of a_ dirigible 
balloon of the government type means 
an outlay of from $60,000 to $100,000, 
Germany has the largest dirigible ever 
built. It is so huge, indeed, that it can- 
not be easily handled and must be 
landed on water instead of on land for 
fear of a smash. 

“As yet, the United States has made 
no move, so far as the public has been 
informed, toward the construction of a 
dirigible war balloon, but this govern- 
ment is deeply interested in the sub- 
ject and may, I think, be expected to 
do something in that line. The dirigible 
balloon as a war instrument is no 
longer a theory. It has become a fact. 

“I may say, generally speaking, that 
on the development of light and power- 
ful enginery for purposes of propul- 
sion depends almost entirely the prac- 
tical success of the Aerial navigation 
of the future. No one who is familiar 
with whe®-has been accomplished in 
that direction doubts that success will 
be attained.”

Great Summer Hotel Burned, En- 
ta ling a Loss of $300,000 
Gloucester, Mass., Jan. 2.—The 
Colonial Arms, the largest summer ho- 
tel on the north shore, was burned last 


night with nearly all its furnishings. 


The loss is estimated at $300,000. , The 
hotel was built four years ago. The 
lessee was A. J. Sherrard, who con- 


ducted it last summer. On Sept. 15 the 
house was closed for the season, and 
since then it has been unoccupied. The 
fire is believed to have been the work 
of a firebug. 

The Colonial Arms was a wooden 
structure, three stories in height at the 
front, which faced the harbor, and five 
stories at the rear. It contained 50C 
suites of rooms, all furnished in a more 
pretentious styie than is customary in 
the average summer hotel. Its patrons 
included wealthy families from all 
parts of the country, and its wide 
piazzas and great ball room were the 
scenes of brilliant social functions dur- 
ing the summer months. 

The destruction of the great) cara 
vansary, as the flames licked it up sec 
tion by section, in spite of the efforts of 
the entire tire departinent, was watched 
with helpless dismay by thousands of 
Gloucester residents. From the west 
ern wing, where the blaze originated, 
the fire spread steadily and quickly 
through the structure. 

The fire in the hotel was discovered 
by the caretaker of the building, who 
occupies a house in the vielnity. Dur- 
ing the day carpenters and painters 
had been at work there making repairs, 
but they left about 4 o'clock. It was 
more than two hours later that the fire 
broke out. 


Seamy Side of Brooklyn 

New York, Jan. 2—A long record of 
killings, assaults, accidents and minor 
crimes was written in Brooklyn police 
blotters yesterday. Gas escaping from 
a partly open burner asphyxiated Ja- 
cob Spriesterback and his wife in their 
home. An unknown burglar was shot 
and kilied while trying to enter David 
Jaffe’s store. The police are hunting 
for Frank Fereso, who shot and killed 
Michael Schindello as an outcome of an 
altercation. Hattie Shubert took um- 
brage at a remark made by her husband 
in their home and seriously stabbed 
him. After a quarrel with his wife, 
Achibald P. Mitchell took his life by 
inhaling illuminating gas in his home.

London, Jan. 2.—The attorneys of 
George H. Druce, the claimant for the 
yast estates of the Duke of Portland 
and for the duke’s title, express dissat- 
isfaction over the conduct of the ex- 
humation of the body of Thomas C.

Levy on Cities 
Unnecessary If 
State Retained 

Corporation Tax 


No part of the inaugural address 
of Gov. Guild was of more import- 
ance than his views on taxation. The 
Daily Ledger believes that they were 
right to the point, especially relative 
to the corporation tax. Gov. Guild 
says: 

“During the recess your Commission 
appointed for the purpose has made 
a thorough and most painstaking in- 
vestigation of the methods of taxa- 
tion in this and in other Common- 
wealths. I commend the result of 
their labors to your careful consid- 
eration. - 

“Every year the Commonwealth is 


‘called upon to relieve the cities and 


towns from this or that source of ex- 
pense. The Commonwealth has re- 
cently relieved or is relieving cities 
and towns from the care of the in- 
sane, from the care of victims of 
tuberculosis, from the necessity of 
building and maintaining armories 
for the Massachusetts Volunteer 
Militia. Local taxation should be re- 
duced, as these burdens are lifted. 

“It is only a question of time when 
local expenses will be further reduced 
by the adoption of a State police 
force and a State Excise Commission. 
Sooner or later public opinion will 
demand especially that country towns 
must not vote for prohibition as a 
matter of public record and actually 
encourage gambling and the illicit 
sale of liquor, if nothing worse, in 
inns and road houses as a matter of 
private revenue. 

“Sooner or later public opinion will 
demand that in the interests of ef- 
ficiency, not in certain cities and 
towns, but in every city and town 
the police shall be divorced from lo- 
eal politics, and managed from a 
central authority in a uniform sys- 
tem, guaranteeing permanence in of- 
fice, freedom from political influence 
and encouragement to a fearless en- 
forcement of the law. 

“The course of the General Court 
under the pressure of certain com- 
bined local political influences has 
been utterly illogical. It has stead- 
ily relieved cities and towns of one 
burden after another, and as stead- 
ily stripped the Commonwealth of 
one source of revenue after another, 
to the encouragement of extrava- 
gance in local administration by giv- 
ing cities and towns a revenue that 
logically and legitimately belongs to 
the Commonwealth. 


NOTORIOUSLY TRUE. 


“This is in part true in regard to 
the revenue from liquor licenses, It 
is notoriously true as to the corpor- 
ation tax. The corporation is a 
creature of the State; it is controlled 
by the State; expenses publicly in- 
curred on its account are borne by 
the State. Universally, except in 
Massachusetts, the corporation tax— 
which is, after all, an excise tax—is 
given to the State. Here the greater 
part of it, with fine lack of logic, is 
returned to cities and towns, and in 
such an unscientific and inequitable 
manner that comunities least able 
to bear taxation receive little or no 
relief while communities best able 


to bear financial burdens are re- 
lieved largely of local taxation. 
“Under the present inequitable 


system, the city of Boston pays in 
direct State tax $1,500,000, and re- 
ceives back in distribution of reven- 
ue from the corporation tax $980,000. 
The town of Brookline pays $112,000 
in direct taxes, and receives back in 
corporation tax distribution $202,- 
000. 

“The struggling city is mulcted 
half a milion a year, while the rich 
town actually collects for its own 
local expenditure out of the treasury 
of the Commonwealth ninety thou- 
sand a year by the operation of the 
present absurd and illogical system. 

“Lynn pays to Massachusetts sev- 


of corporation tax but forty-two 
thousand dollars. 

“Nahant, however, pays in direct 
State tax but eight thousand dollars, 
and collects from the Commonwealth 
twenty-five thousand dollars. 

“The struggling little hill town of 
Charlemont, with bridges and high- 
ways to maintain for the general use 
of the public on through routes of 
travel, collects but thirty-six dolars 
on the distribution of corporation 
tax, but is forced to contribute five 
hundred dollars—fourteen times 
what it receives—in direct State tax. 

“The rich and prosperous city of 
Springfield, on the contrary, contri- 
butes one hundred and three thou- 
sand dollars in direct State tax, and 
draws out of the State treasury in 
distribution of corporation tax over 
one hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars. 

“The amount thus stripped from 
the State and inequitably distributed 
is just about equal to what we are 
now forced to raise by direct State 
tax. 

“Governor after governor has in- 
curred local unpopularity in favored 
towns and cities by calling atention 
to this gross injustice; but injustice 
it is, and for the third time I ask 
for its correction. Return the corpor- 
ation tax to the State, and lift the di- 
rect State tax from the people.” 


Candidates For 
Commissioner 


Joseph Callahan of Squantum, who 
has been mentioned as a_ possible 
Commissioner of Public Works for 
Quincy, says that he is not now nor 
never has been a candidate for the 
office. He fully realizes the respon- 
sibility of the office, and says he 
would be glad to seek it if it did not 
interfere with his other business. 

A Chelsea official is most promi- 
nently named now for the office. 
While recommended by some, there 
are others who criticise him round- 
ly and say Quincy does not want him. 
The Daily Ledger is making an in- 
vestigation and may have something 
to say on Saturday.

Principal Feature of Inaugural Ad- 


Gress of Governor Guild 

Boston, Jan. 3.—The ceremonies at- 
tending the inauguration of Governor 
Guild for his third term were held at 
ithe state house, and except in the re- 
marks of the governor in his inaugural 
address and the faces of those who 
looked down upon the scene the entire 
proceedings varied little from those of 
| the last thirty years. 

The governor was proclaimed chief 

magistrate by Secretary of the Com- 
‘monwealth Olin with all the fervor 
| which that official could muster, and the 
same was repeated when Eben 8, Dra- 
' per was proclaimed lieutenant gov- 
ernor. 

The inaugural address of Guild was 
listened to by both branches of the leg- 
islature, several hundred business men 

= crowded the area and aisle in 
| 


front of the speaker's desk and by a 
throng of women which completely 
filled the galieriles. The feature of the 
inaugural address was the governor's 
remarks on the railroad situation and 
his suggestion that the two railroad 
systems in Massachusetts should be run 
‘under Massachusetts charters, each 
supplementing the other, with head- 
quarters in Boston and managed sole 
ly for the development of New Eng- 
land. The governor expressed his be- 
lief that New England should recover 
control of its transportation facilities 
and that not merely New England leg- 
islatures, but New England railroads 
may strike at the shackles about New 
England commerce and stimulate New 
Engiand indusdry.

New York, Jan. 5—W. C. Greene, 
| president of the Greene Consol dated

Judge Giegerich, in the supreme court, 
to pay a fine of $250 for contempt of 
court.

A Sunday Law Decision 

New York, Jan. 3.—Magistrate

con views may be given on Sunday 
without violating the city ordinances 
and penal code regulating Sunday 
umusements. The decision is in a test 
case brought by the police against a 
theatre, the point at issue being the use 
of moving picture machines, the lec- 
ture itself being admittedly legal.

Foraker’s Opiaion of Ohio State 
Ceniral Committee 


THE CALL FOR PRIMARIES 


Benator Declares That Conditions 


Imposed Are lilegal, Unnecessary 


and Burdensome--Dick Agrees With 
His Colleague Regarding Call 

Cincinuati, Jan. 4—A flat refusal to 
be bound by the conditions of the call 
made Thursday night at Columbus for 
the Republican state convention, which 
is to name a state ticket and select del- 
egates-at-iarge to the national conven- 
tion, is the conclusion reached by Sena- 
tor Foraker and announced in a state- 
ment given to the press last night. 

Primaries for the selection of dele- 
gates to the convention were provided 
for in the official call issued by the ex- 
ecutive committee by a vote of 14 to 7. 
The method provided is sharply criti- 
ecised by Foraker. The statement in 
part follows: 

“I am not sure that I understand the 
call, although I have read it several 
times. If I do, it is another case of 
asking for bread and getting a stone. 
My idea in requesting primaries was to 
have the election of delegates brought 
home to the people, so that in each 
ward, for instance, we could select our 
4dmmediate representatives. This call 
makes all that impossible. 

“In addition it prescribes require- 
ments not authorized by the statute 
and not within the power of the state 
central committee. Some of the re- 
quirements are in direct conflict with 
the statute. Some of them are very 
burdensome. One, in particular, is the 
requirement that before there can be 
a Taft ticket and Foraker ticket 
there must be a petition signed by 
twenty times the number of the candi- 
dates for and alternates. 
That would mean in this county about 
4000 signers or petitioners. 

“The unreasonableness of the  re- 
quirement that there shall be 4000 peti- 
tioners to authorize a ticket is shown 
not only by the fact that the law makes 
no such requirement, but that in cases 
where the law authorized county and 
city officers to be nominated by peti- 
tion, only 300 names are necessary to 
nominate any county officer and only 
fifty names are necessary to nominate 
any municipal officer. 

“If, in the contemplation of the law, 
fifty signers are enough to authorize 
placing a man’s name on the ticket for 
mayor of Cincinnati or Cleveland, cer- 


delegates 


tainly it is beyond anything contem- 
plated by the law that 4000 signers 


should be necessary to nominate a lot 
of delegates and alternates merely to 
attend the state convention. Such a 
condition is unnecessary as well 
burdensome. It should be enough for 
each party to elect his own ticket and 
then let the people vote their prefer- 
ence. 

“The counties are not bound to fol- 
Yow the order of the state central com- 
mittee, but whether they do so or not 
I am not advised. So far as I am per- 
sonaily concerned, I shall make no ef- 
fert to comply with such uncalled for, 
Mega! and arbitrary conditions.”

No Sign of Mourning at Funeral of 


Professor Seymour 
New Haven, Jan. 4.—The funeral of 
the late Professor Thomas D. Seymour, 
one of the most famous Greek scholars 
in the world, at his home 
was divested of every sign of mourning, 


the family in ordinary attire sitting 
with the friends. Two hymns, one of 


them a favorite of Seymour, 
from printed sheets. 

The ashes of Seymour, 
the crematory in a small 
casket, handsomely polished, were 
borne from the house to a carriage by 
Professors White and Goodwin of 
Harvard, acting as active bearers, and 
placed within the carriage upon a front 
seat. 

At the grave, which was about twelve 
inches square, the casket, covered by a 
single, simple wreath, was placed at 
the edge by the bearers and lowered by 
the son and son-in-law of Seymour, af- 
ter which the interment 
lowed. 

In the services at the house Secre- 
tary Stokes and Professor Ladd of 
Yale officiated, and at the grave Rev. 
James Williamson. Professors from 
many colleges attended the services.

GAS PLANT OPERATION. 


Lucien H. Tyng Compares Public and 
Private Ownership. 

Lucien H. Tyng contributed to the 
August issue of Moody's Magazine a 
strong article on “Private versus Pub- 
lic Operation of Gas Companies,” from 
which we take the following: 

“Making money out of a gas plant is 
not like picking gold eagles out of the 
street, and a franchise to run the gas 
business in a community is no gold 
mine. It may be developed into a 
source of great profit, but only in con- 
junction with capital and business abil- 
ity. especially the latter, 
employed in the particular gus busi- 
ness in question might be securing 
greater returns in some other field. 

“There is no more logic in the belief 
that the surplus earnings of a success- 
ful gas company over a certain per- 
centage on the investment should go 
to the municipality than that a whole- 
sale grocer should refund to his cus- 
tomer all profits over 6 per cent, say, 
on the capitalization of his company. 
The success of the gas company comes 
from the use of proper judgment, en- 
ergy and business methods in the use 
and risk of capital invested, just as in 
any other business. 

“That often the gas business is ap- 
parently a natural monopoly in a given 
community does not disprove the fore- 
going reasoning. The gas companies 
that are making the most money today 
are not those that are taking advan- 
tage of their franchise rights to exact 
high rates. They are the ones who by 
their own effort in educating the peo- 
ple are so increasing the per capita 
consumption of gas as to make a lower 
rate a business possibility and by their

New York, Jan. 6.—It is reported that 
District Attorney Jerome may make the 


attempt to bar the testimony of Mrs. 


Evelyn N. Thaw in the second trial of 
Harry K. Thaw, 
fore Judge Dowling of the 
court. 
was allowed to go before the jury with 
the consent of the district attorney, 
who said the precedent set in the case 
of the state against Wood seemed to 
cover the matter. 

Several prominént criminal lawyers 
have argued the point with Jerome 
since the close of the first hearing, and 
have urged him to oppose this line of 
testimony at the trial about to begin. 
These attorneys declare a vital prin- 
; ciple of law is involved and that it 
should go to the highest courts for de- 
termination. 

Mr. Jerome has given no definite an- 
swer to his fellow members of the bar 
and he may feel impelled to consent 
to another recital of Mrs. Thaw’s 
story to prevent an appearance of in- 
consistency with his course a year ago. 
But the representations made to him 
as to the importance to the community 
at large of testing the legality of such 
testimony have been unusually strong 
and many of his closest friends would 
not be surprised if, when Mrs. Thaw is 
called as a witness, he should contend 
that her testimony was inadmissible. 

Mrs. Thaw was allowed to testify at 
the first trial on the theory that it was 
her story, told to Thaw in Paris, two 
years before their marriage, that drove 
him to temporary insanity. The prose- 
cution was not allowed to test the truth 
or falsity of the recital, the court's rul- 
ing being that, regardless of its truth 
or untruth, the issue was solely what 
effect upon the defendant’s mind it had. 
Jerome offered witnesses who, he de- 
clared, wouid contradict certain of the 
Wife’s statements, but they were not 
allowed to testify. The prosecution's 
only recourse therefore lay ona severe 
cross-exXamination, but even this was 
allowed only by way of generally test- 
ing the credibility of the witnesses. 

The lawyers who have approached 
Jerome on the subject are inclined to 
the opinion that there are vital differ- 
ences between the Thaw case and that 
of Wood, which served as a precedent 
at the trial before Judge Fitzgerald. 
The Wood case was one in which 
Wood's wife told him that her father 
had been guilty of improper relations 
with her before her marriage and had 
but recently sought her again. Wood, 
in the heat of passion, straightway 
emptied the loads in a shotgun into his 
father-in-law, killing him instantly. 
The defense was one of insanity, 
brought on by the awful story of the 
man’s wife. 

But it is pointed out that in the Thaw 
case the shooting did not occur until 
three years after the recital which is 
alleged to have incited the deed. The 
lawyers say that the difference is just 
as vital as that which the law makes 
in various degrees of murder—a homi- 
cide committed in the heat of passion 
being widely distinguished from one 
cold-bloodedly and deliberately planned. 

Mr. Jerome has consistently decl'ned 
to discuss the Thaw case for publica- 
tion. His course as regards the all- 
important testimony of young Mrs. 
Thaw will be watched, however, with 
the keenest interest. If her story is 
deemed adm'‘ssible by Justice Dowling 
it is declared that the cross-examina- 
tion to which she will be subjected will

O. Faulkner, the head of its tie and 
timber department, to investigate the 
statements that had been made about 
timber growing on the Hawaiian Is- 
lands known as ohia wood and which 
is being cut away rapidiy to clear up 
land for sugar plantations. 

“The wood was found by him to an- 
swer so well all the requirements of a 
good and lasting tie that he signed a 
contract with a Hawaiian lumber com- 
tpany for the cutting and delivery at 
San Francisco of 500,000 ohia wood 
ties a year for five years, besides 500 
sets of switch ties for each year for 
the sume period. 

“Mr. Faulkner went also to Japan, 
where he made arrangements to pro- 
cure several millions of ties to be de- 
livered as called for. These will be 
made from an oak which grows abun- 
dantly in that country and which has 
all the qualities which made our white 
oak so valuable for railroad ties. 

“Further providing for contingencies 
in the supply of ties, the Santa Fe has 
purchased several thousands of acres 
of forest land in Australia, the possi- 
bilities of which for furnishing ties 
are said.to be virtually unlimited.”

You will notice from the foregoing statement that the 
city municipal debt outside of the debts authorized by special 
acts amounts to $504,540.00, and that $105,670.00, nearly one- 
fifth of the total debt, falls due this year. 

the amount to be put into the tax levy for 1908 is $31.- 
910.00 above the amount paid in 1907, and with nearly $5,000 
increase in the interest charges also to be levied in 1908 will 
make at least $36.910.00 more to be raised by taxation this 
year than in 1907. Based on the present valuation of the city 
and I do not see any reason to expect any material increase, 
this item of increase of debt and interest will cértainly be the 
means of making a very substantial increase in the tax rate. 
Our tax rate at present is high and to further increase the 
same this year will levy a burden upon our citizens that they 
ought not to be called upon to bear. Such a tax rate in| my 
opinion would not only be burdensome, but a serious draw- 
back to the proper development of our city. 

Would it not be wiser to take advantage of the act of 
the Legislature permitting us to refund a portion of our debt, 
and refund a portion coming due, and have the same extend- 
ed, in order that the coming years may bear their share of 
the burden, especially when so much of the debt is for per- 
manent improvements, such as school buildings and bridges ? 
I recommend that you give this subject your immediate and 
most careful consideration. 


CITY CHARTER. ; ®, 

At the present time the air is full of discussions about 
City Charters, and different forms of municipal government. 

Many of our citizens believe that our Charter should be 
amended, especially that portion thereof dealing with the of- 
fice of Commissioner of Publi¢ Works, claiming that the 
Commissioner’s duties are too many. 

I believe it possible to obtain a more efficient and eeo- 
nomical administration of our public works under one com- 
petent official than could be obtained if each division was 
under a separate official. 

The position should be filled by an experienced man of 
proved executive ability who can properly plan and direct 
the work, leaving petty details to subordinates. 

——— 

The experience of our large corporations, and many of 
the cities, show that the best results are obtained by having 
one responsible head. 

I believe a competent general foreman should be em- 
ployed in the Street Department. whose duty it should be to 
look after the maintenance , repair and care of our highways. 
Foremen with similar authority should be placed at the 
Sewer and Water departments These foremen should 
realize that their continuance in the service of the city 
would depend upon the efficiency of their several depart- 
ments. 

I further believe that the Commissioner of Public Works 
should establish regular office hours. se that any of the 
citizens having oceasion to confer with him would know 


when to find him in his office at City Hall. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Too little attention has been paid the past few years to 
the condition: of ,our sidewalks. 

Money and energy havé been expended toward improv- 
ing the highways for vehicles, many of which are ovned and 
driven by residents of other cities and towns. while a ma- 
jority of our citizens are pedestrians, who with their wives 
and children are foreed to wade through mud and water or 
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stumble over rough uneven surfaces to and from their work, 
stores or schools. 


I believe that money expended for sidewalks tends to in- 
crease the comfort, health and prosperity of our citizens, 
and therefore would recommend that as early as possible you 
make a liberal appropriation for the construction of perma- 
nent sidewalks. 


WATER RATES. 


In the past two years, appropriations have been made 
for the purchase and installation of water meters and some 
progress has been made toward reducing the amount of water 
wasted, but no action has been taken toward adjusting the 
water rates to meet the new conditions. 

Inasmuch as our Metropolitan Water assessment is 
based largely upon the amount of water delivered to us, it 
behoves us to prevent all waste and reduce gur per capita 
consumption of water. 

It is generally admitted that the use of meters will do 
this. Owing to the law passed by the Legislature of 1907, it 
is mandatory upon the city to proceed with the installation 
of water meters. Under this law the city must equip all new 
services and five per cent. annually of the old, with meters. 

I shall, as soon as possible, take up the question of water 
rates and endeavor to devise rates that will be just and fair 
to all classes of consumers, bearing in mind that we must ob- 
tain sufficient revenue to meet the cost of maintenance, 
Metropolitan assessments, interest and maturing bonds. 


SHADE TEES AND WIRES. 


In my opinion, the public shade trees of our city have 
not been receiving the attention they require. These trees 
are being’ unnecessarily mutilated and destroyed by the 
methods employed in stringing wires of the public service 
corporations. I believe that as rapidly as practicable, all 
wires should be placed underground. I recommend that this 
subject receive your early and careful attention. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


During the past year, a commission has been appointed, 
to consider and determine as to the best method of abolish- 
ing the grade crossings at Saville and Water streets. This 
is a matter of great importance to our city and should receive 
our most careful consideration. 


SCHOOLS. 


For some little time past. there seems to have been a 
decided conflict of opinion in regard to the powers of the 
School Committee on the question of new schoolhouses. 

Committees and members of the Council have claimed 
that the School Committee should be willing to approve of 
more than one plan for a building, while the School Commit- 
tee, it is understood, insist that their duty has been fulfilled 
when they approve of one. Many Coucilmen have felt that 
as it is their duty to appropriate the money, it is no more than 
right that they should have a choice of more than one way to 
expend. it. 


The opinion is prevalent that there is now, or will be in 
the future, a hostile feeling developed. This is an unfortu- 
nate condition of affairs. Both Council and the School Com- 
mittee are looking out for the best interests of the city. The 
one desires to get the best building and equipment possible. 
The other is restricted by the present financial condition of 
the city. It is much to be desired that both parties shall give 
and take and that some method for more co-operation should 
be devised, as it is imperative that delays detrimental to the 
best interests of our schools should be avoided, 


NO LICENSE. é 


Our city is to be congratulatéd upon the increase in the 
no-license vote cast at the last Municipal election. 

I trust you will exercise great and discriminating care 
in the matter of granting licenses to express concerns to 
transport intoxicating liquors into Quincy. 

I shall insist upon the laws relating to the sale and trans- 
portation of intoxicating liquor being rigorously and impar- 
tially enforced in all sections of the City. 


OTHER DEPARTMENTS.

CO-OPERATION OF BUSINESS MEN. 


I intend, at an early date, to invite-the business organi- 
zations of the city to select representatives, with whom I may 
confer from time to time during the year on important mat- 
ters affecting the welfare of our city. 


Gentlemen of the City Couneil : 


As we have been elected to office to serve the city for 
the ensuing year, let us do so according to the best of our 
ability. 

Let me suggest that we work in harmony; each striving 
only for that which he believes will be for the best interests 
of all. 

Let us administer the affairs of the city with the same 
fidelity and economy that we would employ in the conduct of 
our own private business, laying aside all personal, political 
and sectional feelings. 

It will be well, not only for us, but for all officials and 
employees of the city at all times to remember that this City 
Hall has been dedicatd by the people to the transaction of 
public business and that here the public must receive, not 
only honest and efficient services, but also fair and courteous 
treatment.

William J. Bryan was the guest 
of honor and other Democratic leaders 
of more or less prominence in national 
and state politics bad places at the 
speakers’ table. 

“The moral element in pending is- 
sues,” was the subject of Bryan's ad- 
dress, which, in part, was as follows: 


“No question is ever settled until the | 


moral element in the question is dis- 
cussed and decided; nothing but a 
moral issue—that is, an issue involving 
justice—stirs the heart. Andrew Jack- 
son addressed himself to the moral na- 
ture and aroused a moval enthusiasm 
that outlived his period. The time is 
ripe for another appeal to conscience, 
and indications point to a greater study 
of public questions from an ethical 
standpoimt. The corrupting influences 
which have Howed from mercenary 
politics have at last excited attention 
and there is a searching of men and of 
measures such as has not been known 
in recent times. 

“The president's popularity is large- 
ly, if not entirely, due to the belief 
among the masses that he wants to do 
what is right and is trying to secure 
justice to those who have been unjust- 
ly dealt with. He has nade many mis- 
takes and great errors, but those mis- 
takes have to a large extent been over- 
fooked by those who believe that his 
heart is right and that he means well. 
This is only an indication of the pub- 
lic attitude. Another indication is to be 
found in the influence of the voters. 

“Not since the war have party lines 
hung so loosely, and this is the natural 
result when the voters become earnest 
in their desire that wrong shall be 
overthrown aud right vindicated. 

“People differ as to the relative im- 
portance of tbe different issues, some 
placing trusts first, some regarding the 
tariff question as paramount and others 
believing the railroad question most 
important. But the fact is they all 
point to the same issue and that those 
who take the people’s side on one of 
these questions are likely to take the 
people’s side on either of the other two. 

“The issue presented in each and all 
of these questions is whether the gov- 
ernment shall be administered in the 
interests of a few favorites or in the 
interest of the whole people—whether 
all the people shall be taxed that a few 
may be enriched.” 

A feature of almost every speech of 
the evening was praise of President 
Roosevelt, who, it was asserted, had 
been carrying out many of the prin- 
ciples of the Democratic platform in 
1896, despite the opposition of his own 
party. 

The address of ex-Governor Thomas 
of Colorado was full of witticism. In 
discussing the demand for an elastic 
currency, he declared in favor of an is- 
sue by the government of $400,000,000 
in greenbacks, to be loaned to the banks 
at 5 percent interest in times of finan- 
cial stringency. This, coupled with 
Bryan's plan of government guarantee 
for bank deposits, he said, would pre- 
vent financial panies in the future. 


From Taft to Foraker 

Sandusky, O., Jan. 7.—Resolutions 
adopted by the Erie county Republi- 
can committee last March, declaring 
for Mr. Taft as Ohio’s candidate for the 
Republican nomination for president, 
were rescinded last night after a stormy 
meeting. The committee deposed Car] 
R. Clark, local Taft leader, as chair- 
man. It was stated that the previous 
Taft resolutions did not represent the 
sentiments of the people, now that 
Senator Foraker is in the presidential 
race. 


To Test Prohibition Law 

Augusta, Ga., Jan. 7—Counsel has 
been employed to make a test case of 
the constitutionality of the state pro- 
hibition law. Thomas Norris was ar- 
rested last night, charged with selling 
bottled liquor. It is stated that Norris 
will plead guilty and the case will be 
appealed to the supreme court of the 
state on the ground that he was exer- 
cising a constitutional right.

San Francisco, Jan. 7—Thomas F. 
Lonergan, one of the supervisors under 
the Schmitz administration who con- 
fessed to taking bribes relative to the 
trolley franchise and the gas and tele- 
phone franchises, died suddenly at his 
home in this city from heart disease. 
Until Lonergan was elected supervisor 
on the Union Labor ticket he drove a 
gie wagon for a local bakery. 


Railroad Men Laid Off 

Albany, Jan. 7.—The New York Cen- 
tral Railroad company has laid off 700 
men in the West Albany shops.

ants Out In Nightclothes 
If, Mass., Jan. 7—Occup#nts of 


two three-story Italian apartment 
Louses on Broad street were driven out 
by fire and smoke carly today, many of 
them haying narrow escapes from suf- 
focation. It was only through the 
Coolness of policemen and firemen who 
entered the apartments and guided the 
occupants out through the smoke-filled 
hallways that loss of life was averted. 

When the fire was discovered a lot of 
inflammable material in the rear of a 
store on the ground floor of 321 Broad 
street was burning. The smoke filled 
the whole building quickly, so that 
when Patrolman King arrived he found 
the occupants in a panic. All of them 
had been from sleep, but 
many, confused by fright, seemed pow- 
erless to leave the building. The pa- 
trolman carried out a dozen women 
and children and _ firemen 
others to safety Some of the occu- 
pants slid by lifelines from the win- 
dows of their rooms to the ground.

Very few of the people stopped to put 
on clothing, so that for a time the 
street in front of the building was filled 
with thinly clad people, many of them 
screaming in their excitement. The 
property loss was small. It is believed 
the fire was of incendiary origin.

Washington, Jan. 7.—On behalf otf 
the Standard Oil company, Attorney 
McKenny of this city filed a petition in 
the supreme court of the United States 
for leave to intervene in the case of the 
Great Northern railroad, involving the 
question whether the first section of the 
Elkins law imposing fines for granting 
or accepting rebates was repealed by 
the Hepburn railroad rate law of the 
last congress. 


Seven Men Drowned 

Laavenworth, Kan., Jan. 7.—As the 
result of the overturning of a skiff con- 
taining nine men near Kikapoo, seven 
men were drowned in the Missouri 
river. The men were employed by the 
Kansas Natural Gas company in con 
structing a pipe line under the river 
and the accident happened when they 
were rowing to the Kansas side, pre 
paratory to returning to their homes.

The terri- 
tory embraced in greater Birmingham 
comprises 41% square miles and the 
estimated population is 125,000.

LEGAL INSANITY PLEA 


The Sole Defense of Harry Thaw 
In H's Second Trial 


THE SELECTION OF JURORS 


Nine Already Chosen, but Seven May 
Go Out on Challenges--Publ.c in- 
terest on ths Wane--Evelyn Thaw 


Proves the Centre of Interest 


New York, Jan. 7.—At the close of 
three court sessious, which marked the 
first day of the second trial of Harry 
K. Thaw for the alleged murder of 
Stanford White, nine tentative jurors 
had been selected out of fifty-seven 
talesmen examined 'by District Attor- 
ney Jerome for the prosecution and 
Martin W. Littleton for the defense. 

All of the men in the jury box are sub- 
ject to peremptory challenges, of which 
each side bas thirty. In view of the 
ditficulty experienced last year in dis- 
charging five jurors after they had taken 
the oath, it was agreed this time not to 
udminister any oaths until each side is 
satistied with the full panef. 

Legal insanity at the time of the 
tragedy Is to be the sole defense. This 
was made clear at the very outset of 
the proceedings, when Littleton  for- 
mally served notice that the former plea 
of not guilty had been amended by the 
specification that the defendant was in- 
sane when the alleged homicide was 
committed. 

The occupants of the jury box at the 
conclusion of last night's session were: 
Charles E. Gremmels, ship broker; 
John R. Hatchett, cigar dealer; George 
RB. Morewood, importer; Floyd 8S, San- 
ford, bank manager: James E. Conway, 
hotel keeper; William E. Brewer, deco- 
rator: Arthur B. Naething, baker; Mau- 
rice Bouvier, exporter; George W. 
Carey, dry goods dealer. 

Of the above men it was generally 
predicted that Gremmels would be 
challenged by the district attorney. He 
declared he had scruples against cap- 
ital punishment, but could lay them 
aside if sworn as a juror. Morewood 
entertains certain op!iuions with regard 
to expert medical testmony and prob- 
ably will go out on challenge from the 
defense. Sanford may also be excused, 
for he admitted having an opinion re- 
garding the truth of certain important 
testimony at the first trial. Conway, 
who said he read he evidence presented 
a year ago without gaining any partic- 
ular opinion from it, may be challenged 
by Jerome. Hatchett and Naething ap- 
pear like fixtures. Bouvier, who has 
slight prejudices against defenses of 
insanity, will probably not be retained 

Three court sessions, including an 
evening sitting from 8 to 10 o'clock, are 
to be held daily until the jury is com- 
pleted. How long this will take neither 
Jerome nor Littleton would hazard a 
Jerome said also that it was im- 
possible for him to reckon on the dura- 
tion of the trial, because much would 
depend upon the course of events. 

The trial opened with little or no 
ceremony and there was distinct evi- 
dence of a slackening in public interest.

Artists who were barred after 
the first few days of the first trial were 
allowed to sketch to their heart's con- 
tent. 

Mrs. Evelyn Thaw was again the 
centre of interest, even to the exclu- 
sion of the defendant himself. She was 
followed by throngs of curious persons 
as she entered and left the courthouse 
for the morning and afternoon sessions. 
She did not attend the night sitting. 

The long hours and the tediousness 
of the examination of the talesmen 
proved intensely fatiguing. Every pos- 
sible convenience is to be provided for 
the jurors, who are to be locked up 
throughout the trial. They are to be 
quartered in one of the fashionable ho- 
tels on upper Broadway and luncheon 
is to be served at an expensive down- 
town restaurant. 

The jury examinations did not de- 
velop such a strong vein of unalterable 
opinion as was anticipated, and many 
of the talesmen were excused on other 
grounds than bias based upon the read- 
ing of extensive reports of the previous 
trial.

Mayor Shea is certainly “up 
against it,” to use an ugly phrase 
to describe the financial situation of 
the city. The maturing municipal 
debt of 1908 is $31,910.00 more than 
in 1907, and ‘ie borrowing capacity 
of the ci‘y is but $63,549.00. It is 
not su-prising at first thought that 
his honor wants to go to the Legis- 
vature for relief. During the last 


days of the administration of 1907 the 


year 1908 was really “soaked.” A 


one-year loan of $9,900 was passed, 
and another one-year loan of $7,150), 
also a loan of $12,750 of which a 


tenth matures in 1908. Thus, last 
week, the maturing debt of 1908 was 
increased over $18,000.00 and about 
$1,000.00 added to the interest .2C0c- 
count of 1908. 

In the financial condition of the 
city some of the street orders should 
not have been included. It is well, 


however, if loans are made that the 


burden shall be felt right 
rather than a few years hence. 
only in this way that the debt may 
be checked. It is time that Quincy 
reduced its debt each year, instead 
of increasing it, yet the debt is jump- 
ing by leaps and bounds. Although 
$73,760.00 of the municipal debt was 
\paid off in 1907, the municipal debt 
was increased $24,290.00. Although 
the total maturing debt of 1907 was 
$136,860.00, the total debt of the city 
increased $31,190.00 in 1907. 

Not only the debt is becoming 
alarming ,but the interest account of 
1908 will be about $100,000.00, equiva- 
“Sent to the assessment of about $4 
per $1,000 on the taxable property 
of the city. 

It will not be possible to 
from the Legislature permission to 
refund the debt and it should not be 
attempted. Neither can the city 
shirk its obligation to pay the $105,- 
670.00 of municipal debt this year. 
It is not easy to retrench but it is 
possible. With a little retrenchment, 
and a big increase in water receipts 
it will be possible to keep the tax as 
low as in 1907. At the same time 
the new municipal debt should be 
kept below $75,000.00 so as to re- 
duce the debt and interest of 1909. 
Quiney must also anticipate a large 
debt for abolition of grade cross- 


ings.

Any proposition to abolish the 
Saville street crossing which pro- 
poses to infringe upon the little 
green plot near City Hall should 
be discouraged.

HEINZE 1S INDICTED 


firand Jury Has Thirty Counts 
Against Copper Magnate 


A VOLUNTARY SURRENDER 


Furn shes $50,000 Bail 
to Charge of 


to Answer 
Over-Certifying 
Checks to Amount of Over $400,- 
000--Echo of Copper Campaign 


New 
federal grand jury for the over-certitica- 
tion of tfteen checks, representing in 
the aggregate over $400,000 aud drawn 
by the firm of Otto Heinze & Co. on the 
Mercantile National bank, I. A. Heinze, 
the copper magnate and former presi- 
dent of the bank, surrendered to United 
States Comissioner Shields and later 
was released in $50,000 bail. He will 
plead to the indictment in the United 
States circuit court. 

Edward Lauterbach, for 
Heinze, says that his client did not ®il- 
fully over-certify the checks, as he had 
drawn a check to the credit of Otto 
Heinze & Co. to the amount of $50v,- 
000, which the bookkeeper of the bank 
possibly failed to enter on the books 
until a day after the certification of the 
checks in question.

The indietment of Heinze by the fed- 
eral grand jury, which has been in- 
vestigating the Mercantile and other 
banks identified with the Heinze and 
Charles W. Morse interests, is the after- 
math of the collapse of the Heinze pool 
in United Copper which brought about 
the suspenson of Gross & 
stock brokers, and subsequently = re- 
sulted in the resignations of IF. A. 


Kleeberg, 


Heinze from the presidency and the re- j 


tirement of the directors of the Mer- 
eantile National bank after an exami- 
nation of the institution had been made 
by the clearing house committee. 
Heinze declared at the time that he had 
been betrayed by his friends in the 
United Copper pool. 

Hetnze had informed quietly 
that indictments charging over-certifi 
cation had been found by the federal! 
grand jury Dec. 2 and that bis appear- 
ance would be required Jan. 7, and 
without awaiting the service of a 
bench warrant, in company with his 
counsel, be appeared before Commis- 
sioner Shields. The proceedings were 
short, Heinze pleaded not guilty and 
bail was furnished immediately 
surety company. 

Heinze then told the newspaper men 
that he did not care to make any state- 
ment and hurried away with his coun- 
sel. 

The indictment, which contains thir- 
ty counts, specifically charges that 
Heinze, while president of the Mercan- 
tile National bank, over-certified fifteen 
checks. Thatis, that he guaranteed by 
the bank signature that the sums indi- 
cated in the checks were beld by the

institution to the credit of the drawer. | 


To over-certify bank paper is under 
the federal statute an offense punish 
able by imprisonment of not less than 
five years and not more than ten years. 

One count is devoted to each of the 
checks involved. It is alleged that 
Heinze knew that Otto Heinze & Co. 
did not have to its credit the sums 
named in the various checks. The six- 
teenth count in the indictment charges 
that Heinze intentionally applied the 
funds of the bank, without the knowl- 
edge of the directorate, to the payments 
of the fifteen cheeks drawn by Otto 
Heinze & Co., and knowing that the 
company did not have on deposit with 
the bank a sum equal to the amount 
named in the certified checks.

United Copper stock slumped and

Renublicans May, Push Finance 
Bill Through Senate 


ITS PROVISIONS MADE PUBLIC 


Provides For Increase of Bank Cr- 
culation--Amounton “‘Other"’ Bonds 
Exceed $250,000,000-- 


May Limit the Currency Issue 


Not to 


Washington, Jan. 8.—Senator Ald- 
rich yesterday introduced in the senate 
the currency bill which for some time 
has been under consideration by Repub- 
lican members of the senate committee 
on finance. At his request the bill was 
read at length in the senate and very 
careful attention was awarded the 
reading. 

“I have asked that the bill be read,” 
said Aldrich, after the reading had been 
completed, “in order that the senate 
Imay at once be informed of its provi 
sions. I have been authorized by the 
committee on finance to say that the 
committee will receive and give careful 
consideration to bills sent to it, having 
the same purposes in view that are 
sought in the bill that has been read. 
And I have to request senators who 
have such bills to present them at as 
early a day as possible.” 

It is understood that all Republican 
members of the committee are in favor 
of the measure except Senator Hans- 
brough, who believes that a central 
bank will best solve the currency ditfi- 
culties. 

tepublican leaders in the senate, as a 
whole, are extremely hopeful of the 
early passage of the Aldrich bill. They 
declare that, while they are anxious 
that it should not be a partisan meas- 
ure, yet, if Democratic opposition 
should be developed to the Republican 
plan, the majority will proceed to put 
the bill through the senate as a party 
measure. Aldrich has been in confer- 
ace with so many of the senate lead- 
ers that his bill has not come to them 
as a surprise. 

It is expected there will be Demo- 
cratic criticism of the Aldrich bill and 
tepublicans declare that they are ready 
to accept any reasonable amendment 
from that sougee that may result in 
making the it as nearly non-partisan 
as possible. : 

The bill will not be considered by the 
committee on finance until next Tues- 
day, Aldrich purposely allowing a week 
to elapse between tbe introduction of 
the bill and its consideration by the 
committee in order to give ample time 
for its consideration. Aldrich said that 
it was his purpose, when the bill was 
reported, to make a statement in ex- 
planation of the measure and of his be 
lief as to what it should accomplish. 

The bill provides for an additional 
issue of bank circulation which shall 
at no time exceed $250,000,000, upon 
bonds other than those issued by the 
government, including state and mu- 
nicipal bonds, in approved cases. The 
comptroller of the currency is. given 
discretion in the issuance of the pro- 
posed currency and is authorized to de- 
cide as to the time and the amount to 
be awarded to any banking institution. 
It is provided that the increased circu- 
lation shall in no case exceed 75 per- 
cent of the value of the bonds deposited. 


Wants Russians In America 

Washington, Jan. 8.—Representative 
Waldo (N. Y.) offered a resolution ask- 
ing the house committee on foreign af- 
fairs to inquire into the “expediency 
of requesting the President of the 
United States to intercede with the 
government of Russia for the liberation 
of the members of the Russian duma 
now in prison or under duress within 
that country, with a tender to them of 
the United States as an asylum and 
providing, if necessary, for their imme- 
diate removal here.” 


Cotton Farmers’ Determination 

Memphis, Jan. 8.—The annual con- 
vention of the Farmers’ Educational 
and Co-operative union met here with 
about 300 delegates present. President 
Barrett of the union, before calling the 
convention to order, said: “One of the 
most important things we hope to ac 
complish is to get 15 cents for cotton, 
and we are going to get it if we have 
to hold it from the market for years.” 


Connecticut’s New Corporations 

Hartford, Jan. 8.—Although the 
volume of capital stock represented by 
the new corporations arganized in Con- 
necticut last year was only about half 
the amount for 1906, the figures greatly 
exceeded the record for most previous 
years. The total amount was $51,512,- 
000,.as compared with $102,265,400 for 
the previous year and $35,270,000 for 
1905.

Best Food For Athletes. 

Some one has been looking up the 
training diet of ancient Greek athletes, 
whose powers of endurance have never 
been equaled. It is discovered that 
the chief items in the athletes’ diet 
were bread, cheese, thin wine and lib- 
eral quantities of the seedless currants, 
which to this day grow nowhere in the 
world outside of Greece. Investigation 
along the same line has led to the dis- 
eovery that Nelson's sailors lived on 
pork, supplemented by a mixture of 
flour and dried currants, which not 
only contain a larger proportion of 
nourishment than any other dried fruit, 
but are also more easily digested 

New Mince Meat Recipe. 

Here is a uew recipe for mince meat, 
which one of London’s 
most famous chefs: Four pounds of 
apples pared, cored and minced, one

Food Vatue of Dried Fruit. 

Sir Francis Henry Laking, King Ed- 
ward's famous physician, has an ar- 
ticle in the Scientific American on “The 
Food Value of Dried Fruits,” in which 
he says: 

“From recent analyses of samples of 
dried currants the fact has been yeri- 
fied that the fruit contains no less than 
73 per cent of sugar in its mest valu- 
able form. This great saccharie pro- 
portion js already in the shape of 
grape sugar, and thus is potential to 
take up its work of producing and 
maintaining energy and vitality. It fs 
what is known as ‘invert’ sugar, a 
composite of dextrose and levulose. It 
assists digestion, it allays nervous ex- 
citement and provides nourishment in 
case of nervous exhaustion. 

“In the dietary of the peasant classes 
of Greece, a people remarkable for 
their hardihood and health, the cur- 
Tant appears at almost every meal, 
while in Germany and Holland cur- 
rant bread is a common article of food. 
Indeed, among the many shapes in 
which the currant may be brought to 
the table a Bread made of, say, thirty 
parts of currants to seventy parts of 
dough is one of the best. 

“For children and those who must of 
necessity adopt a diet currants will 
prove a digestive aid and act as a 
gentle and natural laxative. There- 
fore any accusation against the de- 
licious, economical and valuable little 
fruit must fall to the ground as ab- 
surd.” 


Facts About Currants. 

Greece has an absolute natural mo- 
nopoly of currant production, which 
averages about 160,000 tons a year. 
The seedless grapes, which when dried 
are known as currants, grow nowhere 
else in the world. 

It takes about four pounds of fresh 
grapes to make a pound of dried cur- 
rants. No artificial processes are used 
In curing. The best qualities are dried 
In the shade, all others in the sun. 

The United States consumes 35,000,- 
000 pounds of dried currants a year, 
less than half a pound a head. Great 
Britain’s consumption its three pounds 
per capita and Holland’s six pounds. 

Dietists who have made a study of 
the food value of currants say that 97 
per cent of their weight is soluble in 
Water and that currants contain 75 
Per cent of nutritive value, or more 
than twice as much nourishment as 
, lean beef. 

To safeguard the industry upon 
which the welfare of the whole nation 
depends, owing to the fact that cur- 
rants form 65 per cent of Greece's to- 
| tal production, heavy penalties are im- 
posed upon growers who pick their 
crop before it is ripe or pack it before 
It Is thoroughly dried and cleaned.

Ror Abolition 


Another meeting of the 
relative to the 
crossings was held in the Council 
chamber at City Hall on Wednesday 
evening. It was largely attended, 
and there was considerable discussion 
in which a variety of views were ex- 
pressed. The meeting did not reach 
an agreement on either crossing, and 
an adjournment was taken until 
Thursday evening, Jan. 16. 

A more comprehensive idea of 
the plans’ proposed 
had, as they were thrown upon a 
large screen by a stereopticon. Ex- 
Mayor Thompson presided and in 
opening the meeting stated that the 
two committees had, after much dis- 
cussion, agreed. 

Clarence Burgin, clerk of the 
Saville street committee, then made 
the report for that committee. He 
said that the opinion of the committee 
was for an overhead bridge or 
underground crossing for teams and 
pedestrians. That another station

On the matter of an _ overhead 
bridge at Saville street the vote was 
three in favor and six against. 

On an overhesd bridge zouth of the 
station, the vote was six in 
and one against. 

It was voted to recommend the 
advisability of a new street from 
Irving place to Goffe street connect- 
ing near the junction of Goffe and 
Saville streets. 

The hall was then darkened and 
the plans shown on the screen. The 
first was the railroad plan to close 
Saville street. 

The second was for an overhead 
bridge at Saville street starting 
from near Fountain square and ris- 
ing by an § per cent grade. This 
would necessitate the removal of 
the corner store now ocupied by 
Henry P. Kittredge. 

The third plan which was the com- 
mittees’ plan, was for an overhead 
bridge starting from near City Hall 
and running in a south westerly 
direction at a 10 per cent grade. This 
necessitated the removal of the 
building now occupied by Penniman’s 
stable. It also showed the proposed 
new street to Goffe street from Irv- 
ing ‘place and the extension of the 
latter street to Granite street. Under 
this plan the Granite street bridge 
would be raised two feet. 

G. B. Bates objected. He believed 
that the tracks should be depressed 
starting from a point 500 feet north 
of Presidents bridge, being lowered 
ten feet at the Saville street crossing. 
This would bring the tracks on 4 
level with the sidewalks under the 
Granite street bridge. He would 
then have a new street from Irving 
place that would pass' through 
Sheppard’s coal yard to Granite 
street. 

Henry L. Kincaide asked how this 
would work out with raising the 
tracks at Water street. 

City Engineer Flood replied that 
Water street would have to be 
lowered. 


J. W. Pratt said Water street is 
not what it should be. The street 
should go where the line of travel 
is.

Post Office 
Consolidation 


Editor of the Quincy Ledger: 

Referring to the article in Tues- 
day evening’s Ledger in regard to the 
proposed consolidation of the Quincy 
post office with that of Boston, you 
appear to lose sight of those parts of 
the city which are not adjacent to 
Quincy Square and are not supplied 
with the delivery service which is ac- 
corded the business houses of that 
section. 

In one residential section of Quin- 
cy, with which I am familiar, there 
were five years ago three mail de- 
liveries per day. This was later de- 
creased to two deliveries per day, and 
for the past six months there has 
been probably one-half of the time 
when there has been but one delivery 
per day, the second delivery being ir- 
rgular, and complete only when the 
carrier had a lighter load than usual. 

Before condemning the proposed 
consolidation you might investigate 
the effect which consolidation has had 
on the cities lying to the north of 
Boston, which are probably equal in 
importance to Quincy, but which had 
their post offices consolidated with 
that of Boston.

“It is intended that the issues going 
to industrial sections shall be some- 
what different from the editions going 
to agricultural sections and that the 
editions for the cotton states shall be 
somewhat different from those going 
to the grain states, so that each sec- 
tion of the country may get most in- 
formation upon the subject in which it 
is chiefly concerned. 

“The control of the journal is to be 
vested in a joint committee independ- 
ent of any influence. It is intended 
that during the sessions of congress 
the journal shall be double the size of 
the issues between sessions. The for- 
mer will have sixteen pages, the lat- 
ter eight. Although all details are 
left to the joint committee, it is ex- 
pected that the journal will be issued 
weekly, but it may be semiweekly or 
even appear at shorter intervals if 
found necessary. 

“The present estimates contemplate 
allowing each congressman and sen 
ator to furnish the names of 15,000 
recipients of the journal. There will 
be additional copies, and all told about 
1,500,000 families will receive the jour- 
nal free. The postoffice department 
will handle’ the in blocks, 
through the carriers, thus saving the 
expense of addressing, the postmasters 
and rural carriers keeping lists of the 
recipients.” 

The sum of $75,000 is appropriated 
by the bill for equipment and $275,000 
for the expense of issuing the publica- 
tion. 

It is Mr. Hobson’s idea to have a 
staff of trained newspaper men to han- 
dle the news which is sent in by the 
various departments. Just how the 
bill will be received cannot be hazard- 
ed, but Mr. Hobson has made inquiry 
and finds that most of the department 
officials are in favor of it.

CRUSADE AGAINST TRAMPS. 


Posters to Scare Hoboes Away Carry 
a Terrible Warning. 

The Los Angeles (Cal.) police have 
inaugurated a crusade against the 
tramps who are infesting Los Angeles 
that will make all previous efforts 
Seem insignificant, says the New York 
Herald. Thousands of posters are to. 
be put up along the railway lines be- 
tween Los Angeles and the desert 
warning all hoboes that the police are 
waiting for them and that they will 
be put to work as soon as they arrive 
there. 

The posters are worded as follows: 

“Hoboes, keep moving. Rent is high 
and food is scarce. Taxpayers will not 
support you. Long sentences in the 
chain gang given here. Sixty to nine- 
ty days our specialty.” 

The idea originated witb Marshal 
Anderson of Yuma, Ariz., who found 
the scheme worked successfully. 


Novel Experiment With a Rat. 

In Seattle's fight against the spread 
of the bubonic plague by rats an inter- 
esting experiment was made recently, 
says the New York Tribune. A rodent 
was dyed blue and turned loose to find 
out just how long it could retain its 
liberty and how far it could travel 
without falling into one of the myriad 
of public and private traps set for the 
plague distributers. The particular rat 
selected for the test was caught a week 
after being turned out a mile from the 
point where it was liberated. In one 
week lately 2,025 rats were received 
by the health department, of which 
1,529 were paid for at the rate of 10 
cents each. The total number of rats 
brought In since the plague campaign 
started is 15,831. on

Hamilton, Ont., is one of many cities 
that are learning that manufacturers 
are curiously prone to serve their good 
customers first. It is disappointed be- 
cause of the delay in the delivery of 
the new equipment for its electric light 
plant. All manufacturers know and al- 
low for the fact that city warrants are 
apt to cash themselves slowly and that 
acceptance of supplies machinery 
often depends upon crossing the right

palm with gold. A manufacturer's 
agent told the writer two stories to 
illustrate this. 

In one case after trying for two 


years to collect a bill he was finally 
paid in city warrants. Even then he 
could cash them only by selling them 
to the local political boss at a disceunt 
that more than absorbed the profits. 
In this other case his firm installed 
some expensive machinery in a city 
plant. No sooner had the firm's work- 
men left than the report came that the 
machine was not working properly. 
An expert was sent on to adjust it. 
After this hud been repeated several 
times a man approached the expert 
with the remark: “You've a good ma- 
chinist, but a poor politician. You'll 
hever get an acceptance until you've 
paid the superintendent $100 and the 
chief engineer $50." And he was right. 


LARGE LEAK IN SPIRIT LAKE. 


Light and Heat Plant Shows Material 
Loss on Eight Months’ Operation. 
About fifty citizens attended a meet- 

ing recently held in Spirit Lake, Ia 

to listen to official statements relative 
to the financial condition of the light 
and heating plant, with a view to get 
ting the sentiment of the taxpuyers 
on the suggestion to sell the plant. The 

advisability of issuing bonds to im 

prove the water system was also con- 

sidered. 

Clerk Osborne made a report of the 
receipts and disbursements at the pow- 
er house for the past eight months. A 
material loss in operating the plant 
was shown, which it is evident cannot 
be avoided under municipal ownership 
and present operating conditions. 

A motion that the council be required 
to submit at a special election a propo- 
sition to sell the light and heating 
plant, provided that no bid less than 
the present indebtedness of the plant 
be considered, carried by a four-fifths 
vote. 

The editor of the Beacon states that 
the plant “has always been operated 
at a heavy loss.” 

A Doctor’s Opinion. 

In an address which the president of 
the Central States Waterworks asso- 
ciation declgred to be one of the ablest 
ever delivered before that body Dr. 8. 
L. Jepson of Wheeling, W. Va., said: 

“Politics and water are ‘chemically 
incompatible’ and together cannot pro- 
duce the best water. Municipal own- 
ership of waterworks is apt to run into 
politics, and this means a down grade 
in men and methods, with consequent 
impure administration and impure wa- 
ter as well.” 

Dr. Jepson is entitled to an opinion 
on the subject, for his city is cursed 
with a political waterworks. 


Rejected. 

Some months ago the city council of 
Faribault, Minn., appointed a commit- 
tee to investigate the local lighting 
plant with a view to purchasing it. 
Finding that it was just. about self 
sustaining and that municipal owner- 
ship offered no prospect of any saving 
to the city or private consumers, the 
committee made an adverse report, 
which was unanimously adopted.

“The truth is that our people, so far 
from treating their ex-presidents sim- 
| ply as relics of past honors, seem dis- 
posed not only to bestow upon them 
honor and respect, but to continue them 
in service so far as to interfere seri- 
ously with their untrammeled atten- 
tion to private citizenship and their un- 
restrained resumption of the occupation 
of everyday life. 5 

“There is a sort of vague but none 
the less imperative feeling abroad in 
the land that one who has occupied 
the great office of president holds in 
|trust for his fellow citizens a certain 
| dignity which in his conduct and man- 
| ner of life he is bound to protect 
against loss or deterioration. 

“Obedience to this obligation, which 
ean hardly be avoided, limits the ex- 
| president in his chance of an oceupa- 
; tion of means of livelihood and pre- 
scribes for him only such work as in 
| popular judgment is not undignified, 
jand it also forces a scale of living on 
; his part frequently less in keeping 
j with his financial ability than with 
popular conceptions of ex-presidential 
| propriety. 

“Our national pride should be rudely 
touched when we read concerning 
Thomas Jefferson after his retirement 
from the presidency: ‘By degrees Jef- 
ferson became a poor man and, indeed, 
| Worse than poor, since he was involved 
in pecuniary embarrassments. Before 
matters had reached this stage he had 
sold his library to congress for $23,950." 

“Although he expressed himself as 
desiring nothing from the public treas- 
jury, he accepted pecuniary aid fur- 
|nished by private subscription, with 
| the pathetic statement: 

““T have spent three times as much 
money and given my whole life to my 
countrymen, and now they nobly come 
| forward in the only way they can and 
save an old servant from being turned 
like a dog out of doors.’ 

“John Quincy Adams a short time 
| before he retired from the presidency 
{and in contemplation of that event 
| wrote as follows: 

“The income of my whole private 
estate is less than $6,000 a year, and I 
;}am paying at least $2,000 of that for 
| interest on my debt. Finally upon go- 
ing out of office in one year from this 
time, destitute of all means of acquir- 
ing property, it will only be by the 
sacrifice of that which I now possess 
that I shall be able to support my 
family.’ 

“Whatever omission there may be of 
fair and considerate conduct on tke 
part of our people in their relations 
with their ex-presidents ought to be 
made good by a definite and generous 
provision for all cases alike, based 
upon motives of justice and fairness 
and adequate to the situation. 

“The condition is by no means met 
by the meager and spasmodic relief

questioned when I say that I have!

thought of personal interest or desire | 
for personal advantage. 

“I am not in need of aid from the | 

} public treasury. Lhope and believe that | 
I have provided for myself and those 
dependent upon me a comfortable 
maintenance, within the limits of ac- 
customed prudence and economy, and 
those to whom I owe the highest earth- 
ty duty will not want when I am gone. 

| “These conditions have permitted me 


to treat with the utmost freedom a 
topic which involves no personal con. 
siderations and hes only te do in my 
mind with conditfens that may arise in 
the future, but are not attached to the 
ex-president of today, and I assure you 
that I am actuated only by an ever 
present desire that the fairness and 
sense of justice characteristic of Amer. 
fcanism shall neither fail nor he ob- 
scured.” 

Senator William B. Allison of Lowa, 
chairman of the committee on appro- 
priations, favors action by congress 
looking to the care and support of ex- 
presidents of the United States, says a 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Tribune. In an interview the other 
night he referred to the recent utter- 
ances of former President Grover 
Cleveland on the subjeet and agreed 
with him that some provision should 
be made in this direction. The matter 
deserved consideration at the hands of 
congress, he said, and undoubtedly 
would receive it. In the case of Thom- 
as Jefferson, who died poor, Mr. Alli- 
son said, the government would have 
done well to pay his debts. At present 
Mrs. Garfield is receiving an allow- 
ance from the government, and he said 
that to make provision for ex-presi- 
dents would cause no considerable 
drain on the treasury, as rarely have 
there been two of them alive at the 
same time. 


ASSET CURRENCY. 


How Farmer Connor's “Truck Paper” 
Relieves an Oklahoma Stringency. 
At a place ealled Canadian, not far 

from Muskogee, Okla. there is an 

Irishman named J. P’. Connor, says the 

Wichita Beacon. He is a member of 

the tribe, having married an Indian 

woman. He has lived there at least 
thirty years, and everybody at or near 

Canadian knows him. He has nine 

children, each of whom has 360 acres 

of land. The family has about 3,000 

acres of ground, and as Mr. Connor is 

a fine farmer and has brought up his 

family to be farmers there is enough 

property in sight to inspire confidence 

if the Connor name were not itself a 

tinancial Gibraltar. 

Not long ago in a spirit of Irish hu- 
mor Mr. Connor had a few checks 
printed, to which he sigued his name, 
and one son joined in the note. It 
was for $5. When he offered it he 
found that it was good, and the people 
took it readily. 

Then he went into the business of 
issuing checks, but In a most novel 
form. He made the check payable to 
bearer, but not good if indorsed. The 
Signature was not J. P. Connor, but 
J. P. Connor's farm. The idea was 
that the farm backed the note and not 
the man; hence the clause that an in- 
dorsement would vitiate it by putting 
&@ mere man’s name on an equality 
with the farm. 

Another peculiarity of the check is 
that it is payable in cotton, wheat, 
oats, potatoes, hay, eggs, poultry and, 
in short, anything produced on the 
farm. It is also payable in cashiers’ 
checks or anything that passes for 
money except the currency itself. 

Now these notes are doing the work 
of currency in Canadian and another 
town near there, and every merchant 
in both towns accepts them as freely 
as if they were greenbacks and even 
more readily than bank checks from 
places farther away. 

The Wichita Beacon saw one of these 
notes the other day indorsed by Sen- 
ator Russell, so as to vitiate it, and the 
statements made in this article are 
vouched for by the state senator from 
the Muskogee district.

Young Mrs. Thaw, who has watched 
the selection of the jurors with the 
keenest interest, also declared that she 
Was well satisfied. “They are much 
nicer than the men selected last year,” 
ghe said as court adjourned, and Thaw 
echoed his wife’s sentiments. 

The prisoner and his wife had an 
earnesg five minutes’ talk after the last 
Juror had been sworn and while the 
attorneys were considering the appoint- 
ment of a commission which will be 
sent to Pittsburg to take the testimony 
of Mrs. William Thaw, the defendant's 
mother, who is still too ill to come on 
to New York.

Roosevelt Believes Convention Will 
Make Nomination Unanimous 
Washington, Jan. 11.—President 
Roosevelt is confident that William H. 
Taft will be nominated for president 
first ballot, and that 


the convention will then lose no time in 
making the nomination unanimous. 
The president’s conclusion, which he 
made known to a number of callers, is 
based on information that has come to 
him trom all parts of the country, many 
of his informants heing friends and 
some even agents of opposing candi- 
dates. 

According to the information in the 
possession of the president, Taft will 
set more than 600 votes on the first bal- 
lot. The majority of these will come 
from the west and south, both those 
sections being practically solid for 
the Ohio candidate.

Refcrmed Episcopalian Tells How Re- 
ligious Psychology Differs From 
Christian Science—Prayers For Mind, 
but Medicine Insisted on For Body.

Boston Episcopal clergymen, 
introduced at Chicago by Bishop Sam- 
uel Fallows of the Reformed Episcopal 
churebh with such success that the bish- 
op is swamped with letters asking for 
further information. It is a combina- 
tion of faith cure and medicine—of 
prayer and such drugs as may be need- 
ed. Bishop Fallows, who is instructing a 
large class in Chicago, has written for 
the New York World the following ex- 
planation of it: 

Christian psychology is religious ther- 
apeutics and applied Christianity. It 
is differentiated from Christian Sci- 
ence in several particulars, while it 
includes the law under which every 
cure claimed to have been wrought by 
Christian Science is effected. 

It clearly recognizes the reality of 
the mind and the body and the in- 
separable relation between them. It 
affirms most emphatically the value of 
anatomy, physiology, bacteriology, his- 
tology and the like in the progress of 
the race, as well as that psychology in | 
the treatment of disease has come 
from the increasing light which physi- 
ology throws upon the human frame. 

It maintains that there is a funda- 
mental! distinction between functional 
and organic diseases. The former in- 
clude the various forms of mental and 
nervous disorders which are directly 
amenable to psychical and religious in- 
fluences, The organic include those in 
which important changes have taken 
place in the bodily structure. Among 
these maladies may be named cancer, 
malignant tumors, tuberculosis, diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, smallpox and the 
like. These troubles may require sur- 
gical aid and the application of ma- 
terial remedies. 


But Christian psychology gives all 
the ameliorating, strengthening and 


uplifting aid that can possibly be af- 
forded to she mind or soul in such 
eases. No psychical action can take 
the place of food to build up the phys- 
ical system. But its influence is pro- 
found in aiding all the forces of diges- 
tion. Christian psychology does not 
limit the power of God in healing dis- 
eases when it holds, as in the case of 
food. material remedies must be em- 
ployed for material ills. It is the way 
he has chosen to accomplish his ends. 
Christian differs from 
Christian Science in asserting the ab- 
solute necessity for the work of the 
physician. It is mainly through the 
medical fraternity that the former 
plagues which scourged humanity and 


psychology 


destroyed millions of lives have been 
stamped out. They have saved mil- 
lions of lives and increased their com- 


forts and efficiency by teaching the 
laws of sanitation and hygiene and 
have assuaged human and animal suf- 


fering by the discovery of anaesthetics.

Taking the divorce records of 
this country for the last twelve months 
as a guide, we can hardly believe that 
he has made a brilliant success of it. 

“Left to herself and with no hamper- 
ing conventions to interfere, woman 
would be a most discriminating chooser. 
With all sorts of men to select from, 
she would be in no sort of hurry 


to mate with the first little man that) 


popped the question. 

“Women love physical perfection. 
With her right to select unquestioned, 
the American woman would pick out a 
man of her own physical ideal, woo 
him witb all the varied arts and fas-

out of ten get him. 

“Physically the race would be great- 
ly benefited. There are many thou- 
sands of women in this country who 
have married men just because they 
were asked and who now live the lives 
of housekeeping drudges, bound to the 
so called home only by the stern dic- 
tates of duty.

Expenditures 

Of City in 1907 
$93,385.82 Larger 
Than in 1906 


The Dec. 31, or annual statement 
of City Treasurer Fay issued today 
shows that total expenditures of ths 
city of Quincy during 1907 amounted 
to $1,345,819.50, an increase of $93,- 
$85.82 over 1906, and $261,370.41 over 
five years ago. 

In 1885 the Ledger finds the ex- 
penditures of Quincy under a town 
form of government were but $181,- 
447.09, and in 1889, the first year 
under the city government, they were 
$359,249.12. 

They did not reach half a million 
dollars until 1891, and with the ex- 
ception of 1893 when the water works 
were purchased the city expendi- 
tures were less than a million up to 
1900. Since 1904 the increase has 
been very marked. 

Here is a summary of the yearly 
expenditures compiled by the Daily 
Ledger from the annual reports of 
the City Treasurers:

An item which is assuming large 
proportions in the annual expendi- 
tures is that of interest, the sum of 
$83,053.31 being required against 
$75,127.93 the year before. The in- 
terest requirements of 1907 were: 
$19,799.94 for city debt, $20,134.50 for 
sewer debt, $26,201.50 for water debt, 
$1,360.00 for the park debt, $14,874.87 
on temporary loans, $682.60 on notes 
in anticipation of bond sale, and $2,- 
242.61 on account of 1906. 

About $20,000.00 more were required 
for interest than in 1900. Under the 
town form of government up to 1889 
less than $4,000.00 was annually re- 
quired. The first city government 
created a big debt to build the Wil- 
lard schoolhouse, and the interest 
account has grown rapidly since 
then as will be seen by the summary 
below compiled by the Daily Ledger:

ASSAULT AND BATTERY | 
Charge Against Grocer Suspected of ; 


Causing a Man’s Death 

Milford, Mass., Jan. 13—James C. 
Curley was arrested yesterday at his 
home here upor a warrant charging him 
with assault and battery, thereby caus- 
ing the death of William H. Galvin. 
He was later released on $10,000 
bonds, which were furnished by James 
F. Stratton and Thomas J. Curley, a 
brother. 

Galvin was found in an unconscious 
condition last Thursday night on Wa- 
ter street, near the grocery store con- 
ducted by the Curley Bros. He was 
taken home in a wagon, but his wife, 


believing him to be sleeping, did not 
call a doctor until the next day. Dr. 
Sullivan was then summoned, but 


found Galvin in a dying condition, and 
he died Friday evening. An autopsy 


was held Saturday night by Medical 
Examiner Clarke, who announced that 


death was due to a fractured skull. 
The matter was reported to District 
Attorney Taft, and by his direction a 
warrant for Curley’s arrest was sworn 
out. 

Thomas Curley states that Galvin 
came into the store Thursday night un- 
der the influence of liquor and that his 
brother, James, put him out, but the 
latter claims that he did not use undue 
force. Several witnesses will be sum- 
moned into court who claim to know 
important facts in connection with the 
man’s death. 

Galvin was 50 years old, and was 
formerly employed in the highway de- 
partment, but of late had had no steady 
employment.

WAS NOT JUSTIFIED 


Unnecessary Call For Federal 
Troops at Goldield 


REPORT OF INVESTIGATORS 


Mineowners Laid Pian to Put Re- 
= duced Wage Program Into Effect 
Under Protection of Government 


--President to Withdraw Troops 


Washington, Jan. 13.—President 
Roosevelt has determined to withdraw 
the federal troops from Goldfield, Ne¥., 
shortly after the legislature begins its 
special session tomorrow. This inten- 
tion was made known at the White 
House when the report of the special 
investigating commission was made 
public, tegether with a letter from the 
president to Governor Sparks, dated 
Jan. 4. The president says he shall be 
governed by the recommendations in 
the report unless the governor can 
show thut the statements of the report 
are not in accordance with the facts. 
The report says: 

“The conditions did not support the 
general allegations in the governor's re- 
quest for troops, nor were his specific 
statements established to any such ex- 
tent as to justify his use of these state- 
ments for the purpose of getting fed- 
eral troops.” 

In his letter to Governor Sparks, af- 
ter reviewing the steps so far taken 
in the Goldfield mining trouble, the 
president says in part: 

“I have just received the report of 
these three gentlemen (Murray, Smith 
and Neill) which sets forth in the most 
emphatic language their belief, aftera 
careful investigation on the ground, 
that there was no warrant whatever 
for calling on the president for troops 
and that the troops should not be kept 
indefinitely in Goldfield. 

“The report further states that there 
was no insurrection against the power 
of the state at the time the troops were 
ealled for; that nobody supposed 
there was such an insurrection and that 
none of the conditions described in sec- 
tions 5297-8 of the Revised Statutes as 
warranting interference by the federal 
government existed, and that the effort 
was, and is, plainly an effort by the 
state of Nevada to secure the perform- 
ance by the United States of the or- 
dinary police duties which should be 
performed by Nevada herself.” 

Reviewing the conditions leading up 
to the present strike and since the strike 
began, Nov. 27 last, the report draws 
this conclusion: 

“The action of the mine operators 
warrants the belief that they had deter- 
mined upon a reduction in wages and 
the refusal of employment to members 
of the Western Federation of Miners, 
but that they feared to take this course 
of action unless they had the protection 
of federal troops, and that they aecord- 
ingly laid a plan to secure such troops 
and then put thelr program into effect. 
When the troops arrived, the mine op- 
erators issued a statement in which 
they indicated a reduction in miners’ 
wages from $5 to $4 a day, also their 
intention not to employ miners who be- 
longed to the union,” 

The report adds: “While this cut in 
wages and refusal to employ members 
of the Western Federation of Miners 
was not announced until after the ar- 
rival of the troops, every indication con- 
firms the belief that sueh action was 
in contemplation before the arrival of 
the troops, was part of the general plan 
of the mine operators to establish their 
independence of the union and that the 
coming of the troops was expected and 
urged by them to make such plan feas- 
ible.” 

Conditions at Goldfield, the report as- 
serts, do not justify calling for the 
troops. The great bulk of the testimony 
of the operators tended to show, ac- 
cording to the report, not the existence 
of past or present disorder, but the pos- 
sibility of further disturbance should 
the troops be withdrawn. ‘This view 
was held by the many men of almost 
all classes, but was based on the 
changed conditions since the troops had 
arrived, namely, the declaration of the 
operators reducing wages and refusing 
to employ union men. 

As to the refusal of the opérators to 
employ union men, the report sets forth 
a statute of the state prohibiting such 
discrimination. The commission ex- 
presses itself as satisfied that out of the 
entire membership in the Miners’ union 
there are not over a few hundred men 
of dangerous type, while the great ma- 
jority, probably three-fourths of the 
membership of the union, were con- 
ceded to be men of law-abiding tenden- 
cies. 


Railroad Decreases Working Force 

Boston, Jan. 13.—A considerable re- 
duction in the working force of the 
freight department of the Boston and 
Albany railroad was made yesterday, 
which, combined with the reductions of 
the past week, makes a total decrease 
in the working force of over 700 men. 
The weather and decrease in freight 
business are given as the causes of the 
reduction. 


Mount Royal Leaves Queenstown 

Queenstown, Jan. 13.—The Canadian 
Pacific liner Mount Royal, which put 
into port in a disabled condition on Jan. 
7, left for Liverpool yesterday in tow 
of steamer Manitoba. Steamer Mont- 
rose, to which the Mount Royal's pas- 
sengers had been transferred, sailed 
for St. John on Saturday, 


EPIDEMIC. OF SUICIDE 


Bay State Residents Make Way With 
Themselves In Various Ways 

Boston, Jan. 13.—An unusual num- 
ber of cases of suicide were reported 
in Massachusetts last night, following 
a day marked by stormy and depressing 
Weather conditions. Im Lynn Charles 
E. Payson, a shoemaker, 48 years old, 
died from gas inhalation at his home. 
He had turned on the gas and placed 
a rubber tube connecting with the jet 
in his mouth. Despondency is given 
as the cause. 

William EF. Hayden of Whitman, 80 
years old, was found in a bathtub with 
his throat cut. He had been a sufferer 
from melancholia. Hayden was an au- 
thority on recent Masonic works and 
Was past master of a Masonic !odge in 
Brookfield. where he formerly lived. 

Joseph H. Cruikshanks of Holyoke, 
aged 48, committed suicide by shooting 
In a fit of despondency over ill-health. 
His body wus found in Bigelow street 
in that city with a bullet hole in the 
forehead. 

Richard F. Lewis killed himself with 
a revolver bullet at Fall River. He was 
janitor of a school building. His wife 
surprised him in the basement of their 
home, standing with a revolver in one 
hand and a mirror in the other to assist 
his aim. Before she could prevent him 
he fired the fata! shot. 

Mrs. Emma B. Parker, a widow, aged 
24, employed as a domestic, shot and 
killed herself in a street at Westboro, 
following an interview with a young 
man to whom she was engaged to be 
married. 

The finding of the body of Nestor 
Moki in the yard of a house at Fitch- 
burg is being investigated. Moki was 
19 years old. A scalp wound was dis- 
covered at the back of his head, but it 
could not be determined whether this 
was caused by a fall or a blow froma 
club. 


Great Socialist Demonstration 

Berlin, Jan. 138.—The determination 
of the Socialists to secure direct uni- 
versal suffrage gave rise yesterday to 
a monster popular demonstration, ac- 
companied by disorders in the streets 
of the Prussian capital, in which 40,- 
000 organized Socialists participated, 
while 30,000 sympathizers actively 
joined in the manifestations. Collisions 
between processions of manifestants 
and the police resulted in the injury 
of a considerable number of demon- 
strators, but so far as is known no fa- 
tality occurred. The movement ex- 
tends throughout Prussia, where the 
Socialists are exceptionally numerous. 
Reports received from other cities, 
however, do not indicate that the dem- 
onstrations there were accompanied by 
violence. 


Heavy Snowfall In West 

Chicago, Jan. 13.—Chicago and its 
environs were cut off for several hours 
yesterday from wire communications 
from other points by a snow and wind 
storm, which began before dawn and 
raged without a break all day. Snow 
eontinues to fall. 

Milwaukee, Jan. 13.—A fierce _ bliz- 
zard swooped down on Milwaukee 
early yesterday and continues without 
abatement. Telegraph and telephone 
wires are down in all directions. There 
was a fall of 16 inches of snow up to 


7 o'clock last night. 


Russ an Law Disregarded 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 13.—Although 
more than a month has elapsed since 
the arrest of Nicholas Tschaikovsky, 
representative of the Russian revolu- 
tionists, on Nov. 28, no report of his im- 
prisonment has yet been made to the 
ministry of justice, as required by law. 
It is merely said that Tschuikoysky is 
held by virtue of a special order issued 
by Premier Stolypin. The ministry of 
interior is conducting an _ investiga- 
tion concerning Tschaikovsky’s activity 
in Russia since the October manifesto. 


Death Sentence For Thieves 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 13.—A _ court 
martial has sentenced five persons to 
death and two to the mines for the rob- 
bery of the estate belonging to a monas- 
tery. The robbers secured only a lot 
of rubbish worth a couple of hundred 
roubles. Six death sentences for theft 
at Kieff have been confirmed and at 
Warsaw two thieves were hanged yes- 
terday. At Odessa, Vilna and Moscow 
two death sentences each were con- 
firmed, and at Riga and Echernagoff 
one each, all for theft. 


Canada Loses Noted Citizen 

St. John, Jan. 13—John V. MclIn- 
erny, K. C., a leading St. John barrister 
and widely known as one of the most 
eloquent public speakers in eastern 
Canada, died yesterday of Bright’s dis- 
ease. He was 50 years old and a grad- 
uate of Harvard and Boston university 
law schools. He was twice a member 
of the Canadian parliament. 


Boycott Is Petering Out 

Shanghai, Janu. 13—The movement 
to boycott British goods, which arose 
over the Chinkiang railway loan’ dis- 
pute, points to a collapse, owing to the 
measures taken by the Chinese govern- 
ment. Two arrests have been made of 
prominent Chinese implicated in the 
movement, and others are pending.

‘LURED TO HIS DEATH 


Unsuspicious Victim Beaten to 
Death In a Field 


BODY IS BADLY MUTILATED 


-~—~—— 


Police Think That Woman Was Ring- 
leader in Crime Prompted by 
Jealous'y or Revenge--Three Men 


and a Woman Arrested on Suspicion 


Peabody, Mass., Jan. 15.—Following 
the discovery of the mutilated body,of 
Ludwyck Kubals, a Russian Pole, the 
police took into custody three brothers, 
John, Joseph and Karl Gerry, all Poles, 
and Laura Lemandooyski, who is de- 
scribed as a German Pole. Although 
none of the four who were detained 
could speak English with any degree of 
fluency, the police said the information 
they had been able to gain through an 


in an open field at the rear of the Blg- 
bey farm by two small boys who were 
on the way across the field to a skating 
poud. The medical examiner found 
that the man had been killed by blows 
on the head, and that afterward his 
body had been mutilated atrociously. 
There were many gashes about the ab- 
domen. The body was frozen. 

Kubals was last seen alive on Thurs- 
day evening. The theory of the police 
is that jeulousy or a desire for revenge 
prompted the crime. It is believed that 
on account of Kubals’ relations with a 
woman he was lured to the lonely field 
on Thursday night and struck down. 
There were no signs of a struggle about 
the spot where the body lay. Nearby 
was a heavy hemlock club, 21 inches 
in length and two inches in diameter, 
one end of which was covered witb 
blood and bits of hair. 

It is supposed that Kubals, going un- 
suspectingly with a woman into the 
field, was suddenly struck from behind 
with this weapon and killed, or at least 
rendered unconscious, without having 
an opportunity to offer any resistance. 

That the murderous hatred of his as- 
sailants was not satistied with the blow 
which killed him was disclosed by the 
autopsy. This showed three compound 
fractures of the skull, any one of whth 
might have caused death, while there 
were evidences also that many other 
blows were showered on his head and 
body. The trunk was disfigured with 
knife gashes. One of the fractures of 
the skull was at the bridge of the nose, 
another was over the right eye and a 
third at the back of the head. 

The man ha@ been robbed of his gold 
watch and his money. The police, 
however, do not regard the robbery as 
furnishing the motive for the crime, 
and they are working upon the theory 
that a Woman was connected with the 
case. 

After many of the Polish residents 
had been interviewed through  inter- 
preters the police took the Gerry 
brothers and Laura Lemandoovski into 
custody on suspicion. ‘They all lived 
at 26 Mason street, where Karl Gerry 
and his wife, who is Laura’s sister, run 
a boarding house. Kubals lived at 12 
Sherman street, Danvers. He was em- 
ployed at the Danvers _ bleachery. 
From some of the people who live at 
the Sherman street house the police 

|learned that Jolin Gerry called there 


| ast Thursday night to see Kubals. 


State Officers Neal and Wells, as- 
sisted by the local officers, examined 
about a hundred Poles in this town yes- 
terday. In the search the _ officers 
found a man who said he saw Kubals 
and a girl walking up the lane in the 
field where the body was discovered on 
Thursday night. A little later, the wit- 
ness says, he saw five men follow the 
couple. 

The officers also learned that on 
Thursday night, at about 9:30, Kubals 
returned to his boarding house for his 
watch and money, which amounted to 
about $136. Of this sum $36 belonged 
to a fellow boarder who had given it to 
Kubals to take care of. As Kubals 
went out he said to his friend: “If I 
don’t come back in the morning you can 
find me in the police station in the 
morning.” 

John, Joseph and Karl Gerry and 
Laura Lemandoovski have engaged 
counsel. The police are not entirely 
satisfied as to the cause of the murder. 
They do not believe that robbery alone 
could cause the atrocious mutilation of 
the victim’s body. There is a strong 
suspicion, it is said, that Kubals was 
lured to the field where he met his 
death by a woman and that he was 
then set upon by a party of men and 
killed. 


Brighter Financial Situation 
New York, Jan. 13.—The rapid clear- 
ing up of the banking situation and the 
release of large supplies of credits to 
the money markets were the important 
features of last week’s events in the 
financial world. The statement on Sat- 
urday showing a $6,000,000 surplus has 
spread throughout the money markets 
of the world and has sent supplies back 
into the loan market with something 
like a rush.

Braintree Boy 
Is Drowned 


Master Harold M. Brown, sun of Mr. 
and Mrs. Seth F. Brown of 170 Arnold 
street, Braintree, was accidentally 
drowned in the Monatiquot river, Satur- 
day afternoon at 4.30, while skating. 
He left home about two o'clock to 
exchange a library book at South Brain- 
tree and accompanied by Wallace 
Williams, a neighbor, went down 
River street to the Monatiquot river. 

The west side of the river overtlows 
the meadow and affords good skating 
nearly every winter. Last Saturday the 
ice was firm and glassy, attracting quite 
a number of skaters. 

Harold and Wallace skated to Union 
street, walked to tbe library and back 
to the ice, where they spent a few min- 
utes with the crowd. Then asit was 
getting late they started down the 
meadow for home. 

Coming to a place where the river 
channel was frozen over, in the rear of 
the Penniman school, where several 
boys had crossed during the day, Har- 
old determined to take a short cut 
home. He had nearly passed over the 
channel when the treacherous ice gave 
way and let himin. His frantic cries 
for help brought several to the rescue 
but not in time to save him. He fought 
hard to get out, breaking a large place 
in the ice, and would have been saved if 
his strength had not failed him. 

The river at that place is abouteight 
feet deep, and thecurrent quite swift. 
The sad news spread rapidly and soon 
‘a large number of men were to the 
rescue, 

About eight o’clock James R. Qualey 
secured the body and it was removed 
to his home. 

Harold was born in Braintree in 
December, 1895, and his loss is mourned 
by parents one sister, Mildred and 
neighbors geverally. He was in the

Editor of the Quincy Daily Ledger: 


The Wollaston 
Car Service 


I have read with interest Mr. Wal- 
ter F. Nichols’ letter relative to street 
car conditions which appeared in “last 
evening's Ledger. 

If Mr. Nichols is a regular patron 
of the Dudley street line and makes 
ten or twelve trips each week over 
this line he has sufficient reason for 
desiring that the same be not discon- 
tinued. If, however, as I assume to 
be the case, he is an irregular patron 
of this line, his letter appears to be 
an effort to bolster up a condition for 
which I understand he was in a 
measure responsible, and, as one who 
is using the Old Colony cars regular- 
ly, in another direction, I wish to in- 
vite attention to certain conditions 
which were not improved when the 
Dudley street cars were placed in 
opration. 

There are a considerable number 
of people who settled in Wollaston 
prior to the introduction of the Dud- 
ley street cars who are employed in 
connection with the shipbuilding 
works at Quincy Point to whom the 
car line from Neponset bridge to 
Weymouth Landing appealed as a 
convenient means of transportation 
between the two points in question. 
These people were thoroughly satisfied 
with the service existing at that time 
except as regarded the quality of the 
cars and the unnecessary delays en 
route. Many of the latter have been 
eliminated although no particular im- 
provement in cars has been noticed. 

When the Dudley street line was 
started, these people lost their con- 
venient Car arrangement and were ob- 
liged to use one which involved a wait 
of from ten to fifteen minutes at 
Quincy Square when going toward 
Weymouth Landing, and of twenty- 
five minutes at the same place when 
going in the other direction. Beside 
this inconvenience, the irregularity 
of the cars from Dudley street 
through Wollaston made the use of 
the New Haven trains from Wollas- 
ton to Quincey a frequent occurrence. 

It is within the writer’s knowledge 
that several families have left Wol- 
laston and removed to the vicinity of 
the shipbuilding works, solely be- 
cause of the unsatisfactory car ser- 
vice, and others have located in 
places nearer the works than Wollas- 
ton for the same reason. 

It has been frequently observed by 
the writer, that the Quincy cars when 
at Dudley street have been crowded 
with passengers to such an extent that 
other people desiring to go through 
to Quincy, particularly old and inac- 
tive people, have been unable to get 
on board, thus having to wait a half 
hour or more at Dudley street, while 
if the passengers who did succeed in 
getting on board, one-half to three 
quarters have not ridden beyond Ne- 
ponset bridge and many other passen- 
gers who had gone to Neponset bridge 
on other cars would take the Quincy 
car for the remainder of their journey. 

Thus, it appears that the Dudley 
street service is unsatisfactory for 
the above named conditions, It is no 
greater hardship to wait for a car 
at Neponset bridge, and there is no 
wait at this point on inbound cars, 
than it is at Quincy Square where 
the waiting room facilities are ad- 
mittedly inadequate, or at Dudley 
street where the cars are crowded 
with active patrons to the exclusion 
or inconvenience of those less able to 
move quickly, and, taken as a whole, 
it is believed that the sum of the in- 
dividual waits at Quincy Square, go- 
ing and coming, will exceed those 
at Neponset bridge. The writer hopes 
that the Dudley street lines will be 
discontinued and also that some of 
the worn out short cars which the 
railway company now operates may 
be discontinued with it ,and that the 
service which existed prior to the in- 
troduction of the through cars be re- 
sumed with decent cars to ride in.

At Rio Janeiro 


The battleships Vermont, Rhode 
Island and New Jersey, built at Quin-

noon, A royal welcome awaited the 
fleet which has now covered about 
4,600 miles of its trip to the Pacific. 

A Boston paper prints a dispatch 
from Pernambuco which reports

Edward L. P. Rowe, the chief en-

Thomas W. Lawson, arrived in New 
York on Sunday on the steamship 
St. Paul. Capt. G. W. Dow, the only 
other survivor, is reported by Rowe 
in a serious condition at a farmhouse 
near the scene of the wreck at 
Scilly Islands. 

A bill was introduced into Congress 
Saturday appropriating $100,000 for 
a lightship with a fog signal to be 
placed off Point Judith, R. I. 

Some of the shell plates have ar- 
rived in the yard for the seven new 
submarine boats. 

Captain Frank E. Mackle of the S 
department has joined the ranks of 
the benedicts. 

The president of the Board of In- 
spection and Survey reports from 
Newport News, Va., to the Navy De- 
partment that the trial of the armored 
cruiser North Carolina has been com- 
pleted and she has failed to make 
her contract speed. On her four-hour 
speed trial she made an approximate 
speed of 21.918 knots and developed 
a horse-power of 26.038. Her con- 


tract speed was 22 knots, but her 
time of 21.918 is umcorrected and 
when allowance is made for the 


strength of the tide, etc. it may be 
slightly changed. On the twenty- 
four-hour endurance test she made 
an approximate speed of 20.802. The 
North Carolina was built by the 
Newport News Shipbuilding & Dry 
Dock Company. She is of 14,500 tons 
displacement and is a sister ship to 
the Montana, which is building at the 
same yards. 

At the Pensacola, Fla., navy yard 
there has been another lay off, the 
second within the past two weeks. 
Fifty skilled workmen lost their 
positions a few days ago in the re- 
duction of the working force. Near- 
ly one hundred men who drew large 
salaries have been discharged. 

A successful demonstration of the 
ability of the new Bliss-Leavitt tur- 
bine torpedoes, adopted by the navy 
to perform in water registering only 
two or three degrees above the freez- 
ing point, was given in Narragansett 
Lay recently by Commander Gleaves 
and the other officers at the Newport 
Station. Two torpedoes were fired 
from the torpedo boat Norris while 
she was running at nineteen knots.

AN AWFUL STAMPEDE 


Nearly a Hundred Lives Lost 
'n Theatre Disaster 


THREE SCORE BADLY HURT 


Panic Started by Explosion of Tank 
in Moving Picture Show--Lamps 
Used to Light Buidng Also Ex- 

8 ploded, Throwing Biaz ng Oil Over 


. People and Destroy ng Piayhouse 


Boyertown, Pa., Jun. 14.—A_ catas- 
trophe last night, horrifying in its de 
tails and sickening in its results, swept 
nearly one hundred souls of this bor- 
ough into enternity in almost the twink- 
ling of an eye and injured nearly three 
score, many of them fatally. 

While the Scottish Reformator was 
being produced in Rhoades’ Opera 
house by Mrs. Munroe of Washington, 
a tank used in a moving picture scene 
exploded. Immediately there was a 
wild rush for the exits of the build- 
ing. Men endeavored to still the panic, 
but their voices could not be heard 
above the shrieks and screams of the 
terrified women and children who com- 
Posed the greater part of the audience. 

The blood-curdling cries for help of 
those who were penned within the walls 
of the blazing structure could be heard 
above the roaring, seething flames. It 
seemed as though nearly the entire au- 
dience made a mad rush for the exits 
the moment the explosion occurred. 

In their attempt to quiet the great 
crowd, those persons who were on the 
stage accidentally upset the coal-oil 
lamps used at the footlights. The burn- 
ing oil Scattered in all directions and 
the lamps which were used to light the 
opera house exploded, throwing the 
blazing oil over the terror-stricken peo- 
ple who were fighting frantically to 
gain the exits. In the mad rush a sec- 
tion of the floor gave way, precipitating 
scores of persons to the basement. 

As the floor collapsed the shrieks of 
the helpless persons who were carried 
down were heard for blocks. It was 
scarcely five minutes from the time of 
the explosion of the tank until the en- 
tire heart of the structure seemed a 
roaring furnace. There was a mad 
scramble for the stairs leading from 
the balcony and scores of women and 
children were knocked down and tram- 
pled upon. 

To add to the terrible disaster, the 
fire apparatus became disabled, and 
the structure was left entirely to the 
merey of the seething flames. It is al- 
most certain not a vestige of the bodies 
of the unfortuhates who were  over- 
come by smoke and perished ever will 
be found. Assistance was asked from 
Pottstown, but before the fire  ayspa- 
ratus from that city reached this place 
the entire centre of the structure was 
a roaring furnace. 

Had the women and children heeded 
the warning of the cooler heads in the 
audience the horrible loss of life might 
have been avoided, but there was the 
usual panic and stampede which in- 
variably follow at such a catastrophe. 
The flames spread rapidly and commu- 
nicated to the other parts of the the 
atre. Men, women and children rushed 
for the many exits, and the weaker 
sex and the children were trampled 
and maimed in the mad rush to gain 
the street. 

Assistance was at once asked of both 
Reading and Pottstown and _= special 
trains carrying nurses and doctors were 
rushed to the scene of the disaster. 
Every home within a radius of half a 
dozen blocks of the opera house was 
made a temporary hospital. 

Boyertown is a borough with a popu- 
lation of about 2500 and is located 
about midway between Pott#town and 
Reading. 

The night was one of anguish. The 
shrieks of mothers who rushed to the 
scene as soon as they learned of the 
fire was pitiful. As the night wore on 
the crowds surrounding the building 
grew to such proportions that it was 
almost impossible for the police force, 
which had been augmented by a score 
of men from Pottstown and Reading, to 
keep the people back. One woman 
who said she had lost her entire family 
in the theatre was with difficulty re- 
strained from throwing herself into the 
roaring flames. 

A few minutes after midnight the 
rear wall collapsed. The flames broke 
out anew and those who had vainly 
hoped to’ be able to find the remains of 
some of their loved ones turned in de- 
spair from the scene of the catastrophe 

The fire was under control shortly 
before 1 o'clock this morning, but it will 
be absolutely impossible to attempt to 
search the ruins before this after- 
noon. It is extremely doubtful if the 
remains of the victims can be distin- 
guished from the debris, for many per- 
sons in the audience were covered with 
burning oil as the lamps exploded. 


Trea y Relating to Cz nship

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CATGUT STRINGS. 


The Way They Are Made From the 
Intestines of Sheep. 

Catgut strings, it is well known, are 
made of the iutestines of sheep. Th 
intestines of the full grown animal are 
from forty to fifty feet long. 

The raw material from the stock- 
yards is first thoroughly cleansed of 
fat and fleshy fiber by dull knives ar- 
ranged on a drum turned by a crank. 
The white tough membrane that is 
left is then handed over to the split- 
ter, who dexterously splits the mate- 
rial into even straads by bringing it 
against the blade of a safety razor set

upright in the table before him. The 
strands are then spun together and 
placed on the drying frames. 

An American E violin string re- 


quires six strands, the European four. 
The strands, at one end fastened to an 
upright post, are twisted 
while still damp and pliable by means 
of a spinning wheel. Taken from the 
drying frames, the strings are cut in 
lengths, coiled and boxed in oiled pa- 
per for shipment. To polish the strings 
very fine emery paper laid on a grooved 
aluminium block is used. While the 
strings are still on the drying frame 
the covered bloek is passed over the 
strings, polishing as many at one time 
as there are grooves in the block. It 
can be seen that from the manner in 
which the strands are twisted the ef-

Boston Editor 
At Wollaston 


Tells of Work of 


Newspaper Men 


Shea received at Wollaston 
evening one of the most 
enthusiastic greetings since his elec- 
tion. He was a guest of the Wollas- 
ton Unitarian club at their January 
meeting, and addressed the club. The 
advertised speaker, was 
Robert Lincoln O’Brien, the editor of 
the 
ceedingly interesting. 

The meeting was attended by about 
100 men, all of whom pronounced the 
hot roast beef supper at 6.30 as one of 
the best yet. It was prepared by Vice 
President F. W. Plummer, and will- 
ing assistants, and included 
mashed potato, macaroni, celery, and 
something new in the pie line. 

President F. E, Parlin presided. In 
introducing Mayor Shea he said there 
Was one man in the city whose posi- 
tion he did not envy just now, but he 
seemed comfortable and not worry- 
ing much. 

Mayor Shea was heartily applaud- 
ed. He said he was not prepared to 
speak, but he was glad to come into 
the Wollaston ward and meet such a 
representative men and 
hoped to become better acquainted. 

His Honor reiterated his intention 
to live up to his ante-election “creed” 
to give the city a non-partisan busi- 
ness-like administration. It would be 
his ambition to give the city the best 
administration he could. The condi- 
tions, however, were hard, the finan- 
cial situation being bad. He had al- 
ready found that it was not easy to fill 
the offices. That some whom he con- 
sidered ideal men could not be in- 
duced to accept. If I fail to give the 
city a good administration it will not 
of lack of ambition.

Mr. O’Brien requested that he should 
not be reported, but referred mainly 
to Boston newspaper men. For thir- 
teen years he was a Washington cor- 
respondent and he told of the method 
of work in preparing dispatches and 
letters to the press of the country, the 
principal sources of news, and showed 
a wide acquaintance among Congress- 
men and men of affairs at Washing- 
ton. 

Particularly interesting was the 
White House news. In the restora- 
tion of the White House and the erec- 
tion of an office building, one room 
was reserved for the newspaper men, 
and a number camped there every day. 
President Roosevelt did everything 
possible to help. For example he 
caused to be prepared lists of callers 
each day which are accessible to the 
newspaper men; also the guests of 
the White House, those with whom he 
will dine, etc. The President often 
sends for the newspaper men and out- 
lines polices and plans. Newspaper 
men make it a point to interview call- 
ers at the White House, and often an- 
ticipate their business. Mr. O'Brien 
told of the daily work of President 
Roosevelt. He is flying to and fro re- 
ceiving callers in different rooms. 

The most important place of re- 
porting at Washington, however, was 
the Capitol. He gave three reasons 
why the press gallery of the House 
was usually deserted. First, because 
the Associated Press had a man on 
the floor covering the running report; 
second, because the centre of interest 
is in the Senate; third, because there 
has been a change in the standard of 
news. Readers formerly wanted run-

Judging by the applause which 
greeted these words the mission of the 
distinguished legislator wus fulfilled, 
ut least, as the Civic Forum was 
coucerned 

Professor Milyoukoy is « member of 
the third duma for St. Petersburg and 
leader of the Constitutional Democrats 
of Russia, and at the solicitation of 
the Civic Forum came from his home 
to address it upon the topic “Constitu- 
tional Government for Russia.” 

Professor Milyoukov arrived on the 
Roumania Monday aud intended to sail 
on his return to St. Petersburg to- 
diay. He has delayed his departure one 
day in order that he may accept the 
invitation of Coperessman Parsons of 
New York toa dinner given in his honor 
in Washington ache 

At the meeting iast night there was 
a representative audience numbering

probably 4000 persons. Right. Rev. 
Henry ©. Potter, bishop of New York, 
presided and introduced Milyoukov. 
Among those on the platform were 
many men of national note 

Sketching the progress of repre 
Sentative government as embodied in 


the successive dumas, Milyoukov 
reached the conclusion that a sort of po- 
litical equilibrium: had been attained. 
He questioned, however, whether the 
equilibrium could be considered stable, 
and found feature of 
the situation that the imminent danger 
that the national representation was to 
be abolished entirely was now avoided. 
For the future be saw new troubles, 
With little of early socia! peace. 
He said: 

“If the revolution In Russia has lost 
something of its external dramatic 
character, it is not because the move- 
ment has been obliterated, but because 
it now strikes much deeper root in the 
lower social strata. The real and the 
terrible dramatic sense of the events 
which may still unroll before your eyes 
does not confine itself to the rise and 
fall of certain heroes or great person- 
ages whose fate you may follow with 
interest. And it is not exhausted by 
some appalling statistics of people shot 
or hanged, houses burned, servants of 
the czar blown up or assassinated, con- 
spiracies discovered and the like. 

“The interest of the struggle lies 
much deeper. The social composition 
of the future Russia is now at stake. 
And this explains why the masses, si- 


us the consoling 


hope 


lent and mute as they appear, put all 
their hearts, all their hope, into the is- 
sue of the present movement, and why 
the movement cannot end until, in one 


way or another, 
settled. 

“And what are the forces that try to 
hold it in check? The alliance of the 
two decaying political powers for their 
own self-defense cannot obstruct the 
royal, historical road the nation is fol- 
lowing. The childish explanation of 
the movement, as initiated and fostered 
by a foreign or anti-Russian intrigue, 
carfnot do away with its deeper causes. 

“And the foolish idea that the peas- 
ants of our communes can be changed 
at once into private proprietors can 
only cause new ferment in our villages, 
honeycombed with poverty and famine 
as they are. In short, wherever we 
turn or look, we only meet with new 
trouble to come, nowhere with any 
hope of conciliation and social peace. 

“That, I am afraid, is not the mes- 
sage you expected from me. I would 
be much happier myself if I could an- 
swer your wish for information with 
words of good hope and with the glad 
tidings that quiet and security have re- 
turned to Russia. But I am here to 
tell you the truth. 

“What do I want from you in ex- 
change? I am working here for your 
human sympathy; sympathy with all 
the enormous pain and suffering of the 
poor and downtrodden in my country; 
sympathy with every noble exertion 
which seeks to put an end to all this 
pain and suffering. 

“I do not know of anything so apt to 
elevate one’s sentiment and one’s in- 
telligence to higher spheres of exist- 
ence as that feeling which keeps one in 
touch with her worlds of humanity. 
That is why I was happy to cross the 
ocean in order to address you this even- 
ing, an occasion which I shall never 
forget.”

“LEGAL INSANITY” 


a ‘ 
Jury Hears of Unsoundness of Mind 
In Thaw Family 

New York, Jan. 15.—The attorneys 
for Harry K. Thaw, at his trial'yester- 
day, began relentlessly to build up the 
ease of legal insanity which they have 
interposed in his behalf as a defense 
for the killing of Stanford White. The 
two principal Witnesses of the day were 
Professor Koehler of Winona, Minn., 
who acted as instructor to Thaw in the 
Wooster (O.) university in 1886, and 
Mrs. Amin Gozelle of San Mateo, Cal., 
who attended Thaw, as a trained nurse, 
at Monte Carlo in 1897. They both told 
of Thaw’'s eccentricities and declared 
that his manner always was irrational. 

Dr. Deemar of Kittaning, Pa., one of 
the Thaw family physicians, also was 
heard, as were the attending physicians 
of three iustitutions for the insane 
where members of Thaw’s family, on 
paternal and maternal sides, had been 
confined. 

District Attorney Jerome, by unex- 
pectedly invoking the sacred privi- 
leges of physician and patient, blocked 
much of the testimony as to unsound- 
ness of mind in the Thaw family, but 
the calling of the witnesses and the 
questions they were allowed by the 
court to answer left the desired Impres- 
sion upon the jury. Mr. Jerome ex- 
plained that the law compelled him to 
object to such testimony without an ex- 
press waiver from the patients. Even 
the nurse who attended Thaw was not 
allowed to testify until Thaw personally 
had made a waiver of the confidential 
privileges in open court. 


will Fight White Plague 

Albany, Jan. 15.—Secretary Felks 
of the State Charities Aid association 
opened permanent headuarters in this 
city for the promotion of a campaign 
against tuberculosis in the fifty-seven 
counties outside Greater New" York. 
It is computed that it will take at least 
five years to perfect local organization 
throughout the state and the total cost 
will reach $1,000,000. The movement 
has been made possible by the subscrip- 
tion of a single benefactor, whose name 
is withheld as one of the conditions of 
the gift. 


Black Hand Threatens Police 

Reading, Pa., Jan. 15.—Mayor Gerber 
of this city received a “Black Hand” 
letter in which not only his life but the 
lives of the entire police force of Read- 
ing ure threatened. The note conveys 
the information that the “Black Hand” 
agents will pursue their destructive 
tactics if any harm comes to the two 
Italians under arrest, charged with the 
murder of Sti ite Trooper Kelleher. 


Nothing Personal Against Hannay 
Rome, 


Jun. 15.—Cardinal Gotti, pre- 
fect of the congregation of theropa- 
ganda, in a report to the pope of the 


meeting held Monday, declared that the 
failure to select Rev. Edward J. Hanna 
for the office of coadjutor archbishop 
of San Francisco did not assume any- 
thing of a personal nature against the 
candidate, even in the eyes of those who 
opposed his election. 


Capers Ho! ds Gon nissionership 

Washington, Jan. 15.—In view of the 
announcement by Pearl Wight of New 
Orleans that business interests would 
prevent his acceptance of the commis- 
sionership of internal revenue, in sue- 
cession to John W. Yerkes, John G. 
Capers, who was appointed to be com- 
missioner to serve until Wight had 
reached a decision, will continue perma- 
nently in the office. 


Failed to Pass Test 

Washington, Jan. 15.—On account of 
disabilities incurred in the line of duty, 
Major Francis J. Ives, surgeon, will be 
placed on the retired list of the army, 
to take effect April 22 next, and he has 
been granted leave of absence until 
that date. He was one of the officers 
who failed to take the test ride. 


No Evidence From Vickars 

Dublin, Jan. 15.—The vice regal 
commission which is investigating the 
disappearance from Dublin castle of 
the regalia of the order of St. Patrick 
has renewed its attempts to draw Sir 
Arthur E. Vicars, the custodian of the 
missing jewels, into giving evidence, 
but he declines to do so. 


Italian Stabber Convicted 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Jan. 15.—Vin- 
cenzo Bacoari, an Italian, who has been 
on trial for murder for stabbing to 
death a young man named Ross King 
in this city last November, was last 
night found guilty of manslaughter in 
the first degree. He will be sentenced 
next Thursday.

‘But Guild Sees the Need of 


Revision of the Tariff 


MANY INDUSTRIES HAMPERED 


Sole Leather, Bitum'nous Coal and 
Beef Shou'd Be Ad nitted Free of 
Duty--Tariff Shou d Not Be Treated 
as a Political Question 


New York, Jan. 15.—Governor Guild 
of Massachusetts held the attention of 
the National Shoe and Leather conven- 
tion In session at the Hotel Astor. The 
keynote of his address was sweeping 
revision of the tariff, with the abolition 
of the duty on many imports. 

Coming as the Republican execu- 
tive of a Republican state these senti- 
ments have excited the utmost interest 
and comment. Incidentally Guild au- 
nounced that he is not a candidate for 
any other public office. lu the course 
of his address the governor suid: 

“4 demand will be made after the 
next national election for a special ses- 
sion of congress for the revision of the 
tariff in the interests of common sense, 
rather than of specia! interests. 

“I am a protectionist. I believe that 
policy more than any other one thing 
has built up the industrial domination 
of the United States. I believe that 
policy should be continued, but the 
time has come when illogical and need- 
less duties should cease io hamper 
alike our industries and our people. 

“Wool is a proper subject for protec- 
tion. Sheep are carefully bred to pro- 
duce a certain kind of wool, and the 
sheep that produce the finest wool give 
the poorest mutton. 

“No one ever heard of a farmer rais- 
ing cattle for their hides or breeding cat- 
tle to produce a certain kind of hides. 
The duty on hides helps the big meat 
packers, I understand, to some. ex- 
tent, but it certainly is of no value to 
the cattle-raiser. 

“The American manufacturers of up- 
per leather import their raw material 
free of duty. Common justice demands 
that the American manufacturers of 
sole leather should be able to import 
their material of an exactly similar 
character free of duty. 

“It is not so very long ago that our 
home market was more than sufficient 
to provide for the product of the shoe 
industry. Now the product of the in- 
dustry has far overflowed the possibil- 
ity of the home market. In the fiscal 
year ending June, 1907, we exported 
nearly six million pairs of shoes, valued 
at nearly $11,000,000. It is a serious 
and significant fact that this amount 
has remained stationary with searcely 
any increase since 1904. 

“The hard and fast lines of the pres- 
ent tariff leave no weapon with which 
we may fight a tariff war. We have no 
maximum and minimum schedules. 
We have no concessions that we may 
make on the products of a country that 
is willing In her tariff to make conces- 
sions on ours.” 

Governor Guild advocated free ad- 
mission of bituminous coal and beef, 
and a reduction of the duty on wool. 
He thought that a revision would not 
cause a general upheaval of business. 
In conclusion he said: 

“That I may not be misunderstood let 
me say that I am not a candidate for 
any further public office. I am simply 
a business man, who happens at this 
time to be the governor of a New Eng- 
land commonwealth. The tariff should 
not be treated as a political question, 
but as a business question. It should 
not be treated as a local question, but 
as a national question. 

“The test to which every proposed 
duty should be subjected is not ‘Is such 
a duty demanded? but ‘Is such a duty 
needed?’ <A duty should not be applied 
as a bounty to some small locality on 
account of its political influence, but 
ondy as a benefit to the country as a 
whole and for the good of all its peo- 
ple.” 


Fears For Missing Steamer 

Bellingham, Wash., Jan. 15.—The 
gasolene passenger steamer Island 
Flyer left Bellingham Monday for Ana- 
cortes, twenty-five miles up the sound, 
with twelve passengers aboard. She 
has not been heard from since and it is 
feared she has gone down with all on 
board. Ordinarily she makes the run 
in two and a half hours. 


Jackies Got Into Trouble 

Washington, Jan. 15.— Admiral 
Evans reported to the navy department 
that a slight disturbance occurred Mon- 
day night on shore at Rio de Janeiro, 
involving a number of shore liberty 
men. Four petty officers were slightly 
injured. The commander-in-chlef re- 
ports that the men have been received 
with great cordiality. 


Receiver For Wrecked Bank 

San Francisco, Jan. 15.—Judge Cof- 
fey of the superior court made an order 
appointing Edward J. Le Breton re 
ceiver for the California Safe Deposit 
and Trust company and fixing his 
bond at $1,000,000. Le Breton, who is a 
capitalist, was the choice of the stock- 
holders of the wrecked bank for the po- 
sition of receiver. 


Outbreak of Yellow Jack 
Havana, Jan. 15.—Health officials, 
having discovered a suspected case of 
yellow fever in the business section of 
Santiago, have ordered the disinfection 
of all the houses and stores in the dis- 
trict.

CURIOSITY OF A PERFORMER 


— 


Caused Accident Which Speedily 


D_veloped a Panic In Theatre-- 
Fire Enveloped Crowd Which Vainly 
Strove to Escape Through Narrow 
Doorway--Mourning Is Universal 
Boyertown, Pa., Jan. 15.—The offi- 

cial roll of victims taken from the 

ruins of the Rhoades Opera house, 
where Monday night’s holacaust 


oc- 
curred, numbers 167. Whether any 
more bodies are buried beneath the 


rulus cannot be positively stated, but it 
is the belief of those who had charge 
of the gruesome work that all of the 
dead have been removed, and that the 
total list of victims will not go above 
170. The ratio of women and girls to 
nen and boys is about nine to one. 


The inhabitants of the little borough | 


in the Berks county hills are steeped 
in grief. The calamity, terrible when 
it is reallzed that the place has a popu- 
lation of but 2500, has paralyzed the 


town and the people are going about} 


dazed. It is safe to say that every- 
body in the place either lost one or more 
relatives, or was intimately acquainted 
with those who died in the fire. In sev- 
eral cases whole families were wiped 
our 

It was almost daylight before the 
flames were extinguished and rescuers 
were able to enter the ruins to remove 
the dead. The bodies are badly 
burned, however, that there is little to 
describe them by, and it is safe to say 
that not half the victims will ever be 
identified. 

The Rhoades Opera house was lo 
cated on the second floor of a three- 
story brick building. The first floor 
was occupied by a national bank and 
several stores, and the third floor was 
used for lodge rooms. The enterta!n- 
ment hall was about 50 feet wide and 


sO 


75 feet long. It had no gallery. There 
wus a stuirwuy at the front of the 


building and a narrow exit in the rear 
of the stage. Fire escapes were built 
on both sides and on the front of the 
building. 

So far as can be learned there were 
about 425 persons packed in the room, 
most of Whom were adults. The num- 
ber of children present was compara- 
tively small. There were about sixty- 
seven persons, all local talent, on the 
stage, who were giving a performance 
of the Scottish Reformation. The en- 
tertainment was nearly over, the audi- 
ence walting for the curtain to go up 
on the last part, when something went 
wrong with the calcium light apparatus 
that was perched on a small platform 
near the front entrance of the building 
and at the back of the audience. 

The light was in charge of H. W 
Fischer and he says a rubber tube 
slipped from one of the tanks. At any 
rate, there was a loud hissing sound, 
which caused many in the audience to 
turn their heads in curiosity 
what It was. 

There was absolutely no panic up to 
this time, and nothing probably would 
have happened if one or more of the 
performers behind the curtain had not 
been curious to learn what was causing 
the noise. Hearing the hissing sound 
and the slight commotion in the audi- 
ence, one of the performers raised the 
curtain from the floor. In front of the 
curtain and serving as footlights was a 
tin tank perhaps eight feet long, three 
{uches wide and three inches high. It 
contained coaloll and about ten lights. 
In raising the curtain the performer 
accidentally turned this tank over and 
it fell to the floor within a few inches 
of those persons in the front row. 

Rey. Adam A. Weber, pastor of St. 
John’s Lutheran church, for the benefit 
of whose Sunday schoo! the entertain- 
ment was being given, tried to pick up 
the tank, with the assistance of others, 
but before they could do so the oil 
flowed out and canght fire. 

Then came the Inevitable cry of “fire” 
and what followed would be impossible, 
accurately, to tell. Every eye-witness 
says that the audience rose en masse 
and the one impulse was to reach the 
front door. All attempted it, but few 
got out. The seats in the centre of the 
hall were of the usual! folding variety, 
screwed to the floor, while those along 
the sides of the hall were loose chairs, 
In the scramble to get out many per- 
sons fell over the chairs and were never 
able to regain ther feet. 

Those who did reach the front en- 
trance found it jammed with people 
who were fighting and shrieking to get

bolted shut, the better to enable the 
ticket-taker to take up tickets. Not 
more than two persons could pass this 
door at one time and after the first 
half dozen got through the narrow pas. 
sage it became clogged with the strug- 
giing mass of humanity. Men, women, 
boys, girls and chairs were tangled up 
in a solid mass that no one from the 
outside was able to disentangle. 

In the meantime some one discov- 
ered that there were escapes on each 
side of the building, and’dozens made 
their exit by those avenues of escape 
and gave the alarm. The fire bell was 
rung and the whole town was aroused 
and went to the rescue.

Then came the declaration 
of ten of the men who sut on the cor- 
oner’s jury during the inquiry into 
Stanford White’s death, all of whom de- 
clared that the defendant the day fol 
Jowing the shooting acted irrationally 
His manner and appearance were such 
as to cause the inquest jury to discuss 
his state of mind after their format 
verdict had been rendered.

The wit- 
ness declared he was not supposed to 
know what Thaw, Gates, Schwab and 
the others played for, but he was sure 
nothing but water ever was 
served at the tables 

The telephone operator told of Thaw 
putting in seventy-five calls one morn 
ing at the Grand hotel and then forget- 
ting all about them. ‘The butler told 
many details of Thaw’s life at home in 
1903 and was still under examination 
when adjournment was taken. 

The separate incidents of alleged ir- 
rational conduct on the part of the de- 
fendant was being put in evidence by 
Mr. Littleton as the foundation of the 
expert testimony that is to come. He 
also hopes to accumulate such a mass 
of testimony as to Thaw’s erratic con 
duct as to make it impossible for the 
district attorney to fulfill the task the 
law places upon him of proving Thaw 
sane “beyond every reasonable doubt.” 

Criminal lawyers of prominence who 
are following the case outlined by the 
defense and who are taking into con- 
sideration the fact that a specific plea 
of insanity has been entered this year, 
declare that acquittal under the cir- 
cumstances can come only with the 
added clause “on account of the insan- 
ity of the defendant at the time the act 
was committed.” 

This, it is declared, would compel the 
presiding judge to commit Thaw to 
Matteawan asylum, from whence a 
fight to prove his present sanity and 
thus gain freedom would have to be 
conducted through habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings.

MAJORITY HEADLESS 


Identification of Many Fire Vic- 
tims Will Be Impossible 


BOYERTOWN’S DEAD NOW 170 


Heartrending Scenes In Morgue--Gas 
Fumes From Tank Used in Show 
May Have Been the Indirect Cause 


of the Great Catastrophe 


Boyertown, Pa., Jan. 16.—Bearing 
up bravely under the awful blow which 
it received in the destruction of 
Rhoades’ Opera house by fire on Mon- 
day, this thriving little borough has 
come to a full realization of the fact 
that one--fifteenth of its population was 
Wiped out of existence by the holocaust. 

The figures compiled by Coroner 
Strasser show that there are 170 dead 
as a result of the fire. Of the bodies, 
or remains, that lie in the four impro- 
vised morgues, 115 have been officially 
or partially identitied by relatives or 
friends. 

The public school is also being used 
as a charnel house. Here the bodies 
were laid out in rows. Each pit of 
jewelry or fragment of clothing picked 
up in the blackened ruins was’ tagged, 
as were the charred and blackened 
bodies or such portions of them as re- 
mains, and all in search of missing 
loved ones were permitted to 
through the gruesome rows to 
identifications. Few of the bodies 
could be recognized by the features 
alone, as in most cases the upper por- 
tion of the corpses or 
burned to a crisp. 

A detail of state police held the anx- 
ious crowds in check around the school- 
house morgue and those seeking miss 
ing relatives and frievwds were com 
pelled to pass in to view the bodies in 
order. The scenes were heart-rending. 
Children of tender years were, in some 
cases, called to make the identification 
of parents who went to an untimely 
death in the fire panic, and again feeble 
men and women were racked with 
anguish as they came upon some dis- 
torted body in which they recognized 
the form of a lost son or daughter. 

Before any of the bodies were re- 
moved from the morgue Coroner Stras- 
ser empanelled a jury to view the re- 
mains and the scene of the devastating 
fire and to sit at the inquest. After the 
jury had been sworn in they made an 
inspection of the ruins and went 
through the morgues. No date has 
been fixed for the inquest. 

There were fifty-five undertakers or 
their representatives in the town yes- 
terday and there was plenty for them 
to do, as all were called upon to assist 
in preparing the remains for inspec- 
tion and identification. Strasser says 
that not more than twenty-five of the 
entire number of bodies removed from 
the fire have heads. There are several 
trunks that probably will never be iden- 
tified. 

Building Inspector Heckman of 
Reading, who made an inspection of the 
opera house which was destroyed, said 
last night: “In my opinion the people 
in the hall were overcome by the fumes 
from the tank used in connection with 
the tableaux lights and simply could not 
help themselves. A man told me that 
he reached in the doorway to assist a 
woman from the building and that he 
was nearly overcome by gas. He was 
not in the hall when the fire started.” 

A committee has been appointed to 
make a canvass of the borough and ar- | 
range for the proper burial of the dead. 
A call has also been issued for volun- 
teers to help dig the graves necessary

Hungry and Penniless Ten Years 


Ago, He Is Now Believed to Be a 
Millionaire--Went to Europe In July 


and Has Failed to Return 


Boston, Jan. 17.—Through the failure 
of George L. Richards to return from 
Europe, whence he departed last July 
on permission of the courts, and the 
dissatisfaction of many investors in a 
humber of Richards companies, pro- 
moted on the lines of the “get-rich- 
quick” Francis W. Hunne- 
well was appointed receiver by Judge 
Lowell in the United circuit 
court for the George Livingston Rich 
ards company and the Agnew Auto- 
Mailing Machine company. Today, ac- 
cording to Attorney Cavanaugh, who 
represents a number of investors, a re- 
ceiver will be asked for the Richards 
Publishing company, limited.

Richards, from the time he came here 
without a dollar ten years ago, not 
having tasted food for three days, has 
had a meteroic career, and is now be- 
lieved to be a millionaire. He built a 
magnificent residence in Brookline out 
of his companies and attracted atten 
tion all over the country for his reputed 
$500,000 stable of tine racing horses. 

He attracted small investors from all 
parts of the country and started enter- 
prise after enterprise, the golden tide 
constantly flowing in as new proposi- 
tions were launched. Lesser legal dif- 
ficulties from compiaining stockholders, 
Who claimed they had been promised 
1000) percent returns, were met and 
overcome, and the industries evidently 
did a thriving business. 

The Brown Book was the first publi- 
eation which brought Richards’ name 
prominently before the people of the 
country, the magazine having a claimed 
circulation of over half a million. It 
Was used to advance the interests of 
later companies promoted by Richards. 
In turn appeared the Bernard Richards 
company, the Richards Publishing 
company, limited, the Richards Syndi- 
cate, the George Livingston Richards 
company, the Agnew Auto-Mailing Ma- 
chine company and the Automatic Ad- 
dressing company. The magazine 
Modern Woinen succeeded the Brown 
Book and also reached a wide circula- 
tion, being used, like its precursor, to a 
considerable extent to advertise new 
ichards propositions. 

More than a year ago, it is stated, 


Richards was arrested at the instiga- 
tion of a dissatisfied investor and was 
obliged to give $4000 bonds, the Iitiga- 
tion still pending. As a result, when 
Richards wished to go abroad early in 
1907. he had to get permission of the 
court and give additional bonds. He 
returned, and again on July 9, "1907, 
sought permission to go abroad, osten- 
sibly to attend to financial interests in 
London and on the continent 
not return. 

The appointment of a receiver yester- 
day was the result of a petition brought 
by John A. Goodwin of Richmond, who 
invested S700 in the George Livingston 
Richards company and $200 in the Ag- 
new <Auto-Mailing Machine company.

Rio de Janeiro, Jan. 18.—The Amer- 
fean battleship fleet was joined in the 


harbor by the torpedo boat flotilla, 


numbering six 
from Pernambuco and anchored near 
the sixteen big battleships yesterday 
afternoon. ‘The flotitla left Pernam- 
buco Jan. 13 and met with good weather 
on the voyage to this port. 

Lieutenant Commander Cone reports 
that the health of the men of the flotilla 
4s generally good, though there are 
some cases of malaria among them. 
The vessels under his command will sail 
for Buenos Ayres as soon as Coaling is 
finished, which will probably be on 
Jan. 21. 

The reception and garden party ten- 
dered the officers of the American fleet 


by the naval club took place at the 
Botanical gardens amidst most pic- 
turesque surroundings and proved a 


magnificent success. 
the setting of tropical plants there were 
special decorations of a most elaborate 
and beautiful character. 

More than three thousand persons 
were in attendance, including members 
of the highest Brazilian society. 
guests were transported to the gardens 
$n fifty special electric tram cars and 
Were everywhere greeted en route with 
enthusiastic cheers from the crowds 
that lined the streets. All the Amer- 
jeans Wore bouttonaires of the Brazilian 
and American colors in the form of 
small bows, while the Brazilian officers 
wore miniature American flags as bou- 
tonnaires. 

The Botanical gardens presented a 
magnificent sight. Along the walks 
end on the borders of the lakes were 
buffets where refreshments were 
served. There was dancing upon the 
Jawn to the music of a large orchestra 
until late in the evening. 


The scene in the harbor is a most 
striking and picturesque one. Never 


before were there so many warships 
anchored in this port at onetime. Be- 
sides the sixteen American battleships, 
there were the fleet of Brazilian war- 
ships, the German cruiser Bremen and 
finally the six American torpedo boat 
destroyers to swell the great fleet. 
Scores of small boats run to and fro 
between the warships and the shore, 
carrying thousands of the men who 
have been granted leave, while the of- 
ficers are still being feted by the gov- 
ernment, the city and the people of Rio 
Janeiro. Nothing has occurred to break 


the absolute peacefulness of the scene | 


tm the harbor and the enjoyment of the 
time ashore. 

A considerable surprise and not a lit- 
tle amusement was aroused among the 
officers of the battleship fleet and 
among the people of Rio Janeiro over 
numerous inquiries cabled here from 
the United States for information re- 
garding a reported disaster to the bat- 
tleship Connecticut, Admiral Evans’ 
flagship. 

At first the inquiries were mystify- 
ing to those to whom they were ad- 
dressed. The rumor of a mishap to the 
Connecticut did not originate here and 
at the time frenzied inquiries were be- 
ing telegraphed from the United States 
all the ships of the fleet were lying 
peacefully in the harbor in plain view 
from the shore. 

Finally it became clear that the ru- 
mor of an accident originated in the 
United States and, having been widely

River and Harbor 
Improvements

of Representatives yesterday after- 
noon a petition from William Hoag 
and Allan M. Davis with a resolve 
saying that “the conditions set forth 
in the act of Congress known as the 
river and harbor act, approved 
March 2, 1907, which requires that 
no part of the sum appropriated by 


Congress by said act shall be ex- 
pended until the secretary of war 
shall have received satisfactory as- 


surance that the improvement of a 
certain portion of ‘the Neponset 
river which lies above the improve- 
ment provided for the said act 
of Congress shall hereafter be main- 
tained by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts or other agency with- 
out expense to the government of 
the United States, are hereby accept- 
ed and the said conditions shall, be 
performed by the commonwealth in 
accordance with the terms of the 
act of Congress aforesaid.” 

Mr. Curtiss of Hingham put in the 
petition of Walter W. Hersey and 
others with saying that, 
“the Board of Harbor and Land 
Commissioners is hereby permitted 
to dredge an anchorage basin at the 
head of Hingham harbor to a depth 
of six feet at mean water and 
the sum of $10,000 is hereby approp- 
riated to be paid out of the treasury 
of the commonwealth from the ordi- 
nary revenue for this purpose.”

Justice Dowling said on Iriday that 
he would hear further suggestion from 


counsel today provided, of course, there 
was general consent to closing the 
doors, a thing never before done in this 


jurisdiction in a murder trial. Martin 
W. Littleton, Thaw’s chief counsel, 
who partly concurred in the district at- 
torney’s motion when it was first made, 
has decided to withdraw that concur- 
rence and to leave the matter entirely 
in the discretion of the court. 

Under these circumstances it is said 
that Dowling will not attempt to keep 
the proceedings secret, but he may co- 
operate with the attorneys in an en- 
deavor to keep the general public out 
of the courtroom during the young wo- 
man’s examination the witness 
stand.

non-concurrence of the defense 
in the plan for a closed hearing is said 
to be due to Thaw himself, who 
lieves that he sees behind Jerome’s mo 
tion a motive other than the public 
morals on which he based it in his re- 
marks to the court. Thaw 
that behind closed doors the prosecu 
tor would go even further in his cross- 
examination of his wife than he did 
at the first trial, when with pitiless per- 
sistence he drew from her many details 
which were omitted in the direct evi- 
dence—details which did not reach the 
public through any newspaper. ‘ 

Mr. Jerome based his cross examina- 
tion last year on the ground of testing 
the creditability of the witness, and un- 
der the rulings of Justice Fitzgerald 
this greatly widened the character of 
the questions. Dowling is inclined, 
however, to cut down both direct and 
cross examinations to the material 
facts, and it is generally believed that 
neither Littleton nor Jerome will put 
the defendant's wife through the same 
severe ordeal as last year. 

When young Mrs. Thaw has finished 
her testimony and has been put through 
the cross examination, the elder Mrs. 
Thaw will finish her evidence. This 
will leave but three or four regular wit- 
nesses to be heard before the six in- 
sanity experts retained by the defense 
are put upon the stand to answer a 
hypothetical question covering all of 
the testimony. The trial will be 
pushed with all possible haste to an 
early conclusion.

Ice dealers 
to the north of the city are fairly confi- 
dent of harvesting an ordinary sup- 
ply, but to the south the conditions at 
the present time are far from being 
satisfactory. Last year at this time 
the icehouses were full and the com- 
panies were laying in an extra supply. 


Terrible Work of Greeks 

Sofia, Jan. 20.—While a festival was 
in progress at Dragosh, Macedonia, and 
the villagers were dancing upon the 
lawns in the public park, a large band 
of Greeks suddenly swooped down up- 
on them and, after driving them into 
their houses, set fire to the buildings 
and burned them to death. The vic- 
tims included women and children, and 
numbered, it is said, between 25 and 45.

LIFE PRISONER KILLED 


Murderously Assaulted by Fellow 
inmate of Insane Department 

Thomaston, Me., Jan. 20.—Edward 
M. Smith, known as “Bucksport’ 
Bmith, aged 70 years, a life prisoner in 
the state prison here, was murderously 
assaulted and killed yesterday by 
Neale D. Brooks, aged 23 years. Smith 
lived for tive hours after being as- 
saulted. 

Both men were inmates of the insane 
department and after the killing Brooks 
declared that it had been his intent to 
kill five or six others. The assault oc- 
curred at 7:30 o'clock, while the men 
were filiug @ack up the stairs from the 
bathrooms, where they had been clean- 
ing up. Brooks had secured an iron 
bar from one of the bedsteads. When 
he had reached a turn of the stairs, 
where he was momentarily out of sight 
of the keepers, Le suddenly drew out 
the bar and clubbed Smith, who walked 
in front of him, over the head. Smith 
dropped in his tracks and several blows 


were rained upon his head by the in- 
sane youth. The man’s skull was frac- 
tured. 


Smith’s home was in Bucksport and 
he was sentenced to state prison for 
life on April 19, 1878, having been con- 


victed on the charge of murder. While 
detailed in the insane departinent he 
had never given any special trouble 


and was known us a trusty in that de- 
partment. 

srooks’ home was in Gray and he 
Was sentenced on Jan. 28S, 1fM#M, to serve 
twenty for committing rape. 
About one year ago he was ordered in 
to the insane department for observa- 
tion, but had not actually com- 
mitted. Twice while in the insane 
ward he had tried to commit suicide, 
and he had to be constantly watched

Said to Aim at Destruction of 
United States Battleships 


CHIEF CONSPIRATOR KNOWN 


Brazilian Police Became Aware of 
Plans and Plotters Fled to Interior 
--Washington Not Inclined to Piace 
Much Credence In the Story 


Rio Janeiro, Jan. 20.—The Brazilian 
police have discovered an anarchistic 
plot here, having as its object the de- 
struction of part of the American fleet 
now lying in the harbor. ‘The

An individual named Jean Fedher, 
who resided in Petropolis, was the chief 
conspirator here, although it is under 
stood that foreign anarchists are deep 
ly involved in the plot. Fedher is be- 
lieved to have fled to Sao Paulo and 
the police, who know him, have been 
sent to that place to apprehend him. 

One of the detectives who was well 
acquainted with Fedher, having served 
on the police force at Petropolis for 
some time, returned from that place 
yesterday after having made investiga- 
tions there and bad a long conference 
with the chief of police at Rio Janeiro. 
The latter let it be understood later 
that the Sao Paulo police are on the 
track of the arch-conspirator and ex- 
pect to arrest him soon. In an official 
note which the chief of police sent to 
the correspondent of The Associated

“Some time before the arrival of the 
American fleet at Rio Janeiro, the Bra- 
zilian government received from Wash 
ington and Paris advices that) anar 
chists of different nationalities intend- 
ed to damage one or several of the ships 
of the American fleet. The names and 
addresses of the conspirators were in 
dicated by information which the po- 
lice here had received previously from 
France and Germany. The

As yet the people of Brazil are ig 
norant of the details of the plot to do in- 
jury to the visitors, although there has 
been some slight inkling of the matter.

It was the 
first intimation Pillsbury had had of 
such a plot.

G00D AFTERNOON. 


There does not appear to be much 


interest in the public hearing rela- 
tive to the City Charter advertised 
for tomorrow evening. There is 


but little opportunity for a change 
without destroying the fundamental 
principles of the Quincy charter, 
which are: A complete separation 
of the Legislative and Administra- 
tive departments; also the placing of 
individual responsibility first upon 
the Mayor, and, second, upon the in- 
dividual heads of each department. 

Quincy has been free from dead- 
locks over the confirmation of 
officials, because the Mayor has the 
sole power of appointment and re- 
moval. On the whole Quincy has 
secured as good officials as_ it 
would had the Council had _ the 
power to confirm. Certainly there 
has been very little politics in the 
City jCouncil. 

It swould be different if the Coun- 
cil had the confirming power. For 
example, the Republican Council 
this year could prevent Mayor Shea 
from carrying out the wishes of the 
yoters. They would then divide 
with the Mayor the responsibility of 
the administration of .908. 

The only amendments the Daily 
Ledger would suggest is one to safe- 
guard the credit of the city. It 
would require all orders involving 
the expenditure of money to be by 
roll call and require a two-thirds 
yote or even 18 votes. Now,, im- 
provement orders are inserted in a 
loan order by a majority vote, it 
being claimed that the appropriation 
is made later when the loan order 
is passed. Then each sum does not 
stand upon its individual merits, but 
there is something to please each 
ward and the “pork barrel” order is 
passed. Thus the city debt grows. 

One of the duties of the City 
Council should be to establish and 
amend the water rates, and it 
should decide in what class of prop- 
erty water meters shall be placed. 
This would relieve the Commissioner 
of Public Works of some of his 
duties now open to criticism. 

The school buildings both old and 
proposed should be taken entirely 
out of the hands of the Commissioner 
and given to the School Committee. 
The City Council would continue to 
make appropriations as at present, 
and could hold up anything extrava- 
gant or unnecessary. The School 
Committee know better that the Com- 
missioner and the City Council what 
the school needs are.

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Newsy Budget 
From Shipyard 


The Boston Globe reports John 
Johnsen moatswain of the new 
steamer Melrose, fell through the 


hatchway of the steamer at Norfolk 
on Friday and was instantly killed, 
Johnsen joined the vessel just be- 
fore she left Quincy a week ago.

Submarines will be the subject of an 
illustrated talk of unusual attractiveness 
by L. Y. Speare, vice president of the 
Electric Boat Company, at the Y. M. C. 
A. building, Wednesday evening. It 
is safe to say there is probably no one 
in this country more able to discuss 
this vastly important and intensely in- 
teresting subject, than is Mr. Speare. 

For the benefit of those who may find 
it inconvenient to attend tbis lecture, 
the following outline of the history of 
submarines which appeared a_ short 
time since, in the London Spectator 
mas prove interesting: 

“The first steps toward the prac- 
tical adoption of submarines in mod- 
ern fleets were taken in France. The 
Gymnote of 1886 was the earliest ex- 
ample. She about sixty feet 
long and weighed about thirty tons. 
When submerged she had a speed of 
six knots, and at the surface rather 
more. She was propelled by electric 
motors, current for which was sup- 
plied by storage batteries. This ves- 
sel was followed by the Gustave Zede 
in 1891, a vessel 148 feet in length, 
weighing 265 and having a 
speed of eleven knots at the surface 
and eight knots under water. 

Many difficulties arose on the trials 
and several years were occupied in 
overcoming them. Ultimately suc- 
cess was attained, and the experience 
gained helped forward the rapid de- 
velopment of submarines in the 
French Navy that followed upon the 
Fashoda incident in 1898. France 
possessed two complete submarines 
at that time and another was build- 
ing. On March 31, 1907, the com- 
pleted submarines of that country 
numbered forty and there were 
fifty-nine others building. The larg- 
est vessels yet laid down in France 
are about 200 feet long, weigh 560 
tons, have engines of 1700-horse- 
power, are to attain a speed of fif- 
teen knots, carry six or seven tor- 
pedo tubes and will 100,000 
pounds each. 

“Simultaneously with the move- 
ment in France attention was direct- 
ed to the United State to the per- 
formances of submarines built by 
Holland. In 1896—after twenty-one 
years continuous work—the Plunger 
was laid down from Holland's designs 
under a contract with the Navy De- 
partment. She eight-five feet 
long, weighed 165 tons and was pro- 
pelled at the surface by steam en- 
gines, oil fuel being used in the boil- 
ers. This mode of propulsion proved 
unsatisfactory. 

Another Holland submarine, sub- 
sequently purchased for the United 
States Navy, was fitted with a gaso- 
lene engine for surface propulsion 
and electric motors for use when sub- 
merged. This boat was about fifty- 
four feet long and weighted seventy- 
five tons. She proved successful on 
trial. In March last the United 
States Navy possessed eight completed 
vessels of the Holland type, while 
four more were building. 

A rival type has been introduced 
in the United States by Mr. Simon 
Lake and has been adopted in other 
navies to a limited extent. Compara- 
tive trials have been made recently 
between representative vessels of 
the two types, and it has been decid- 
ed to expend the special grant made 
by Congress on more Holland sub- 
marines.”

Who Profits? 

Politicians manage municipal affairs 
in such a way that their own interests 
are cared for first and public service 
is only a minor and subsidiary feature.

World’s Navies Have Important 
Roles Not Relating to War 


A GREAT DIPLOMATIC FORCE 


Tendency to Promote Friendship 
Among the Nations--Braz.lians and

ace.- The banqueting hall presented a 
dazzling sight, being beautifully deco- 
rated with masses of flowers and elec- 
tric lights 

Admiral Sperry, the captains of the 
warships and the ministers of foreign 
countries occupied places in the ban- 
queting hall especially assigned to 
them. At the close of the banquet 
Branco made a fitting speech, to which 
the American ambassador, Irving B. 
Dudley, responded. 

“The usual objects for which armies 
and navies are instituted,” said Dudley, 
“are to ensure domestic tranquility and 
provide for defense against foreign 
foes. Nations to which conquest is the 
only end in view have not absolutely 
ceased to exist, but conquest is evanes- 
cent and is in our day condemned by 


all nations, at least by all not at the 
time interested, as an affront to civil- 
ization. 


“But navies in times of peace have 
other important roles, and we have 
been deeply impressed during the past 
week with the presentation of one of 
these roles, which has no relation to 
war, but makes solely for peace and 
friendship among nations. The value 
of navies as a diplomatic force and the 
promoter of international good will 
has been many times illustrated. A 
striking instance may be found in the 
recent visit of Admiral Bacellar and his 
ships to Hampton Roads and New York, 
which was profoundly appreciated by 
the people of the United States. 

“Nor can we for a moment doubt, as 
we now behold the manifest evidence 
of fraternity and good fellowship _be- 
tween our countrymen at this great and 
brilliant function, by which your ex- 
cellency honors Admiral Evans and bis 
five hundred officers; by which, in 
truth, your excellency signalizes the 
traditional friendship of Brazil for the 
United States; that the international 
good feeling which we are ever striving 
to augment has been promoted to a sub- 
stantial degree by the coming to Rio 
Janetro of the American fleet. 

*“*4s between Brazil and the United 
States,’ cabled our president to yours a 
few days ago, ‘these ships are not men- 
of-war, but messengers of friendship 
and good will, commissioned to cele- 
brate with you the long continued and 
never to be broken amity and mutual 
helpfulness of two great republics.’ 

“This was very true twenty-five years 
ago, and yet how truer now. One of 
our greatest statesmen has said that 
the friendship between the United 
States and Brazil is singularly strong, 
that the ties that join them are inti- 
mate and pertinent. I may add that 
their poliical institutions are wonder- 
fully similar; that, while preserving 
proper independence one of the other, 
they have rarely failed to work in uni- 
son. They have joined in a commu- 
nity of constitutional principles and 
precepts, political ideals and commer- 
cial interests. 

“Allow me, Mr. Minister, in thank- 
ing you for your kind words with refer- 
ence to our country and our president, 
to propose in his name the health of the 
sagacious statesman and wise ruler, 
President Penna, and the prosperity of 
this republic of vast domain and grand 
and growing achievements and illimit- 
able future.” 


Death Claims Richest Indian 

Guthrie, Okla., Jan. 21—James Big- 
heart, formerly chief of the Osage In- 
dians and said to be the richest Indian 
in the United States, died of paralysis 
at his home near Bigheart, in the Osage 
nation. Bigheart was born in Missourl 
67 years ago. With forty other Osages 
he volunteered in a company of Kansas 
cavalry and participated in several bat- 
tles of the Civil war. 


Paris Cabs Out of Commission 

Paris, Jan. 21—Paris was without 
cabs last night, and therefore greatly 
incommoded. A thousand cab drivers 
held a mass meeting to protest against 
the new police regulations prohibiting 
empty fiacres from circulating about 
the boulevards during the crowded 
hours, and ordering that the horses be 
kept on a trot when the cabmen were 
seeking passengers. 


Unemployed Asked Mayor For Work 

Seattle, Jan. 21—About 3000 unem- 
ployed men marched to the mayor's of- 
fice to ask for work. Most of them are 
lumbermen who have been driven to 
the city by the closing down of lumber 
mills and logging camps. The mayor 
had no work for them. 


A Triple Train D saster 
Milan, Jan. 21—Ten persons were 
killed and many injured in a collision 
between two trains near this city. The 
catastrophe was further aggravated by 
a train from Milan, which ran into the 
wreckage of the two ill-fated trains.

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First Wife Awarded Widow's Share 
t=" __—s off’ Millionaire’s Estate 

Boston, Jan. 21—An unusually 
sensational will case in which three 
women claimed a widow’s share of the 
estate of the late Joseph A. Greenough, 
a millionaire, was decided by Judge 
George in the probate court in favor of 
wife No. 1, who, prior to her secret mar- 
riage to Greenough in 1874, was Miss 
Martha Higgins. George ordered a 
partial distribution of the _ estate, 
amounting to $300,000, to the first Mrs. 
Greenough and the next of kin. 

The first Mrs. Greenough claimed to 
have been divorced from Greenough in 
Colorado in 1876. The court held that 
as neither of the parties had a domicile 
in Colorado at the time the divorce was 
granted the divorce was rendered null 
and void. 

The other two claimants for a 
widow’s share of the estate were Mrs. 
Emma Eaton-Greenough, who now 
bears the name and who claims a pub- 
lic marriage to Greenough in 1885, and 
Mary M. Kerekes of Philadelphia, who 
claims to have been married to Green- 
ough in 1886. 

The first Mrs. Greenough, in whose fa- 
vor the court ruled, is prominent in mu- 
sical circles and js an aunt of Suzanne 
Adams, the opera singer. 


Shaw Talks to Business Men

Jury Hears Her Recital of Wrongs 
by Stanford White 


MET CONSTANT OBJECTIONS 


Prosecution's Efforts to Exc'ude Dee 


tails Decreases Effectiveness of 


Testimony--Pitiless and Aggr-ssive 


Questions Strike Fire 


New York, Jan. 21.—Mrs. Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw told her story yesterday for 
the second time. The repetition lacked 
the vitality of the first recital, but the 
great crowd in the courtroom, where 
her husband, Harry K. Thaw, is on trial 
for killing Stanford White, listened in- 
tently to every word. Justice Dowling 
had ruled that he found no warrant inp 
the law for closing the doors against 
the public und there was a great clamor 
for admittance from a throng which 
hung about the building all day long. 

District Attorney Jerome, having 

failed in his effort to exclude specta 
tors, took occasion, when it came to 
| Cross-examining the witness, to bring 
out all of the details of the first trial 
which Mr. Littleton, for the defense, 
had omitted in his direct examination. 
Jerome also sought to block Mrs. 
Thaw's testimony in its entirety, on the 
ground that a conversation which oc- 
curred three years before the tragedy 
could not have any bearing on Thaw’s 
mental condition on the night of the 
homicide. Justice Dowling overruled 
the objection. 

Mrs. Thaw’s story was broken into 
bits by constant objections by the 
prosecutor, who sought to exclude all 
details, on the ground of immaterial- 
ity. The frequency of these objections 
led Dowling to request Littleton to cut 
down his examination as much as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Littleton took this course only 
to have Jerome insist, during cross-ex- 
amination, on reading from last year’s 
record nearly every word the witness 
then uttered. He did this under the 
privilege of framing new questions. 

Mr. Littleton objected, declaring that 
the district attorney, by reading the for- 
mer testimony in a disagreeable man- 
ner, Was trying to discredit the witness 
in the eyes of the jury when he could 
not discredit her in any way by direct 
questions. 

Mr. Jerome made no attempt to dis- 
guise an air of utter contempt in read- 
ing the testimony. Contempt also 
characterized most of the questions he 
put to the witness. He attacked her in 
the loudest tones he has yet used at the 
trial. He plunged at once into the more 
intimate details of the testimony and 
made no delicate choice of words in 
framing his interrogations. Littleton’s 
obgections on the ground of “‘offensive- 
ness and impropriety” were often sus- 
tained by the court. 

Mrs. Thaw matched her wits against 
those of both Jerome and his assistant, 
Mr. Garvan, who was ever at his chief's 
elbow with new suggestions. She 
fenced with them as skilfully as she did 
a year ago and at times reflected the 
mood of the district attorney by an- 
swering him in a voice pitched in as 
loud a key as his own. His pitiless and 
aggressive questions often struck fire, 
and once, when he demanded if the 
young woman told Thaw certain things, 
she replied, hotly: 

“Yes, I told him, but I didn’t use the 
language you are using.” 

“Don’t argue with me, madam,” 
shouted Jerome, who then had the reply 
stricken from the record. 

But one new feature marked the 
testimony of the witness. This was 
about Thaw’s swallowing the contents 
of a bottle of laudanum at Monte Carlo 
in 1904 in an attempt to end his life. 
Previous to this, at the Grand hotel in 
New York, Thaw talked of suicide, his 
wife declared, and suggested that she 
also should take poison because both 
their lives had been ruined. Mrs. Thaw 
said she humored Thaw at the time and 
diverted his mind. She was out of the 
room when he finally took the poison in 
Europe. 

“Why didn’t you tell us about this at 
the first trial?” demanded Jerome. 

“Because Mr. Delmas said it might 
make Harry out too crazy,” the witness 
retorted before the district attorney 
could stop her. 

So this witness pricked into the 
minds of the jurymen the fact that evi- 

| dence had been suppressed before which 
the astute Delmas feared would make 
Thaw appear so demented that “de- 
mentia Americana” would not be need- 
ed as a defense, and the insane asylum 
might be his fate.

Man Who Says He Was Her Husband 
Wants $200,000 Estate 

New York, Jan. 21.—Fred Hamlin of 
the banking firm of Hamlin & Co. of 
East Bloomfield, N. Y., through his at- 
torney, has applied for letters of ad- 
ministration for the estate of Catherine 
Devine, the “Little Egypt” of Seely 
dinner fame, who died alone in her flat 
in this city two weeks ago. Hamlin as-

At the time of “Little Egypt’s” death 
it was not generally supposed that she 
had left a fortune.

The mob was so closely 
followed by the officers that it hur- 
riedly strung its victim up to the first 
tree and, thinking they had riddled 
him with bullets, fled. On the arrival 
of the officers the negro was still alive 
and was immediately cut down and 
placed in the county jail. 


Retiring Loan Certificates 

New York, Jan. 21.—Large blocks of 
clearing house loan certificates, amount- 
ing to about $15,000,000, were retired 
yesterday and the amount outstanding 
is now in the neighborhood of $20,000,- 
000. The highest amount of certificates 
outstanding at any time during the 
tinancial crisis was $100,000,000, The 
rapid retirement of the certificates 
would indicate that within a few days 
all the clearing house banks will be 
back on a eash basis of mutual ex- 
changes. 


Presid-nt Planning a Message 

Washington, Jan. 21.—President 
Roosevelt contemplates sending to con- 
gress very soon a message making 
recommendations for remedial legisla- 
tion in the matter of the employers’ 
liability act which will meet the objec- 
tions of the supreme court in its recent 
decision declaring the law unconstitu- 
tional. Coupled with this communica- 
tion the president expects to say some- 
thing about the genperal subject of 
trusts, 


Heav 'y In Deb: to Morgan 

Toronto, Jan. 21.—The immediate 
cause of the suspension of the Sov- 
ereign bank was the refusal of J. P. 
Morgan, acting for himself and the 
Dresdner bank, to make any further ad- 
vances. It was owing to Morgan and 
his interests that the bank was not 
forced to go into liquidation last June. 
The present debt of the Sovereign bank 
to the Morgan interests is $2,241,000, 


Decision In Corteiyou’s Favor 

Washington, Jan. 21.—The applica- 
tion of George W. Austin of New York 
for an order against Secretary of the 
Treasury Cortelyou to restrain the lat- 
ter from alloting $21,500,000 worth of 
Panama canal bonds to certain na- 
tional banks was denied by Justice 
Gould of the supreme court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The ruling is prac- 
tically a dismissal of the suit. 


Union Labor Bank a Failure 
Chicago, Jan. 21.—The affairs of the 
Commonwealth Trust and Savings 
bank, an institution organized two 
years ago as a strictly union labor 
bank, are to be wound up and the cor- 
poration is to be dissolved. The ex- 
periment has cost the stockholders 
about $6000. They will receive ap- 

proximately 60 cents on the dollar. 


Governor as Negro's Counse| 

Louisville, Jan. 21.—A large crowd 
was in the Jefferson county circuit 
court to see Governor Willson appear 
as attorney for Joseph Grider, a negro 
waiter, who is suing the city for dam- 
ages for injuries sustained as the result 
of a fall into an excavation. Willson 
had accepted the case before his elec- 
tion as governor. 


Murder Trial In Quick Time 

Newark, N. J., Jan. 21.—Within less 
than nine hours from the time he was 
brought into court, George Wilson, a ne- 
gro, was tried, convicted and sentenced 
to death for the murder of Frederick 
R. Romer, an undertaker. The week 
beginning March 2 was fixed for the ex- 
ecution. 


Senate R j-cts a Nomination 
Washington, Jan. 21.—The senate in 
executive session rejected the nomina- 
tion of Charles Fairbanks to be pension 
agent at Concord, N. H. The commit- 
tee on pensions had acted unfavorably 
upon this nomination, which some time 

ago was sent in by the president.

THE BOYERTOWN HURROR 


Soroner Predicts That There Will 
Be at Least Four Arrests 

Boyertown, Pa., Jan. 21.—All the 170 
victims who lost their lives in the the- 
atre fire here on Jan. 13 having been 
buried, the authorities of the borough 
and the coroner of Berks county will 
now begin an investigation of the ter- 
rible affair. The unidentified dead, 
twenty-four in number, were buried 
Sunday. 

Two investigations will be held, one 
by thé borough authorities and the 
other by Coroner Strasser. The latter 
said: “I promise that the investiga- 
tion of the cause of the fire and panic 
will be a rigorous one. I do not like to 
make any prophecies at present, but I 
will state that I believe that there will 
be at least four arrests. I will not inti- 
mate who they will be.” 

Warren Jones, who was ticket taker 
at the Rhoades theatre at the time of 
the fire, has confirmed in part the story 
that the doors were bolted when the 
audience made its rush to escape the 
flames. He made his first statement 
Sunday night. He declared tha- one of 
the two doors, which swung both ways, 
was bolted, and added: 

“When the people began to 
from the hall I threw open one door and 
tried to open the one bolted. I could not 
do it. People finally smashed it down 
l believe that what caused the deaths 
more than anything else was the plac 
ing of collapsible wooden chatrs in the 
two aisles and behind the reserved 
seats.”

cock street. The matter js to be 
put, according to the bill with the 
petition, into the hands of a spec 
ial commission, of which the Harbor 
and Land commission shall be one 
part. One commissioner shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mavor of Boston and 
one by the Mayor of Quincey, and 
there shall be a third person also 
appointed. 

The object of the bridge is, prob- 
ably, to secure connection with the 
Metropolitan parkway at Atlantic 
which extends through the Quincy 


Shore Reservation, Merrymount park, 
and up the Furnace Brook parkway, 
to the Blue Hills Reservation. 
While the petition locates the 
bridge near the Hancock street 
bridge, the location would probably 
be some distance to the west near 
the outlet of Sagamore creek, per- 


haps quarter of a mile from the 
present highway bridge, and in a 
more westerly direction. 


This would be in continuation of 
the Quincy parkway which now ends 
at Hancock street on near the 
present lines of Atlantic street. 
The new bridge would land on the 
Boston side some distance back of 
the street railway car barns and 
would continue by a new parkway 
through Dorchester to Adams street 


or Franklin Park and connect with 
existing parkways of Boston and 
the Metropolitan district.

The oftice of the overseers of the 
poor in this city is open and no person 
need starve or declares the 
statement Not only means 
available to the really suffering poor, 
but it is shown that a dozen or more 
charitable organizations stand ready aq 
all times to help those in need. “They 
declare themselves well equipped fos 
the purpose and will be supported thor 
oughly,” 

While many are out of work at thig 
time, especially those in the building 
trades and farm work, as every year, 
the reports to the governor, itis claimed, 
show that the conditions are better, 
rather than worse, than the average 
for the month for the past twenty years 
The overseers of fhe poor of Boston 
also report that there has been an actua: 
decrease for the year in applications for 
aid. 

The state board of charity, it is also 
shown, reports that in a certain manu- 
facturing town from which sensational 
stories have come of starvation and im- 
pending suicides that the operatives 
have been steadily sending through the 
postoffice money orders to their rela- 
tives on the continent of Europe, 
amounting to from $3000 to $4000 a 
week. 

The proposition to impose a new tax 
to raise $500,000 to provide work for the 
unemployed is compared with the spe- 
cial legislation to reduce rents as both 
unconstitutional and impossible. It is 
shown that real estate must impose 
rents to get the money with which to 
pay taxes, and that reducing rents at 
the same time as increasing taxes is in- 
compatible. 

Pensions for the unemployed is also 
termed as “absurd,” as tending to idle- 
ness, and “universal idleness meaning 
universal starvation.” 

The statement says that an investi- 
gation by the police shows “that the 
agitator responsible for certain recent 
disturbances has no regular residence 
fn the commonwealth, that his recent 
stay has been scarcely a month, that 
although posing as a Socialist he did 
not register and vote for those prin- 
ciples, and is ineligible for election in 
any genuine labor union, as he is not a 
wage earner His own admission 
shows he is not himself unemployed 
and that he needs no relief in food, 
clothing or shelter. 

“The right to free speech extends 
even to 2 man who as a matter of 
record openly and publicly reviles all 
religion, €ncourages unchastity in wo- 
men and advocates house breaking and 
theft. Self-respecting citizens must 
judge for themselves whether they can 
afford to associate publicly with one 
who so abuses the privileges of Amer- 
ican freedom. 

“Constituted authority, however, will 
not countenance such abuse. The com- 
mon sense of the people is the only 
defense needed against bombastic 
mouthings too silly to be dangerous.”

Optimistic on Business Outlook 

New York, Jan. 22.—Chairman Van 
Horne of the Canadian Pacific has ar- 
rived here from Cuba. He expresses 
the belief that the wheels of business 
will soon revolve at their normal speed. 
“This has been a very severe depres- 
sion,” he said, “and in my judgment 
the rebound will be speedy. Money is 
becoming easy. The security market 
is better, and soon corporations will be 
able to sell their securities again. When 
securities are being sold, one will find 
an immediate response in industrial 
circles.”

The work of the Fore River team 
was decidedly off color and nothing 
like what they have put up when in 
this city before. The men did not 
work togetherin the same way as in 
the past, and had it not been for the 
excellent defence of McGregor and 
Esplin in goal the feeble attack of the 
home aggregation might even at times 
have been successful. That it was 
finally beat off was Cue in no little 
measure to the work of these two 
men. 

The first serious accident of the 
foot-ball season in Pawtucket oc- 
curred when McDevitt sustained the 
breaking of two ribs on the right 
side as a result of a collision with Mc- 
Allister. The accident came during 
the second period and about 15 
minutes before the finish of the 
game. McAllister was hustling foi 
the sphere to prevent its going out 
of bounds, as it lay very close to the 
Fore River goal, 

McDevitt came from the side on the 
jump, and as he was about to meet 
the ball with McAllister he stumbled 
and fell against the Howard & Bul- 
lough man, McAllister toppled to the 
ground, and, in order to prevent him- 
self from receiving the force of the 
fall by McDevitt, raised his hands 
and knees to keep the weight of Mc- 
Devitt off of his body. He caught the 
stocky halfback of the Fore Rivers 
and turned him over, rolling him to 
one side. It was thought for an in- 
stant by the crowd that McAllister by 
his quick manoeuvre had prevented 
an accident, but suddenly it was 
found that McDevitt was injured in- 
stead of McAllister, who had been 
in the most danger. 


It appeared that as McDevitt fell 
he struck his right side against Mc- 
McAllister’s knee and the force of the 
blow was sufficient to fracture two 
of the ribs. He appeared in great 
pain, and Dr. Woodhead, who attends 
the games for the home club, was 
called, and upon making an examina- 
tion, found the ribs were broken. 
McDevitt was then taken to the Twin 
City Hospital, where his injuries 
were treated. He was reported as 
resting very comfortably last even- 
ing.”

Headed For Punta Arenas 


TEN DAYS TO REACH STRAIT 


Americans Have Made Friendships 
and Won Sympathies In Brazi: 
Which Will Be Felt In Years to 
Come--Given a Grand Send-Off 


Rio Janeiro, Jan. 23.—To the boom 
ing of guns and the cheers of thousands 
ou the accompanying pleasure craft, the 
American warships suiled from Rio 
Janeiro yesterday afternoon bound for 
Punta Arenas, on the Magellan strait, 
Ten days will bring the fleet almost to 
the midway point of the 14,000-mile 
cruise to San Francisco, and the ships 
and the men carried with them the god 
speed and good wishes of the whole 
Brazilian nation. 

Not an untoward incident marked 
the visit of the Americans here. They 
were feasted and feted, officers and 
men, during their sojourn in Rio, and 
half the population turned out from 
early in the morning to give them a fit- 
ting send-olf. As on the arrival of the 
fleet, so at its departure, the quays, the 
public buildings and the hills were 
crowded with thousands watching the 
warships until they had disappeared 
through the mouth of the bay into the 
open sea. 

President Penna, accompanied by 
high Brazilian officials, visited the 
flag hip Minnesota, remaining thers 
about an hour. Admiral Thomas, com- 
mander of the flagship, Captain Hub- 
bard and American Ambassador Dud 
ley received the president with all hon 
ors. In the saloon of the Minnesota 
there was a mutual exchange of greet- 
ngs. While the president was aboard 
the Minnesota and during his tour 
among the vessels salutes were ex- 
changed and on his departure from the 
flagship twenty-one guns were fired. 

About 3 o'clock the American fleet 
began to move, passing out in single 
column and inverse order according to 
divisions, the Alabama leading. Three 
divisions of the Brazilian navy  fol- 


lowed, composed of three battleships, | 


seven cruisers and six destroyers, and 
in the vicinity of Fort Villegagnon 
many steamers circled, having on 
board thousands of spectators from 
shore. Hundreds of launches and small 
craft, all gaily decorated, formed a stir 
ring spectacle. 

Slowly at first the great warships 
moved, but as they disappeared from 
view they were moving at a 10-knot 
pace. One by one as they passed the 
president's yacht they saluted with 
twenty-one guns, and the forts replied 
in kind. There was much waving of 
small flags and handkerchiefs and the 
cheering seemed incessant, with the 
noisy blowing of whistles from tbe 
steam craft. 

Captain Ingersoll, chief of staff to 
Admiral Evans, interviewed before the 
departure of the fleet, said that he had 
no special plans for the passage of the 
ships through Magellan strait. They 
will go through, however, he snid, as a 
solid tleet 

Commenting on the departure of the 
fleet, The Journal of Commerce said: 

“In the few days of the fleet’s stay 
friendships have been made and syin- 
pathies won which will have a_ far- 
reaching effect in the years to come. 
The great ships have faded on the hori- 
zon and are ploughing their way to the 
Pacific. Rio Janeiro has become for 
them a thing of the past, but we hope 
and trust that from the commander-in- 
chief to the humblest member of the 
fleet, feelings of friendship, esteem and 
admiration will be ever present. as they 
will to the friends and comrades whom 
they left behind in Rio. Come fair 
weather, come foul, they have won the 
hearts of the Brazilians, Americans 
and Englishmen in this city.” 

The German cruiser Bremen, which 
has been here for some time past, and 
which recently was ordered to remain 
until the departure of the American 
fleet, in order to give the German offi- 
cers additional time to make obserya- 
tions, left with the American ships.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 23.—Testimony’ 


showing the straits of civil population 
at Port Arthur during the siege was 
given at the court martial of General 
Stoessel yesterday by Colonel Ver- 
shinin, who was civil commissioner of 
that place.

Mme. Stoessel had a large herd of cat- 
tle and a flock of chickens and charged 
for them exorbitant prices.

President Lalane in his annual re- 
port to the National Board of Trade 
at Washington this week urged the 
necessity of some form of a ship sub- 
sidy which will retain the more than 
$200,000,000 which is paid annually to 
foreigners to carry our commerce. He 
again advocated uniform bilis of lad- 
ing, and the making of every con- 
sulate a modern business agency. 

The report of the fifteenth annual 
meeting of the Society of Naval Archi- 
tects and Marine Engineers held in 
New York, is contained in the Janu- 
ary issue of the International Marine 
The meeting was called 
to order by president Francis T. 
Bowles, president of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company. The secretary- 
treasurer, in his report on the con- 
dition of the society at the close of 
the fiscal year, Oct. 31, 1907, showed 
a total membership of 801. By the 
admission of twenty-seven new mem- 
bers the present figure becomes 825 
From the financial point of view, the 
society is in a flourishing condition, 
receipts during the year having ag- 
gregated $10,912.

WORST OF 
SEASON 


Heavy Snowfall 
And a Gale 
Make Today 
Decidedly Wintry 


Quiney is experiencing today the 
worst storm of the season The 
Weather was threatening all Thurs- 
day afternoon and in the early even- 
ing there was a little fall of fine 
snow. The wind crept around to the 
northeast, and at 10.30 it blew hard. 
Then it began to snow, and the wind 
increased in violence. In the middle 
of the night it blew a gale. The snow 
was very fine yet it made considerable 
50 that sunrise saw the ground 
covered with a white mantle. 

The snow did not fall level but 
drifted in places. This storm con- 
tinued all the morning, the low tem- 
perature and high wind making the 
snow cut like a knife as it struck the 
face. It was particularly disagreeable 
being out, especially if the wind had 
to be faced 

Traffic on the steam and street cars 
was but little delayed up to noon. All 
of the trains were a few minutes lato 
both inward and outward. On the 
street railway all lines are open and 
cars are being operated on nearly 
schedule time 

The city snow ploughs got out fair- 
ly early, and sidewalks in business 
section were in fairly passable con- 
dition. The wind, however, blew the 
snow back almost as fast as it was 
ploughed off. On the side streets the 
sidewalks were not cleared as prompt- 
ly 

Reports from Houghs Neck are that 
the storm is very severe, and the 
wind is blowing a gale. No damage 
has been done, however, other than 
to blow down a sign from one of the 
buildings. Street car service is re- 
ported as a little irregular.

Quincy has been one of the chief 
victims of the fraud practiced by the 
Penobscot Indians, having paid the 
following amounts during the last 
three years: 


In 1905, $714.00 
In 1906, 1,791.00 
In 1907, 594.00 


The Herald says, it has cost the 
state $15,000 to learn the co-relation 
of a Penobscot Indian and a seal’s 
tall 

The hearing before the committee 
on fisheries and game, which was 
held Thursday developed the fact that 
“for ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain” the heathen Chinee had 
nothing on the innocent sons of the 
red warrior from down Penobscot 
Way 
The figures provided by County Com- 
missioner Moody Kimball of Essex 
county showed the progressive na- 
ture of the Indians’ cupidity, for in 
1904, when the bounty was new only 
$28 were paid out in that county. In 
1906 the sum had grown to the com- 
tortable total of $987, while in 1907 
the full significance of the “good 
thing’ had dawned on the Penobscots 
and they reaped a harvest of $2,484 
in Essex alone, while they caught 
Norfolk, most of it secured in Quin- 
ey, for $3,000. 

Suffolk, which purchased a large 
assortment of seal tails in the same 
year, provided no schedule, but the 
Indians enjoyed their stay in Boston, 
as they have repeatedly told the 
authorities since nine of them have 
been under arrest for perjury. 

It also developed at the hearing that 
ihe Indians had a very large field for 
their enterprise in the seal industry, 
for while Massachusetts was buying 
the tails, the state of Maine was 
equally generous in the matter of 
bounty, but preferred the nose. As 
a result the Indians divided their 
forces, one partner coming to Massa- 
chusetts with the tail while another 
remained at home and grew wealthy 
on the nose, 

One seal that figured in the Massa- 
chusetts graft furnished 131 tails, 
each of which brought $3. 

Representative Fogg cof Newbury- 
port regaled the board with the meth- 
ods of the Indians, who, he said, made 
the tails so repulsive before bringing 
them to the town and city clerks that 
few there were who would look at 
them, but insisted that they be re- 
moved and destroyed. Most of the 
clerks couldn’t pay the money out 
fast enough to get rid of the Indian 
and his odorous collection.

No experts for the state have yet ap- 
peared in the courtroom and Mr. Jerome 
has not indicated how he will combat 
the testimony of the alienists in the em 
ploy of the defense. All of the doctors 
who served Jerome at the first hearing 
are under subpoena by the defense, not 
as paid experts, but as possible  wit- 
nesses in sur-rebuttal of any action the 
district attorney may take in rebutting 
the plea of insanity which has been 
built up.

Newsy Budget 
From Shipyard 


The Herald bureau at Washington 
reports that the sub-committee of the 
House naval affairs committee grant- 
ed a hearing to the New England 
Coal & Coke Company on Thursday 
regarding the purchase by the govern- 
ment of three colliers, the Everett, 
Malden and Melrose. The committee 
heard Henry S, Lyons and Harry 
Brown of the Fore River Ship Build- 
ing Company, which built the vessels, 
and Charles Skentelberg, marine su- 
perintendent of the Massachusetts 
Steamship Company. The question of 
the purchase is important to me- 
chanics and workmen around Boston 
as if these colliers are sold to the 
gavernment the New England Coal & 
Coke Company will have three other 
vessels built about a year hence when 
the railroad to Norfolk is completed. 

William Harris Douglas president 
of the New York Produce Exchange 
addressed the National Board of 
Trade at Washington this week in 
favor of a ship subsidy. In this con- 
nection a statement offered by Mr. 
Douglas was adopted, favoring the es- 
tablishment of subsidized mail lines 
between this country and South 
America, and the encouragement of 
American shipping interests by the 
payment of Government subsidies. 

Coal barge Bristol is putting a car- 
go of coal on board the United States 
Scout Cruiser Birmingham at the 
Fore River shipyard. 

An inch and a half air pipe line 
is being installed from the small 
air compressor to the end of the new 
machine shop extension. 

Foundations have been 
tools erected and an overhead struc- 
ture built in that part of the yard 
which adjoins the Howard avenue end 
of the plate yard, for the handling 
of beams and floors while being 
punched and riveted. 

It is reported that the U. S. Scout 
Cruiser Chester, building at the yard 
of the Bath Iron Works, a sister ship 
of the Birmingham and Salem, comes 
to Boston tomorrow to be put into 
dry dock, and after being scraped and 
painted below the water line will 
proceed to the Rockland course where 
her propellor will be standardized, 
after which the trial trip will be run 
oft. . 

BRITISH SHIPYARDS. 

A London dispatch to the 
Transcript says: Great Britain's 
claim as shipbuilder for the world 
is no longer justified to such an ex- 
tent as formerly. The statistics of 
the world’s shipbuilding in 1907, just 
issued by Lloyds Register, shows a 
total out put of mercantile tonnage by 
the United Kingdom of 1,742,365, being 
a decrease of 220,200 tons as compared 
with 1906, which was the highest on 
record. The foreign output in 1907 
increased by nearly 80,000 tons. 
Great Britain, however, still builds 
more than one-half the mercantile

} Shipping of the globe, which last year 


showed a net increase of 1,984,800 tons 
as compared with an increase of 2,- 
158,000 in 1906. 

The world’s fleet of sailing ships 
was reduced during the year by 180,- 
000 tons and the steam tonnage was 
increased by 2,164,800. United States 
built in 1907, 475,000 tons, which was 
a slight increase. Germany shows 
rather a serious decline. Last year 
she built 275,000 tons as compared 
with 318,000 in 1906, while at the 
same time she purchased less from 
Great Britain. Great Britain is still 
a large purchaser of vessels built 
abroad. Another matter of great dis- 
content in Great Britain is the large 
percentage of foreigners employed as 
seamen in British mercantile marine, 
numbering a total of forty thousand 
with an annual wage list of $10,000,- 
000. While the question of the un- 
employed is pressing heavily ashore, 
this is considered unfortunate and the 
British naval league is taking active 
steps to agitate the utilization of the 
unemployed to take the place of aliens 
on the ships. 

The Spanish Senate definitely ap- 
proved the bill, which was presented 
in the shape of an extraordinary bud- 
get, for the complete reorganization 
of the navy. The bill, which some 
time ago was unanimously passed by 
the Chamber of Deputies, and was 
only opposed by a handful of Catalan 
members, was the object of a lengthy 
debate in the Senate, in which Sena 
tors Carranza, Fernandez, Caro and 
Coneas ,all three belonging to the 
navy, the third an ex-naval minister, 
were conspicuous for their opposition 
to the bill, especially that part dealing 
with the personnel of the navy. But 
every one, whether of the Opposition 
or of the Ministry, is agreed as to 
the necessity of providing the navy 
with adequate materials. The dis- 
agreement is only on the quantity of 
material and the hode of construction. 
According to the bill the plan for the 
reorganization of the navy includes 
the building of three battleships, three 
destroyers, twenty-four torpedo boats, 
four gunboats and four fishery pro- 


tecting tugse The battleships will be 


cf 15,000 tons, the destroyers of 350 | 
tons, the torpedo boats of 180 tons and 
the gunboats 800 tons. The personnel 
of the navy will under the present 
school will ‘be trasferred to land.

| LOWER TELEGRAPH RATES, 


BETTER SERVICE PROMISED. 


High Tolls: Have Kept Americans In 
Last Place as Wire Users. 

Although Americans write the great- 
est number of letters per capita, they 
make the poorest showing in respect to 
the use of the telegraph wire. But the 
entry of a new telegraph company into 
the field with reduced rates and better 
service will change all this. 

The average number of telegrams a 
year per capita is 5.05 in New Zealand, 
2.27 in Great Britain, 1.28 in France 
and only .95 in the United States ow- 
ing to the high rates prevailing here. 

As though to prove what the West- 
ern Union and the Postal! could do with 
modern methods of transmitting tele- 
grams, the Telepost company, formed 
in New York to build a rival telegraph 
system, has published a flat rate for 
telegrams of 25 cents for twenty-five 
words, without regard to distance, de- 
livered by messenger: 25 cents for a 


fifty word “telepost” sent by wire, but 


delivered at destination by mail, and 5 
ceuts for each additional ten words on 
both classes of messages. 

The Telepost company uses the De- 
lany automatic system of transmitting 
and receiving messages that has dem- 
onstrated a 1000 words a 
minute. This enables the new compa- 
ny to make a profit of 14 cents a mes- 
suge even on the ef its lower 
charges or three and one-half times as 
much as ‘s earned by the old line com- 
panies using manual transmission hav- 
ing a maximum speed of fifty words a 
minute and an average speed of little 
more than one-fourth that figure. This 


speed of 


basis 


is what makes the average cost per 
message to the Western Union 30 


cents and leaves the company a profit 
of only 4 cents. 

The possibility of giving such a serv- 
ice as the Telepost company promises 
is due to the fact that using De- 
lany’s invention one wire will carry as 
much business as seventeen operated 
quadruplex, twenty-seven used duplex 
or sixty-eight used simplex. To dupli- 
cate the capacity of the Telepost’s New 
York to Chicago trunk line, estimated 
by its engineers to cost $1,373,120, 
would involve the Western Union in 
an outlay of $7,609,550. Sectiqns of 
this main line will soon be in opera- 
tion, and the company’s field wil! be 
rapidly expanded by use of independ- 
ent telephone lines. 


TEXTILE MILLS EARNED 
BIG PROFITS LAST YEAR. 


Bright Outlook For Linen Making 
Shown by Large Dividends Paid by 
Cotton Industry. 


New Bedford cotton mills in 1907 
paid stockholders the largest divi 


dends in the history of this industry. 
Eighteen corporations, with a capital 
of less than $19,000,000, distributed 

2.578.270 in dividends, an average of 
13.73 per cent. Last year the average 
rate was 8.92 per cent. 

These figures indicate the possibil- 
ities ahead of the Oxford mills now 
being equipped in Massachusetts to 
manufacture linen. This is the first 
time the linen making industry has 
been established on a commercial basis 
in the United States. Besides the usu- 
al linen fabrics, the new mills, using a 
recently perfected process of reclaim- 
ing the linen fiber from flax, will pro- 
duce a number of byproducts of great 
industrial importance in themselves. 

These are savoil, an absorbent ma- 
chinery waste; oxolint and oxolite 
gauze for surgical purposes, for which 
linen is, of course, greatly superior to 
cotton; a Hnen gun fiber, the impor- 
tance of which can be judged from the 
fact that 400 tons of gun cotton are 
now made daily, and a paper pulp 
which is made from the shive, or 
woody part of the flax straw. This 
has heretofore been wasted, although 
from it can be made the very best 
quality of rag paper. 

Not only will the new process enable 


| the Oxford mills to add all these by- 


products to its business, but by this 
method the seed crop can be harvested 
before the flax straw is turned ovet 
to the linen makers.

| Up butter and sugar, adding eggs in the 


usual way; stir in the flour, fruit, ete., 
and work—i. e., beat up—to cake batter 
consistency with the milk. Place in 
round papered tins and bake in a mod- 
erate oven. 

Children also like these oatmeal bis- 
cuits: One-half pound flour, one-quar- 
ter pound coarse oatmeal, two ounces 
brown sugar, three ounces currants, 
one gill milk. Mix the flour, oatmeal 
and sugar, warm the butter in the 
milk, add the cursants, and then work 
the whole together into a paste; roll 
out very thinly, stamp out into round 
or other shape and bake in a moderate 
oven for about twenty minutes.

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MYSTERY EXPLAINED 


Rush Job on Lawrence Estate 
Was For Mrs. Eddy 


SHE MOVES FROM CONCORD 


Has House of Thirty-Four Rooms-- 
Speculation Over Building of Two 
Massive Vaults--Cost of New Home 
Will Reach Over $200,000 


27.—The occupation of 
the Lawrence estate in Brookline 
by Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy 
sets at rest the mystery which has for 
four months past shrouded the forced 


labors of 300 men on the Lawrence 
estate, concerning which the utmost se 
crecy bas been observed. 

Early last October Robert P. Walker, 
a Christian Scientist of Chicago, who 
is also a real estate broker, came to 
Boston and bought from the widow of 
R. Ashton Lawrence the Lawrence 
estate in Brookline. 

It was learned that there was some 
delay in the culmination of the trans- 
action, owing to a doubt on the part of 
Mrs. Lawrence as to whether the 
estate would be used for an institution. 
The general restrictions on the prop- 
erty, which did not cover the actual 
site of the house, however, barred the 
erection of any institution on the estate. 
As a result of the delay it is understood 
the offer for the land was increased 
and that the price paid was in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. Later, addi- 
tional land was purchased at a cost of 
$1600 and a second parcel bought for 
$6000 on the southeasterly side, making 
the estate altogether one of twelve 
acres. 

Plans of a Chicago architect, the 
same who designed the Christian Sci- 
ence Publishing company's house in 
Boston, were sent on and work of re- 
modeling the big stone house in the 
centre of the estate begun. The or- 
ders were that the work should be 
rushed, regardless of expense. ‘Three 
hundred men began work in the middle 
of October and continued their labors 
until within a few days. 

The work was kept up night as well 
as day, and the old Lawrence home 
was completely transformed, being 
practically rebuilt. The alterations are 
estimated to have cost fully $100,000, 
making the total cost of the new home 
of Mrs. Eddy fully $207,600.

The outer stone walls of the mansion 
have been left standing, but with the 
addition of a big projecting porch in 
front, topped by a canopy held up by 
immense chains. Two smaller circular 
porches have been built on the rear, 
from which may be had an unobstructed 
view of the country for miles. 

As remodeled the house contains 
thirty-four rooms. On the first floor is 
an immense hall running through the 
house. At the left of the main entrance 
are two large parlors. Altogether 
there are ten rooms on the first floor, 
twelve rooms and three baths on the 
second floor and the same number on 
the third floor. 

Perhaps the one feature of the re- 
modeling which occasioned the most 
speculation was the erection of two 
massive vaults, of unusual strength 
and size, being built of steel and con- 
crete, which were placed one at the 
head of the main stairway on the first 
landing and the second at the second 
landing. In addition, the house was 
made as nearly fireproof as 
throughout.

Secretly, mysteriously, Mrs. Eddy 
was carried aboard a special train at 
Concord at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and less than three hours later was 
carried into her new home near Boston. 
Money was spent without stint, train 
schedules were ignored, and with a 
pilot engine running far ahead and a 
trailer far behind, to keep a clear track, 
the special of three private cars rushed 
over the tracks of the Boston and 
Maine to Lowell, then was switched 
over the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford to South Framingham, and 
now with a clear track ahead thundered 
along the line of the Boston and Albany 
to Chestnut Hill station. 

The move was made with the utmost 
secrecy and even Christian Scientists. 
high in the councils of the faith, knew 
nothing of the projected change of resi- 
dence until the news leaked out and the 
newspapers were after the “story.” 
Not one leader of the Boston church had 
the slightest intimation of any 
move. 

The story that Mrs. Eddy was to 
move to Boston has been time and time 
again officially denied by the church 
Jeaders here. Only recently the rumor 
to that effect was pronounced “absurd.” 

While it may be stated by some 
Christian Scientists that Mrs. Eddy’s 
move was known in advance, it is swid 
upon the highest possible authority in 
the Boston church that Mrs. Eddy’s 
coming was an absolute and total sur- 
prise. Not the slightest hint of it had 
ever reached Boston. 

The most remarkable feature of the 
whole affair was the presence on Mrs. 
Eddy’s special train of a regular physi- 
cian, not a Christian Science  practi- 
tioner. He is Dr. Alpheus Morrill, a 
homeopathic physician and a graduate 
of Dartmouth college. Through the 
journey Morrill was constantly at Mrs. 
Eddy’s side and according to members 
of the train crew was obliged to stimu- 
ate his aged patient with hot cloths 
and otherwise administer to her,

Eyer since her coming outa few vicars 
ago rumor has been busy engaging her 

to numberless young Americans, as well 
as to an endless succession of titled 
foreigners ranging from royalty to the 
latest impecunious noble who hap- 
pened on American shores. But even 
the gossip mongers concede that in her 
marriage to this comparatively obscure 
young Hungarian she is making purely 
a love match. 

Count Laszlo is a handsome man of 
28, slender and straight, his bearing be- 
traying his military training and devo- 
tion to out-of-door sports. He is not 
even the head of his family, being the 
youngest of the four sons of Count 
Emerich Szcheny!, who was for many 
years the Austro-Hungarian ambassa 
dor at Berlin and who played an im 
portant part in the negotiation of the 
German-Austrian alliance. 

The present head of the house of 
Szechenyi is Count Dionys, who until 
very recently was first secretary of the 
Austro-Hungarian embassy at Berlin 
and who is reported to be slated for an 
independent diplomatic post. Count

brother. 

There has been much talk of the 
money settlement to be made upon the 
count, but close friends of the family 
aver that, unlike nearly all recent not- 
able international marriages, in this 
ease there was no money settlement 
of any kind.

LAW DECLARED VOU One Dose 


‘Supreme Court Decides Against 
Claims of Union Labor 


DISCHARGE OF AN ENGINEER 


No Connection Between Interstate 
Commerce and Libor Organizat.on 
Membership Whch Makes Su.h 


Act a Crime 


Washington, Jan, 28.—The constitu- 


| tionality of the act of congress of June 


1, 1898, prohibiting railroad companies 
engaged in interstate commerce from 
discriminating 
bor organizations in the matter of em- 
ployment was called into question by 
the case of William Adair vs. the United 
States, which was decided by the su- 
preme court of the United States fa- 
vorable to Adair. 

The-opinion was by Justice Harian 
aud held the law to be repugnant to 
the constitution. 

The court held that Adair, as master 
mechanic of the Louisville and Nash 
ville Railroad company, had a right to 
discharge an employe because he was 
a member of a labor organization just 
as it was the employe’s right to quit 
such employment because of his mem- 
bership in such organization. Congress 
could not under the constitution, he 
said, authorize a violation of contracts 
under the guise of protecting interstate 
commerce. 

The case came to the supreme court 
on a writ of error from the United 
States district court for the eastern dis- 
trict of Kentucky. Adair was pro- 
ceeded against on the charge of threat- 
ening to discharge a locomotive engi- 
neer named Coopage because the latter 
was a member of a labor union. The 
act of 1898 was invoked for Coopage’s 
protection and the district court fined 
Adair $100. 

Justice Harlan teld it was Adair’s 
right to serve his employers as best he 
could so long as he did nothing forbid- 
den by law as contrary to the public 
welfare. He reversed the lower court’s 
decision. 

“The right of an employe to quit the 
service of the employer, for whatever 
reason, is the same as the right of the 
employer, for whatever reason, to dis 
pense with the services of such em- 
ploye. 

“It was the legal right of the defend 
ant, Adair, however unwise such a 
course might have been, to discharge 
Coopage because of his being a member 
of a labor organization, as it was the 
legal right of Coopage, if he saw fit 
to do so, to quit the service in which he 
was engaged because the defendant 
employed those who were not members 
of some labor organization. 

“In all such particulars the em- 
ployer and the employe have equality 
of rights, and any legislation that dis- 
turbs that equality is an arbitrary in- 
terference with the liberty of contract 


against members of la- 


which no government can legally jus- 
tify in a free land. 
“Congress could not consistently 


within the fifth amendment to the con- 
stitution make it a crime against the 
United States to discharge the em- 
ploye because of his being a member 
of a labor organization. 

“Looking alone at the words of the 
statute for the purpse of ascertaining 
its scope and effect and determining 
its validity, we hold that there is no 
connection between interstate com- 
merce and membership in a labor or- 
ganization as to authorize congress to 
make it a crime against the United 
States for an agent of an interstate 
carrier to discharge an employe be- 
cause of such membership on his part.” 


An Unsuccessful Expedition 

Brussels, Jan. 28.—Advices have 
been received here to the effect that 
the American expedition led by R. D. 
Mohun, which was seeking to penetrate 
into the wilds of the Congo Free State, 
was attacked by natives and compelled 
to withdraw. The object of the expedi- 
tion was to pave the way for the large 
investment which American capitalists 
are to make in that country in the ex- 
ploitation of the rubber, mining and 
railroad concessions made to them by 
Belgium. 


Laying Oft Railroad Mechanics 

Cheyenne, Wyo., Jan. 28.—Supple- 
menting the order of Saturday reducing 
work in the Union Pacific shops to five 
days a week, an order was posted here 
yesterday, reducing work still further 
to three days a week. 

Altoona, Pa., Jan. 28.—The 5000 em- 
ployes of the Pennsylvania railroad lo- 
comotive repair shops here have been 
notified that the shops will be closed 
until next Monday. 


Maid and Dogs Chief Mourners 

Florence, Jan. 28.—The funeral of 
“Ouida” was a most pitiful epilogue to 
her pitiful end. She died amid squalor 
and poverty and her body was followed 
to the grave only by a dozen dogs she 
had starved herself to feed and her 
faithful maid, to whom she left her last 
manuscripts. The body was buried in 
the English cemetery and the spot is 
marked only by a wooden cross.

It was left to Justice Dowling to 
make the most important inquiries of 
the alienists. He desired to know the 
exact nature of “manic-depressive” In- 
sanity and if the attacks were likely to 
recur. He also asked if a person suffer 
ing from this form of insanity would be 
likely to commit assaults. He learned 
that it is a recurrent form of mental 
disorder; that the attacks come sud 
denly and without w: period of 
insanity being foll fae a a maniacal 
outburst, then by a period of complete 
depression and then by another lucid 
interval. 

It seemed that the presiding judge 
was seeking to obtain information upon 
which to predicate judicial action in 
the event of a verdict of not guilty on 
the ground of insanity or of direct ac 
quittal, Even in the latter event, it is 
pointed out, Dowling would have the 

right to have Thaw committed for ex- 
amination. 

An English physician, one of three 
foreign doctors who testified yesterday, 
first applied the term “manic-depres- 
sive” or “sub-acute mania” to Thaw’s 
mental condition. Dr. Wells of London 
made the diagnosis during an outbreak 
by Thaw in London in 1899, when, 
with a normal temperature, Thaw de- 
manded that the walls of his rooms in a 
nursing home be torn down so that he 
might have air and that twenty tons 
of ice be put in the apartment to cool it. 

Mr. Littleton’s hypothetical question, 
which was answered by the three ex- 
perts, was a complete resume of the 
evidence except, as Jerome pointed out, 
the testimony of James C. Smith, 
brother-in-law of Stanford White, who 
talked with Thaw for fifteen minutes 
just before the shooting on the roof of 
Madison Square garden. The question 
contained some 16,000 words.

Tells How the 
American Shipping 
Is Handicapped 


A choice roast of beef was served 
hot at the dinner of the Congrega- 
tional club of Wollaston Tuesday even- 
ing, together with mashed potatoes, 
hot gravy, macaroni, rolls, coffee, 
and creamed apple pie.

Mr. Bemis discussed “Our Mer- 
chant Marine.” He is a retired manu- 
facturer, well posted on the tariff and 
He reviewed the tariffs 
of our country from the days of 
Washington showing that the protec- 
tive tariff had built up and made pros- 
perous our manufactures. He would 
extend the same protection to Ameri- 
can shipping which has been woefully 
neglected. In 1830 to 1840, he said, 
the Yankee clippers were masters of 
the sea, and carried 75 per cent. of 
the American business. Since 1850 
there has been a steady decline of 
American tonage so that today but 12 
per cent. of our business was carried 
in American ships. 

Mr. Bemis showed how Germany 
under Bismark had inaugurated sub- 
sidized steamship lines and built up 
foreign trade, and was today feared 
most by Great Britain. Although 
Great Britain was regarded as a free 
trade country it pursued just the op- 
posite policy toward shipping. Ithad 
subsidized lines everywhere, and 
Americans who would compete were 
beaten before the start. 

Now America is milched for $300,- 
000,000 for carrying manufactures, 
and may sometime awake to the fact 
that it is a heavy burden. The for- 
eign companies have so much at 
stake that they maintain the greatest 
lobby in the country to prevent the 
subsidy of American lines. 

Mr. Bemis referred to the Pacific 
fleet at some length, endorsing the 
move of the President, and also re- 
ferred to the Pacific problem, to 
China and Japan, to Canada, and 
made a very convincing argument 
why the United States should protect 
our merchant marine. 

R. R. Freeman endorsed all that 
Mr. Bemis said, and told of his ex- 
perience, especially with reference to 
the compulsory pilot law of the 
southern states.

Finance Commission Reports on 
Bostou Fire Department 


IT FINDS MUCH TO COMMEND 


In Splendd State of Efficency and 
Above the 
Misdeeds of 


Average--Rumors of 


Firemen Not Sup- 


ported--Some Recommendations 


soston, Jan. 29.—In a report of nearly 


8000 words, the finance commission, 


which is making an investigation of 
the departments of the city of Boston, 
last night issued its findings on the fire 
department, 

There are no radical measures sug- 
gested or severe condemnations in the 
report. The finds that 
“since Mayor Collins’ death the depart- 
ment has fallen under the malign intlu- 
ence of politics” and that the mayor 
has usurped to a great extent the power 
of appointment which belongs to the 
head of the department exclusively, 
and that political preferment has been 
exercised in making appointments, in 
some cases to the detriment of the de- 
partment. 

The efficiency of the clerical force is 
declared to be low, and systems of book- 
keeping and accounting, good in them- 
selves, not properly carried out. 

The commission places itself on ree- 
ord as opposed to the one day off in tive. 
with pay, as causing a cost of $80,000 
annually, resulting last year in a deficit 
of $40,000. The formation of the Rus- 
sell club is condemned and its volun- 
tary dissolution suggested. The head 
of the department is scored for having 
exceeded the appropriation for the de- 
partment. It is deemed unwise for the 
repair department to attempt to build 
apparatus. The system of practically 
avoiding calling for bids in making 
purchases of supplies is condemned. 

On the whole, however, the commis 
sion finds that the department is in a 
splendid state of efficiency, above the 
average, that the habits of the men are 
good, the rumors of thefts at fires by 
firemen and of intoxication unfounded, 
the apparatus in good shape and the 
services rendered of high value. 

The commission recommends among 
other things that hot coffee be served 
the firemen at the large fires in cold 
weather, at the expense of the depart 
ment. 

In closing its report the commission 
makes ten chief recommendations: The 
immediate and permanent divorce of 
all political considerations from this 
department: strict enforcement of the 
rule forbidding political activity  o1 
joining of political clubs by the _ fire- 
men; extending the time of probation 
of prospective firemen; a careful watch 
of the habits of the men; dropping of 
unnecessary men in fire alarm and sup 
ply department; a study of the pract 
bility of manufacturing in the repair 
shops; yearly test of appliances; study 
of one day off in tive matter; appropria- 
tion only for absolute necessities, and 
no exceeding of the appropriation to be 
allowed. 

The finance commission declares that 
the investigation has disclosed evi 
dences of a combination among certain 
manufacturers of rubber tires which 
the commission intends to submit to 
the United States district attorney.

He urged 
also fortifications of Pearl Harbor and 
devoted much time to demonstrating, 
with the aid of maps, the strategic im- 
portance to the United States of the har- 
bor as a naval base. 


Big Fire In Packing Plant 

Kansas City, Jan. 29.—Fire in the 
canning department on the second 
floor of one of the twin main buildings 
of the packing plant of Nelson Morris 
& Co. threatened destruction of the en- 
tire plant and caused a loss of halfa 
million dollars. The plant was com- 
pleted two years ago and was modern 
in every detail.

THING OF THE PAST 


Ha'e Thinks Slavery Does Not 
Exist In Philippines 


TILLMAN TAKES EXCEPTIONS 


Propriety of Perpetuating In ‘ Penal 

Code Penalties Against Persons 
— Engaged In S'ave Trade the Sub- 
5 ject of Interesting Debate In Senate 


Washington, Jan. 28.—Greatly to the 
surprise of everyone, the subject of 
slavery was introduced in the senate 
yesterday. Secretary Taft was di- 
rectly charged with having a knowl- 
edge of slavery in the Philippines. 
The debate was made pertinent by the 
sections of the bill revising the crim- 
inal code of the United States, which 
provide penalties for dealing in slaves. 

The old law against the slave trade 
has been retained in the penal code by 
the committee reporting it, but the 
word “persons” is substituted for the 
words “negroes, mulattoes and colored 
persons.” Mr. Hale declared that slav- 
ery being a thing of the past, all refer- 
ence to it should be taken out of the 
code. 

Mr. Heyburn, in charge of the Dill, 
contended for the retention of the pro- 
vision, saying that there are forms of 
slavery other than those abolished by 
the Civil war. He cited coolie slavery 
and slavery for immoral purposes, 
which he said exists in this country, and 
‘said the prohibition would apply to 
such practices. He added that he had 
heard it charged that slavery of the 
old-fashioned kind still exists in one of 
the islands of the Philippine group. 

“It is strange,” said Hale, referring 
to the charge that slavery exists in the 
Philippines, “that such a condition 
should exist in view of the optimistic 
accounts from those islands that we 
have received. I am glad the senator 
from Idaho Is one of those misguided 
persons who objects to these condi- 
tions, and if the senator bas brought 
{t out in one iustance showing this 
whole melancholy condition he has done 
something for the benefit of the senate 
and for the country.” Hale declared, 
however, that be never supposed slay- 
ery existed in the islands after the 
American occupation. 

“I am surprised,” asserted Mr. Till- 
man, “to hear any senator on the Re- 
publican side disclaim knowledge of 
what has been notorious since we took 
possession in the Philippines and 
known to exist there.” Tillman said he 
was still more surprised that “the party 
which had gathered so much glory 
from the destruction of slavery in this 
country,” and which has absolute con- 
trol of our foreign affairs, had done 
nothing to put an end to the slave trade 
in the Philippines. 

Senator Stone called attention to au 
agreement made by General Bates 
with the Sultan of Zulu for continuing 
slavery and polygamy. 

“We have even gone further,” said 
Tillman, “and given salaries to the sul 
tan and his dattos.” 

Mr. Hale again said that if these 
monstrous conditions existed in the 
Philippines and received the sanction 
of this government or of the state the 
fact had certainly not been appreci- 
ated by him. 

Mr. Tiliman suggested that the Phil- 
ippine islands are governed by Secre- 
tary Taft under the President of the 
United States. 

Mr. Hale said: “I am not prepared to 
say that the secretary of war has sup- 
pressed Important facts concerning the 
Philippines. The presumption is we 
have been told the whole truth.” 
Hale asked that the paragraphs relat- 
ing to slavery be passed over so that 
full information might be received con- 
cerning it, and Heyburn agreed. 

Senator Sutherland advocated re- 
taining the sections against slavery, 
saying that on the Pacific coast Chinese 
women had been actually 
slavery. 

Senator Lodge declared that it was 
a fact of common knowledge that Gen- 
eral Bates made an agreement by which 
slaves might purchase their freedom, 
but President McKinley refused to ap- 
prove of that treaty and shortly after- 
ward slavery was practically abolished 
by executive military order. 

The organic act of 1902 contained a 
clause against slavery, and on Sept. 24, 
1904, the Philippine commission pro- 
vided heavy penalties against persons 
who hold or sell slaves. 

The paragraphs relating to slavery 
were passed over, and they will come 
before the senate for action at some 
later day.

The inference at the navy de- 
partment is that the youth’s death was 
purely accilental. No action has been 
taken.

Prosecution Balks Plan of Defense 
to Call In Sur-rebu.ta Experts Who 
Previous y Tést. fied Against Thaw 


--Trial Is Nearly Ended 
New York, Jan. 20.—With no at- 
tempt on the part of the state to combat 
with scientific testimony the claim of 
insanity urged in behalf of Harry K. 
Thaw, the taking of evidence in the 
second hearing of the famous Madison 
Square garden murder trial ended yes- 
terday. Martin W. Littleton will be- 
gin his plea for the defendant today 
and is expected to occupy both morn- 
ing and afternoon with his 
summing up argument, District At- 
torney Jerome will speak tomorrow. 
He has promised to be brief and if his 
address should not extend beyond the 
morning session, Justice Dowling will 
hand the case over to the jury tomor- 
row afternoon. The court announced, 
however, he probably would not de- 
liver his charge until Friday morning. 
Contrary to his poliey of last year, 
When he called nine experts in insanity 
to the witness chair, Jerome this year 
utterly ignored the scientific phase of 
the rebuttal case. He produced sev- 
eral eye-witnesses to the tragedy and 
several police officers who handled 
Thaw the night of the homicide and 
placed on record their opinion that the 
defendant's

Under agreement of counsel the tes- 
timony given by Abraham Hummel at 
the last trial was read to the jury and 
the Thaw will was admitted in evi- 
dence without further proof as to its 
custody during the six months follow- 
ing the shooting of Stanford White.

by Evelyn Nesbit in Hummel’s office, 
charging ‘Thaw with cruelty and at 


tempting falsely to place the blame for 
the Nesbit girl's downfall upon Stan 
ford White, also was admitted by Jus- 
tice Dowling and then the case, so far 
as testimony was concerned, was at an 
end. 

Mr. Jerome's elimination of expert 
testimony from the rebuttal case occa 
sioned much talk. Based upon his as- 
sertions of last year that Thaw was 
an incurable paranoiac, rumor had it 
that the prosecutor might not be dis- 
pleased with a verdict of not guilty 
on the ground of insanity witb an en- 
suing committal of Harry Thaw to the 
asylum for the criminal insane at Mat 
teawau. 

Throughout the trial, however, Je- 
rome has attempted to belittle and dis 
credit all testimony having to do with 
Thaw’s irrationality. He has at 
tempted to show that the youthful 
outbursts of the defendant were fits of 
temper which deserved a “spanking,” 
as he expressed it, rather than scientifie 
discussion. He has attempted to dis- 
credit the outbreaks in later life with 
the suggestion that they were the re- 
sult of too much drink and nothing 
more. That the prosecutor will ridi- 
cule the expert testimony is generally 
agreed. Having no experts of hf& own, 
he has a free hand in that direction 
this year. 

Mr. Jerome’s move yesterday also 
frustrated a plan of the defense to call 
in sur-rebuttal several of the experts 
who testified against Thaw at his last 
trial, but who, when Jerome switched 
to the appointment of a lunacy com- 
mission, made affidavits setting forth 
the opinion that Thaw was so insane 
as to be incapable of understanding 
the nature of the proceedings against 
him or of intelligently advising with 
counsel. 

Mr. Littleton, in his argument, will 
contend that the prosecution has 
failed to shake the case of insanity 
built up by the defense. He will again 
call attention to the law and the burden 
of proof it places upon the state in a 
case where insanity is pleaded as a bar 
to responsibility for a criminal act. He 
will contend, and will also ask Justice 
Dowling to carefully instruct the jury 
on the point, that once the defense has 
produced evidence of insanity it  be- 
comes the duty of the prosecution to 
remove every reasonable doubt of in- 
sanity. In other words, Littleton will 
ask for an acquittal unless the jurors 
are convinced that every reasonable 
doubt as to Thaw being insane at the 
time of committing the homicide has 
been removed by the state’s case. 

Mr. Littleton has made no claim of 
present sanity for Thaw. In fact, the 
experts for the defense have testified 
that in “manic-depressive” insanity, 
the diagnosis now applied to Thaw’s 
condition of mind, the patient is very 
apt to have attacks of increasing fre- 
quency and violence.

Jan. 29.—Mrs. Maud C.

Franco-American Trade Treaty 

Washington, Jan. 29.—The president 
has issued a proclamation announcing 
the conclusion of the Franco-American 
reciprocity arrangement. Under it, 
America concedes a 20 percent abate- 
ment in duties on champagne and 
sparkling wines imported into this 
country and France confirms the mini- 
mum tariff rate now accorded Amer 
ican products. Other provisions in 
clude the creation of a commission to 
consider possible amendments to the 
trade regulations in France and Amer- 
ica. 

Haytien R-vo ution a Failure 

Washington, Jan. 29.—Haytien Min- 
ister Leger reports that the revolution 
in Hayti is now over. The Haytien 
government !s now making an effort to 
capture the leaders of the revolution 
The latter are seeking asylum in the 
consulates, but they will not be allowed 
to remain in the American consulates, 
as the state department officials de- 
clare an intention to prevent it. 


Will Testify For the State 

Harrisburg, Jan. 29.—The appear- 
ance of Stanford B. Lewis, the active 
assistant of Architect Huston during 
the construction and furnishing of the 
capitol, as a witness for the common 
wealth at the trial of the capitol prose 
cutions, tends to confirm the rumor that 
Huston has an understanding with the 
commonwealth and will be one of its 
witnesses. 


Court Clerk Goes to State Prison 

Chicago, Jan. 29.—John A. Cooke, 
former clerk of the circuit court of 
Cook county, has been taken to the 
state penitentiary to serve an indeter- 
minate sentence for misapplication of 
the funds of his office. Although con 
victed almost two years ago, Cooke, by 
constant appeals, has carried his case 
through all the state courts. 


Tug Rammed and Sunk 

New York, Jan. 29.—The ocean- 
going tugboat Edgar F. Luckenbach, 
after being rammed by steamship Paw- 
nee, sank between the Battery and 
Governor's island. One of the crew of 
the tug was lost and all of the others 
were injured. The Pawnee escaped 
with slight injuries to her starboard 
boat. 


Russia to Borrow $83,000,000 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 29.—An imperial 
ukase just issued sanctions an inter- 
national loan of $83,000,000 at 4 per- 
cent in the shape of notes on the state 
bank, redeemable within four years, 
replacing a like amount issued in 1908-4, 
now matured.

Mayor to See That 


Retiring Officials 
Receive Pay 
For Full Year 


The question as to whether or not 
ithe outgoing city officials are entitled 
to two days’ pay in February is still 
a much discussed question, not only 
directly interested, but by 
citizens as well. 

The claim on which additional sal- 
ary is based is that the appropriations 
made for salaries from Jan. 1 to 
Jan. 1. The ordinances also provide 
that those shall paid in 
monthly installments.

the man who receives a salary of $100 
per month would be entitled to prac- 
tically $6.89 for his two days’ services, 
counting Sunday. This is the claim 
that is being made by those interested. 

It appears that the whole trouble 
dates back when Mayor 
Thompson took office. Certain of the 
officials under the previous Mayor 
were paid for the days intervening be- 
tween the last day of January and the 
first Monday in February. 

For illustration, Commissioner 
Knowlton received something like $35 
for those few days between the last 
day of January and the first Monday 
of February. The office of Commis- 
sioner was not the only department 
this done for there were 
several others. 

For this reason there are a number 
ot officials who served three years 
under Mayor Thompson who have not 
received their full three years’ salary 
so that unless adjusted they would be 
out. two or more days’ salary. 

This, however, is to be straightened 
out by the present Mayor, who has 
ordered that all those officials who 
have been in office for three years 
and who have not received three full 
year’s salary shall be paid the amount

This may settle the dispute for the 
present, but hereafter the pay rolls 
of department officials should be made 
up to the first Monday of the month. 
New officials who serve from Feb. 3

Ventilation of Cars. 

The occasional protest against the 
proper ventilation in street cars, says 
the Brockton Daily Enterprise, is 
met by the statement that many peo- 
ple object to any air circulating in a 
car on a cold day, and insist on hayv- 
ing ventilation cut off where there is 
any. People who walk along the 
street, well clad and apparently find- 
ing no difficulty in keeping comfort- 


able, sit down in a comparatively 
warm car, With the same winter 
clothing on, and oftentimes insist 


that everything shall be closed tight- 
ly. There is the protest of a glance 
and oftentimes of a murmur, if a door 
is opened widely merely for a mo- 
ment to let somebody pass through. 

It would seem as though the owners 
of the cars should not be criticised 
harshly for a condition of affairs that 
is brought about partly because Car- 
makers know the public desire to be 
warm regardless of everything else, 
or because a section of the public in- 
sists that cars in which they ride 
shall be tightly locked against any 
more air than is absolutely essential

“Rewards of $200 
Are Now Offered 


Automobile dealers and in fact all 
owners of automobiles who believe 
in the legal use of the automobile for 
pleasure or business, are bitter in 
their condemnation of the five men 
who last Friday ran down 5-year old 
Catherine Lennon of Milton and then 
speeded away, leaving the little girl 
ying by the roadside with a broken 
hip and other serious injuries. 
Seldom before has an act by op- 
erators of automobiles brought down 
upon the culprits the universal con- 
demnation that is being expressed in 
this case, says the Boston Journal, 
and offers of rewards for the convic- 
tion of the men who are responsible 
are being made daily by automobile 
associations and dealers. 

The following letter sent by F. J. 
Tyler, manager of the Maxwell-Bris- 
coe Boston Company, which puts out 
the Maxwell automobile, to James 
Fortesque, secretary of the Bay State 


Automobile Association, is an indi- 
eation of the limits to which auto- 
mobile people will go to have the 


culprits brought to justice. 

“Dear sir—I am interested in bring- 
ing to justice the five criminals who 
last Friday, Jan. 24,ran down and seri 
injured little 5-year-old Cath- 
erine Lennon of Milton, and ran 
away, leaving the child by the road- 
in agonizing pain from her 
broken hip, their only thought being 
to get and avoid responsibili- 
ty for their act. 

“I know nothing of the circum- 
stances of the accident, but I do

The 
varied character of the selections 
showed Mr. Plancon’s unusual versa- 
tility. The two love songs were fine- 
ly contrasted, for instance the “Drink 
to me only with thy eyes” was given 
with tenderness and pathos, while the 
“Bedouin Love Song” was rendered 
with tremendous force and passion.

by Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou 
in placing before the senate his reply 
to the resolution calling for informa- 
tion relative to the operations of the 
treasury department .in connection 
with the financial disturbance. The 
secretary bad bad the introductory part 
of his reply printed and copies of the 
pamphlet were on the desks of sena 
tors, Which was declared by Demo- 
cratic senators to be without precedent. 

Senator Tillman not only took ex- 
ception to the information being trans- 
mitted in printed form, but he noticed 
a similarity between the cover of the 
Cortelyou report and that of the presi- 
dent’s messages which led him to 
charge the secretary with “putting on 
presidential airs before he is 
president.” 

This brought Senator Carter to his 
feet, and in his persuasive way he pro- 
ceeded to poke fun at the Democrats, 
“who for weeks have been most anxious 
how when it 
comes they object to the form in which 
it is presented.” 

At this juncture Senator Lodge was 
ealled on by Tillman for an explana- 
tion of why the report was tranusmit- 
ted in printed form. 

The senator replied: “The reply is in 
the usual way, accompanied by elabo- 
trate exhibits. This report summarizes 
the facts in the exhibits. The senator 
from South Carolina, in his zeal for the 
law and the constitution, forgets that 
the secretary of the treasury is the 
only head of an executive department 
permitted to communicate directly 
with the congress. I confess I am sur- 
prised at the attitude of the senator 
from South Carolina. I know no one 
who is so constantly pleading for light. 
When the light begins to shed upon his 
dark mind, he complains. He insists

the light shall come in his own par- 
ticular way.” 
“Will the senator from Massachu- 


setts say there is any light in this re- 
port?” shouted Tillman. 

“Mr. President, there is an abund 
ance of light in the report,” said Lodge, 
“but whether the senator from South 
Carolina can see it is more than I can 
say.” 

Senator Aldrich then fired this re 
mark into the Democratic ranks and 
the senate’s proceedings once more re- 
sumed their dull and normal course:

HELD AS A WITNESS 


Greenleaf Fainted When He Thought 
He Was Charged With Murder 
St. Albans, Vt., Jan. 30.—An investi- 

gation of the death of the unknown man 

whose body was found lying in the 
snow beside a woods road two miles 

from Swanton has begun in that vil- 

lage. It gave no clue, however, to the 

identity of the man who was apparently 
murdered. 

Charles Greenleaf, a wood chopper, 
who discovered the body, testified that 
he was on his way into the woods 
when he noticed red marks on the snow 
in the woods road as if blood had been 
shed there, and a little way further on 
he discovered the body half hidden in 
a clump of bushes. Greenleaf said 
that there were signs of a struggle in 
the snow, and that one side of the face 
of the dead man was bruised, as if he 
had been struck with a heavy club. 
Around the neck was a cord which had 
been drawn tightly by means of a 
stick, which had been twisted into it. 

The court ordered Greenleaf held as 
a witness in bonds of $300, which were 
furnished. Some excitement was 
caused when Greenleaf, not under- 
standing that he was wanted only asa 
witness, fainted. When he was _ re- 
vived he exclaimed that he thought he 
was to be charged with the crime. 
Bonds were furnished for him and he 
left the courtroom. 


Armenians Wielded Kn ves 

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 30.—Fearing that 
he was about to be robbed, Abram 
Googian started a free fight in an Ar- 
menian boarding house last night and 
during the trouble three men were cut 
or stabbed. One is in a critical condl- 
tion. Googian displayed a roll of bills, 
and when one of the other boarders 
made an attempt to grab it Googian 
seized a butcher knife. In a second a 
general fight was in progress, several 
men drawing knives to defend them- 
selves. 


Woman Held In Murder Case 

Peabody, Mass., Jan. 30.—After a 
hearing lasting all day, Laura Lewan- 
doovski was held without bail for the 
grand jury on the charge of having 
been implicated in the murder here of 
Dudwyck Kubak, a Pole, on Jan. 
Patrolman O'Connor testified thet on 
the night of Jan. 9 he saw Kubak and 
zaura Lewandooyvski cross Washington 
street and go towards the lane leading 
into the field where Kubak’s terribly 
mutilated body was subsequently 
found.

broke out In the basement. An alarm 
was sounded, but before the apparatus 
arrived the fire was extinguished with 
pails of water. It is certain that both 
fires were deliberately set. 


Engineer and Fireman Hurt 

Providence, Jan. 30.—Engineer 
Brown and Fireman Lyke were badly 
hurt in jumping to escape the wreck 
of their engine in collision with a 
freight train at Wood River Junction. 
Brown and Lyke were running an en- 
gine light and extra, and it is said that 
they passed a signal set against them 
by the crew of the freight train. Brown 
is in some danger, but Lyke, it is 
thought, will recover. 


Sampson's Case on File 

Northampton, Mass., Jan. 30.—The 
ease of Alden C. Sampson, an automo- 
bile manufacturer, who was charged 
with manslaughter on account of the 
de:.th of Felix Maxwell, has been or- 
dered placed on file in the superior 
court.

WILL FIGHT TO A FINISH 


Resolution Favors Instructed State 
Delegation to Chicago Convention 
**Lauterback Declares That ‘‘Dogs 
Were Set Free’’ by Secretary Taft 


New York, Jan. 30.—Governor 
Hughes was strongly endorsed for th 
Republican nomination for the presi 
dency and the administration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was commended in a 
resolution unanimously passed by the 
committee last 


Republican county 


night. ‘The resolution further favored 
an instructed delegation to the Chicago 
convention from this state for Hughes, 
which should use all honorable means 
to secure his nomination until “he is 
either nominated or directs the with- 
drawal of his name from the considera 
tion of the convention.” 

The committee, under the resolution, 
pledges itself to do do all in its power 
to secure from congressional conven 
tions and the state convention the adop 
tion of resolutions instructing for 
Hughes. 

The endorsement of Hughes for the 
presidency had come up for considera 
tion at two previous meetings of the 
county committee and on both occasions 
was laid on the table after warm de- 
bates. The action of the committee at 
that time was provocative of much 
feeling among the committeemen, and 
Secretary of War Taft. in a letter, re- 
cently informed Congressman Parsons, 
chairman of the committee, that he did 
not desire his friends to divide his in- 
terest in any state that had a candidsaie 
of its own and that he would “greatly 
deprecate a contest which imperils Re 
publican victory in New York in No 
vember.” 

The speeches that followed the in- 
troduction of the resolution showed a 
unanimity of feeling for the endorse- 
tment of Hughes, but indicaed that 
there were traces of resentment over 
the action taken at the previous meet 
ing in tabling the Hughes resolution.

Other states had 
named as their candidates Cannon and 
Foraker, and then the ticket-of-leave 
was given. 

“I call upon the people of this ¢!iy 
and state to see to it that the resolu- 
tion will be carried to a successful reso- 
lution in the Chicago convention.”

Defendant Was Insane 


HIS PROSECUTOR IS SCORED 


“Transcend d All Rules of Propriety 
and Decency’’ In Attempts to De 
stroy Evelyn Thaw--Wants Jus. c 


For ‘‘Average American Boy"’ 


New York, Jan. 30.—Martin W. Lit- 
tleton, chief counsel in the defense of | 
Harry K. Thaw, yesterday asked for 
the acquittal of his client upon the 
ground of insanity, declaring he could 
hot conceive how, in the face of the, 
evidence, the jury could render any | 
other verdict. The serious and sincere | 
evidence of the defense, tending to es- | 
tablish the insanity of the defendant, | 
Littleton declared, has been answered | 
only by the sneers and insinuations of 
District Attorney Jerome. 

These sneers and insinuations, Lit 
tleton asserted, were not the competent 
proof that the law required the prose- | 
cuting authorities to produce, once the | 

| 


insanity of the accused person was 
brought into dispute. He repeatedly 
urged upon the jury to remember that 
in a case of this kind the burden of 
proof rests wholly upon the state to 
prove the sanity of the defendant be- | 
yond all reasonable doubt. 

Mr. Littleton warmly defended Eve- 
lyn Thaw against the attacks of Je- 
rome. He said he could not under- 
stand what she had done, what great 
crime she had committed, considered in 
the light of all she had confessed her- 
self to be, that the prosecutor should 
transcend all the rules of propriety and 
decency and attempt to destroy her 
when, in the next breath, he was ready 
to “coddle and hug and vouch for the 
testimony of such a scoundrel as Abra- 
ham H. Hummel—the very vermin of 
the New York bar.” The address of 
the defending attorney occupied all of 
the day's sessions. 

Mr. Littleton urged that there should 
be no compromise. He asserted that if 
any doubt exists in the minds of the 
jurors they should resolve it in favor 
of the defendant and acquit him. He 
begged that they be not misled by the 
district attorney into voting for a ver- 
dict of conviction in some lesser degree 
than that of primary murder. 

Any verdict of not guilty in the case, 
it is said, will carry with it the assump- 
tion that it was rendered on the ground 
of the insanity of the defendant, wheth- 
er or not the insanity clause is added. 
The plea of not guilty entered in the 
ease carries with it the specification 
that the defendant was insane at the 
time the crime was committed. 

Mr. Litleton’s argument was force- | 
ful and impressive. He refrained 
from appealing to the passions of the 
jurymen, and devoted himself to a 
logical, earnest and serious considera- 
tion of’ the facts as adduced 
dence. He said he asked for Thaw no 
more consideration than the ee 
American boy had a right to demand of | 
the average American jury. The } 
speech was crisp in epigram and the | 
short sentences were filled with the pith 
of logic and the quality of appeal. The 
jurymen followed it with intense inter- 
est and it was generally conceded | 


in evi- 


that Littleton had left Jerome a difti- 
cult task. 

“I confess to you, gentlemen,” he 
said, “that I do not know w the dis- 
trict attorney has meant in this case. 
I cannot fathom how he feels he has 
discharged his burden under the law 
and I am waiting with much impa- 
tience to hear what facts, what evi- 
dence and what circumstances he will 
suggest to you as having been presented 
by him to show you that this defendant 
is sane beyond all reasonable doubt. 

“Sneers and insinuations are all I 
bave heard him offer you. He tried to 
confuse some witnesses who said that 
Thaw could remember some of the | 
things that happened during his periods | 
of mania. Can you gentlemen not 
clearly remember the details of your | 
dreams at night when you wake in 
the morning. But can you say wher 
you dreamed them? 

“Where is the district attorney’s 
proof? Where are the scientists, the 
books on insanity with which he has 
shown such thorough familiarity in 
the past? Where is the gallant band 
of alienists—nine of them—who ap- 
peared at his behest at the last trial 
and are still available; why are they not 
here to answer our case?” 

Mr. Littleton, in speaking of Evelyn 
Thaw, said: “I do not know what the 
judgment of you gentlemen may he as | 
to her morals or as to any responsibility | 
of conduct either with Stanford White 
or Mr. Thaw, but the district attorney’s 
manner toward her, in my judgment. 
exceeded anything she deserved. It 
amounted to unofficial antipathy—an 
antipathy which I believe exceeded by 
far the necessities or duties of his of- 
fice. There always were the notes of 
savagery and bitterness in his exami- 
nation of her and in his comments upon 
her before this jury which were not 
justified by the facts of this case. 

“I don’t know how you gentlemen 
feel about it, but it generally has been 
understood that a woman when she 
takes the witness stand in this country 
is at least entitled to have her testi- 
mony elicited with as much gentility, 
care, tenderness and regard of the 
ordinary proprieties as ordinarily gov- 
erns the intercourse of men and women.

I may be 
partisan. I would not have you jndge 
the distr:ct attorney from anything I 
Say, but .t has seemed to me that Mr.

What was there about her that 
called for such treatment from a man 
who could coddle and hug and vouch 
for this loathsome little Hummel? I 
do not want to be unfair to Mr. Jerome. 
We are very good friends. I do not, I 
repeat, ask you to take my view of him. 
Judge for yourselves.”

Archbishop O’Connell Receives 
Sacred Pallium at Boston 


INVESTITURE BY CARDINAL 


mony Which Marks a New Era For 
the Roman Catholic Caurch In New 


England--A Rare Occasion 


Boston, Jan. 20.—The sacred pallium 
was invested upon Archbishop William 
H. O'Connell by Cardinal Gibbons at 
the Cathedral of the Holy Cross today 
with all the pomp, dignity and _ sol- 
emnity which sixteen centuries have 
contributed to the ceremony of con- 

ferring tinal authority upon the head of 
an archepiscopal diocese by the 
sonal representatives of the pope. 
The splendor of the decorations of the 
altar, the grandeur of the music of the 
mass, the Imposing array of 
and priests from twelve states, to 
; gether with representatives of the po- 
litical life of state and city, and, finally, 
the placing upon the shoulders of the 
head of the church in New England of 
the white pallium from the tomb of St. 
Peter in Rome by the prince of the 
church in this country, made the occa- 
sion a memorable oue in the religious 
history of Boston. 

The conferring of the sacred pallium 
was instituted in the fourth century 
and to a new archbishop it is the in- 
signia of power and authority from 
Rome, as well as allegiance to the head 
; of the church. The vestment is a band 
| of white woolen cloth about three inch-

‘es in width, almost circular in form, 
| While inserted in it are six purple 
crosses, the whole being worn about 
the shoulders and fastened with three 
gold pins. 

The pallium is made from the wool 
of two white lambs offered at the feast 
of St. Agnes on Jan. 21 at Rome. It is 
woven by the nuns of the convent of 
Terre di Speechi. With others, it is 
placed in a silver coffer and laid in 
close proximity to the body of the 
Apostle St. Peter in verlfication of the 
words: “Weconfer upon thee the 
pallium taken from the body of blessed 
Peter.” 

Once conferred upon the archbishop, 
the pallium remains forever in his pos- 
session, even after death. as It is buried 
with his body. The first wearer of the 
pallium in this country was Archbishop 
Carroll of Baltimore, and it was thirty- 
three years ago that it was conferred 
upon Archbishop Williams of this city, 
who died last September. The con- 
ferring of the vestment today upon his 
successor marked a new era in the 
| Catholic church in New England. 

The rarity and significance of the oc- 
casion and the presence of so many 
dignitaries of the church drew a_ tre 
mendous crowd to the South End, and 
it was with difficulty that the streets 
immediately surrounding the cathedral 
were kept clear for the invited guests. 
Washington street was roped off com- 
pletely for an hour before the cere- 
monies began and nearby side streets 
were also freed from the crowds. 

The cathedral was filled early with 
Invited guests, including Governor 
Guild, members of his executive coun- 
| cil, Mayor Hibbard and members of the 
city government, and a number of other 
State and city officials. The altar pre- 
sented a brilliant spectacle. Against 
a background was arranged a_ great 
mass of palms and ferns, while across 
from one side to the other was a golden 
| band of incandescent lights. 

The ceremonies began at 10 o'clock 
with the procession of priests, bishops 


and other dignitaries of the church, 
with Archbishop O'Connell and his 


train-bearers, and finally, Cardinal Gib- 
bons and his suite bringing up the rear. 
The solemn high pontifical mass was 
|} then begun, Cardinal Gibbons officiat- 
ing and entoning the opening blessing. 
The sermon of the mass was preached 
by Very Rev. Lawrence F. Kearney, 
the provincial of the Dominican fathers 
of Washington, and instead of being 
after the gospel, was not delivered un- 
til just before the conclusion of the 
mass, 

The ceremony of conferring the pal- 
lium followed immediately after the 
benediction of the mass. During the 
mass it lay wrapped in heavy silk on 
the middle of the altar. The ceremony 
began with the administering of the 
oath of fealty by Cardinal Gibbons to 
Archbishop O'Connell. In taking the 
oath the archbishop was clad in his 
pontifical vestments, with the excep- 
tion, however, of the mitre and gloves. 

At the conclusion of the administra- 
tion of the oath, the cardinal rose from 


the altar, laid it upon the shoulders of 
the archbishop. The addresses of the 
cardinal and the responses of the arch- 
bishop were both In Latin and English. 
As soon as the declaration of the car- 
dinal was made investing the pallium, 
the archbishop ascended to the altar 
and pronounced the papal benediction. 
The dignitaries then filed from the sanc- 
tuary, which brought the ceremonies 
to a close.

Cleveland, Jan. 30.—Willlam McKin- 
ley, the martyred president, was the 
keynote of several addresses delivered 
at the Tippecanoe club’s annual Me 
kinley day banquet here, at which See- 
retary of War Taft was the guest of 
honor. All of the speakers confined 
their remarks to the life and deeds of 
McKinley and a discussion of the prob- 
lems engendered by the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war and the acquisition of the 
Philippines and the islands of the Carib- 
bean. Not only did Taft and the other 
speakers confine themselves to Me- 
Kinley eulogies, but Taft at no time 
during his stay here made any public 
references to political matters. 


Postal Propositions 

Boston, Jan. 30.—The sixth annual 
meeting of the Postal Progress league 
was held in this city. Resolutions were 
passed commending the efforts of the 
postmaster general looking to exten- 
sion of the parcels post system and the 
establishment of postal savings banks 
and in favor of a uniform rate of 2 
cents on letters to all parts of the 
world, with the unit of weight one 
ounce. Another suggestion favored a 
uniform rate of 1 cent for domestic let- 
ter postage, with the unit weight of two 
ounces.

An important experiment is in pro- 
gress on the board of the Vermont and 
Louisiana during the trip of those ships 
with the rest of the Atlantic fleet from 
Hampton roads to Magdalena Bay.

The Shark and the Porpoise 
weighing only about sixty tons each 
and less than ninety feet in 
length, now at the New York Navy 
Yard, will be placed on the decks of 
two big colliers that are bound for 
the Pacific. An alternative plan con- 
templates the removal of some of the 
deck beams of the colliers, which 
would admit of slipping the subma- 
rines directly into the hold, where 
they would be much safer. If the ex- 
periment is successful it may be 
extended to the larger boats,

“The Night Rate 
For Telephoning 


The New England Telephone & Tel- 


egraph Company and the Southern 
Massachusetts Telephone Company 
have announced that on and after 


February 1, 1908, the night rate for 
their toll service will apply between 
the hours of 10 P. M. and 4 A. M. in- 
stead of between 6 P. M. and 6 A. M. 
An official of the company says— 
“This change is necessary on account} 
of the practice which has grown up of 
deferring calls which would ordina- 
rily be made through the day, until 
after 6 P M., when the night rate goes 
into effect. The result of this practice 
has been to crowd a very large number | 
of calls into a short space of time im- 
mediately after 6 P. M. The effect of 
this congestion of traffic is to place 
such a strain on the plant and operat- 
ing force that necessarily a large 
number of calls are lost or delayed. 
“The original object of the night} 
rate was to attract toll business at a 
time when the lines were not being 
used to any great extent and when 
consequently the operating force could 
handle more calls, The result 
been that the general practice of de- 
ferring calls until o'clock 
has overcrowded the lines apd neces-

sitates employment of a 
creased operating force which can be 
utilized only during rush hours, As 
a matter of fact in 
the number of calls handled during 
the early evening hours is twenty per 
cent greater than during the busiest 
hours of the morning. ‘The effect of 
this congestion together with the add- 
ed difficulty of getting efficient opera- 
tors for night work is bound to have 
a detrimental effect on the service. 

“There is no comparison between the 
night rates for telephone and tele- 
graph service, because telegraph mes- 
sages are filed at any time for night 
transmission upon the agreement that 
they are to be sent at the convenience 
of the company and are not to be de- 
livered until the next day. 

“A telephone message however re- 
quires facilities for immediate trans- 
mission. For immediate transmission 
and delivery the telegraph companies 
always charge the full day rate no 
matter at what time of the day or 
night the message is filed. 

The company believes that this 
change will take a severe and unnec- 
essary strain off the plant and operat- 
ing force by cutting out the rush hours 
and distributing the traffic more even- 
ly throughout the day; and that for 
the same reason it will greatly im- 
prove the efficiency of the service to 
the general public.”

No 
longer attempting to shield the name 
of Stanford White, he said that he ac- 
cepted the story told by Evelyn N. Thaw 
as true—all but the part about her be- 
ing drugged—and he made frank con- 
fession to the Jury that the velvet 
swings and mirrored rooms of the stu- 
dio-houses described by the girl were 
indeed a miserable reality. No longer 
attacking Evelyn Thaw as a skilied ad 
venturess, Jerome pleaded for the pris 
oner’s wife because she had never had 
a chance for any of the higher, cleaner 
sweeter things of life. 
The climax came, however, when Je 
rome denounced both Thaw and White 
in one breath and classed them as “two 
degenerates quarreling over a woman 
And the woman, the prosecutor de 
clared, knew no more—had been taught 
no more by the world—than to play one 
against the other until in jealous rage 
in blind hatred, to revenge “an unde 
uiably gross wrong done to his wift 
Harry Thaw shot and killed the arch 
tect.

Mr. Jerome carefully explained the 
elements that enter into a verdict of 
primary murder, the penalty of which 
is death, and then he pointed the way 
to two other findings, which, he de 
clared, were possible under the cirecun 
stances.

have been intent to effect death, but 
premeditation must have had no part 
in manslaughter in the first degree, Je 
rome continued, the elements were a1 
overwhelming fury which impelled the 
assailant to shoot, but without intent to 
inflict death. Jerome said he could not 
see how under their oaths as jurors the 
men in the jury box could go outside of 
these three verdicts. 
To render a verdict of not guilty on 
the ground of insanity, the prosecutor 
declared, it would be necessary under 
the law for the jurors to believe that 
Harry Thaw was so insane that he did 
not know it was a pistol he held in his 
hand when he fired with good and dead- 
ly aim three bullets into the body of 
his victim; that he must have been so 
insane as not to know that the man 
he killed was Stanford White, the one 
man in the world whom he hated, and 
against whom he had a motive for ven 
geance; that he must have been so in- 
sane as not to know that it was against 
the law to take a fellow-being’s life: 
that he must have been so insane as 
not to know what the police officer: 
wanted with him when he voluntarily 
surrendered himself to them and asked 
them to take him quickly to the station 
house, with the added request that his 
brother-in-law and an attorney be sen: 
for; and lastly that he must have been 
so insane as not to know the nature or 
quality of his act or that the act was 
wrong. 
Lacking these essentials, the prosecu 
tion said, the insanity of the defendant 
conceded to have manifested itself ar 
certain times, had no standing under 
the law. Partial or incipient insanity 
which does not rob the sufferer of a 
perception of the acts he commits, has 
no recognition by the law. 
Coming to the conclusion of his long 
address, which lasted throughout the 
morning and afternoon sessions of 
court, Jerome denounced Thaw in bit- 
terest terms as “a coward skulking be- 
neath the petticoats of his wife, at- 
tempting to shield and save his worth 
less life behind her shame.” 
“Twice, in his sanity,” declared the 
prosecutor, “he has sat in this court- 
room and had her bare her shame, ir 


all its pitiful nakedness, to all the 


world. Is such a man worthy of even 
the slightest consideration at your 
hands?’

| ANARCHY IN IRELAND 


Marquis of Londonderry Fears 
It Will Soon Develop 


A CHARGE OF “COWARDICE” 


British Governmant’s Eyes Closed to 
Wide Spread Law Greaking In 
lreland--Terror z2d by Nationa ists 
Into Permitting Cattie Raiding 

London, Jan. $1.—Heated charges of 


cowardice in turning a blind eye to the 


“relgn of terrorism” in Ireland to keep 


the Nationalists in good temper and as- 
sure a continuance of their support in 
the commons were launched against 


the government in the house of lords 


yesterday. 

The Marquis of Londonderry, who 
was viceroy of Lreland in 1856-89, led 
in the attack, and so infectious were 
his sentiments that even Lord Lang- 
ford, who has been a_ representative 
peer of Ireland since 18S4, his 
silence of twenty-four years and de- 
voted his maiden speech to a recital of 
cattle 


broke 


his personal experiences with 
driving outside his own gates. 
The Marquis of Londonderry de- 
clared that the present state of Ireland 
is worse than in the dark days of the 
early SOs, when murder and outrage 
were rampant, and he attributed the 
conditions entirely to the cowardice of 
the government. The law breakers, he 
asserted, had the audacity to declare 
that they had at their back members 
of the government, and it was even re- 
ported that the constabulary bad been 
ordered not to come into actual contact 
With them. 

He pointed out that when James 
Bryce vacated the chief secretaryship 
Bryce reported that the condition of Ire 
and was reassuring, but shortly after 
Mr. Birrell’s advent cattle raidiug was 
inaugurated and it had now spread to 
ten counties. The judges were para 
lyzed in the sectious subject to coer 
cion by the Irish league and trial by 
jury was a farce, out of 237 prisoners 
tried only eight being convicted. Even 
the government's own attorney general 
had declared that if the present condi 
tions continued anarchy would result. 


The Marquis of Londonderry con 
cluded by charging the government 
with cowardice and with being ter 


rorized by the Nationalists into per 
mitting a state of things disgraceful to 
any civilized government. 

Lord Beauchamp, replying in behalf 
of the government, complained of the 
exaggerated pessimism of the Unlouist 
peers and resented Lord Lansdowne's 
comparison between Treland and Mace 
donia. He admitted that cattle driving 


had increased during the past yeer, but 13 Granite Street,

rian conditions becoming worse. Thi 
government deplored the cattle raids, 
but he declared the country was no 


more lawless than during certain pe- 
riods of Premier Balfour's admiuistra- 
tion, and he stated that, following Ger- 
ald Balfour's precedent when he was 
chief secretary for Ireland in 1895-1900. 
the government had no intention of re- 
viving the crimes act as suggested.

Scores of magnificent steamers, acres 
upon acres of valuable wharf-property. 
great houses and numerous 
banks and trust companies are caught 
in the meshes of the law, which credi- 
tors have spread out to safeguard their

interests. 

The liabilities exceed the assets by 
many millions of dollars, and the greut 
$60,000,000 steamship trust company is 
insolvent. One of the remarkable 
things about the proceedings is that 
Calvin Austin, the general manager and 
president of the consolidated lines, ad- 
mits the allegations of insolvency and 
joins in the petitions of the creditors 
for the purpose of having the courts 
safeguard the valuable properties and 
franchises from the designs of the hos 
tile interests 


Three bills in equity were filed in the 
United States circuit court in Portland, 
Me., and auxiliary bills were filed i: 
the circuit courts of Boston and New 
York, applying for the appointment of 
receivers for the Consolidated Steam- 
ship company and its subsidiary com- 
panies, the Metropolitan and the East- 
ern Steamship companies. 

Upon these applications the Maine 
court and the courts in Massachusetts 
and New York have issued restraining 
orders protecting the properties and en 
joining the officers and creditors of the 
various companies from interfering or 
intermeddling in any way with the 
property or business of the corporations 
involved, except so far as may be rea 
sonable for conducting the current op 
erations of the corporations. 

William A. Muller, a real estate and 
Arlington, Mass., 
started the receivership proceedings 
against the Consolidated Steamship 
company, which is the legal title of th: 
$60,000,000 trust. 

In his petition he claims to be the 
holder of a promissory note of the East- 
ern Steamship company, a subsidiary 
concern of the trust, dated Oct. 25, 
1907, and payable to the order of the 
treasurer on demand at the First Na- 
tional bank of Boston with interest. 
Muller alleges that payment was re- 
fused at the bank and by both the trust 
and the subsidiary concern, and, as a 
result, he started receivership proceed- 
ings against the Consolidated and the 
Eastern Steamship company. 

The third bill was filed against the 
Metropolitan Steamship company by 
the Berwind-White Coal Miuing com- 
pany of Pennsylvania. The coal! com- 
pany in its petition claims to be a credi- 
tor of the Metropolitan line for $43,491 
on a coal bill which is overdue and un- 
paid. 

Notices have been issued in the suit 
upon the officers of the companies in- 
volved, returnable March 2. Judge 
Putnam, who issued the notices from 
the Maine court, also set a hearing on 
the receivership proceedings for Feb. 4 
in the United States circuit court at 
Portland, Me.

In supporting his side of the ques- 
tion Admiral Bowles said: 

“The subject of the tariff is in great 
need of elucidation. There are a 
few propositions to which I hold and 
which I will state briefly. I believe 
that the industries of New England 
cannot get along without a protective 
tariff. I do not believe that the tariff 
makes any material difference in the 
eost of building ships in this country 
as compared with England. 

“We have built nine vessels in the 
last 15 months. The cost of the 
castings for these vessels, if bought 
in England, would have been just 50 
cents less a ton delivered here than 
the cost of the same material was 
here. The control by the trusts here 
keeps the price of steel uniform, it 
is true, but not unreasonably high. 

“One-half of the cost in building a 
vessel is labor cost. The cost of steel 
varies from 6 to 20 per cent. Our 
labor here costs 50 to 60 per cent. 
more an hour than abroad, and it is 
10t so efficient. Difference in labor 
makes equality in cost of construc- 
tion impossible. The condition of our 
shipping is to be attributed to the 
economic condition of our labor and 
materials, independently of the tar- 
ie;

prints builds the ship. In order to 
build a steel ship now, we need only 
a few men slightly skilled in the metal 
trades and a number of ordinary la- 
borers. It does not take a subsidy to 
teach men how to make blue prints 
and cut bass wood into strips. Steel 
ship building is no longer a craft. 
It is no trouble to find in this coun- 
try enough men to build ships. What 
we need is material out of which to 
build them. Material that can be 
purchased here as cheap as it can be 
purchased in England. 

“Compel the American steel trust 
to sell steel here at its export price— 
you can do that by giving us free raw 
material for ships—and there will b2 
such a demand for American-built 
ships that a ship building plant will 
spring up near every one of our great 
coast cities. We will, under these 
conditions, soon be again supplying 
the nations of the world with ships, 
and it will be impossible to sell them 
abroad cheaper than at home. A 
subsidy would be an excellent thing 
for a few gentlemen who are contin- 
ually asking alms from the public 
treasury. If we want a large mer- 
chant marine, a subsidy is the very 
thing we do not want, 

“In order to create a great merchant 
marine, we need first of all men. We 
are not a seafaring nation. The prob- 
lem now is not how to enormously in- 
crease the holdings of a number of 
multi-millionaires, who in return will 
be willing to add a few 12 thousand- 
ton or 16 thousand-ton steel ships to 
our merchant navy. The real prob- 
lem is how to get men trained to the 
sea with which to man ships if we 
had them. Subsidies and tariffs do 
not develop men.”

Judging from the progress made thus 
far in the construction of the U. S. Bat- 
tlesbip North Dakota at the Fore River 
the prospects are that this great fight- 
ing machine will be launched some- 
time in October. In comparing the 
percentages of completion of the North 
Dakota with the Delaware, a sister 
ship, building at the yard of the New- 
port News Shipbuilding Company, a 
vast difference will be noted in favor 
of the North Dakota.
